AUSTRALIAN AND NEW ZEALAND ASSOCIATION 
FOR THE ADVANCEMENT OF SCIENCE 
(A.N.Z.A.A.S:) 
Thirtieth Meeting: Canberra. 


This Conference was held January 13-20 in delightful 
summer weather. For it more than 1600 members 
came to the capital city from all parts of the Com- 
monwealth and New Zealand. The President of the 
meeting was Sir Theodore Rigg, of New Zealand. His 
presidential address delivered in the Albert Hall was 
“The Role of Science in the Development of New 
Zealand Agriculture.” The Hon. Secretary of the Local 
Organising Committee was Dr. C. Barnard (C.S.I.R.O.) 

Section O of the Conference is Pharmaceutical 
Science. The President of the Section was Mr. R. G. 
Smith (Technical Director, Nicholas Pty. Ltd.) and the 
Hon. Secretary Mr. G. G. Jewkes (Health Department, 
Canberra). 

The Section was well attended, and a series of papers 
was presented together with several discussions. The 
presidential address of the Section was “The Develop- 
ment of Pharmaceutical Products.” 

The Symposium session, “The Preparation of Ampoule 
Products,” provoked a very good discussion. There 
was an interesting programme of social fixtures. A 
full report will appear in later issues. 


POISON HAZARDS 


The survey of Australian poisoning statistics pub- 
lished elsewhere in this issue suggests that, although 
well within control, hazards of accidental poisoning 
exist, and require constant attention by authorities 
responsible for poisons control in the various States. 

Poisons laws are aimed at protecting the public 
against accident and death from poisons, and there 
is no doubt that the legislation has been effective. 

Examination of statistics over a period shows clearly 
that States in which control is most rigid are freer 
from such mishaps. 

Pharmaceutical chemists have a responsible part to 
play in the safeguarding of the public from harmful 
effects of poisons. 

The only safe plan to adopt is to comply in every 
detail with the requirements of the Regulations, and 
to assume that members of the public generally are 
unaware of the potential dangers of careless use of 
poisons. 

A pharmaceutical chemist recently reported four 
narrowly-averted fatalities from poison in one day. A 
good deal of press publicity was given to these hap- 
penings, and the need for great care on the part of 
householders and others. Meantime, newspapers in all 
States continue to quote the names of poisons which 
are used by would-be suicides and murderers. It is 
a pity that this practice cannot be stopped, because 


there is little doubt that the blazoning of the name of 
a poison which has featured in such cases will lead 


to a much wider use. 


A STUDENT CONFERENCE 


Pharmacy students from all States of the Common- 
wealth met in conference at Caloundra, Queensland, 
in January, where, according to reports, they managed 
to do some quite serious business as well as to enjoy 
themselves thoroughly. 

The N.U.P.S.A. Conference is now an annual affair, 
and those elected to office handle their job with marked 
efficiency and take their responsibility seriously. 

A summary of the resolutions of the Caloundra Con- 
ference is published in the student section this month. 
Those who turn to it will see that pharmaceutical 
politics in relation to education and training of phar- 
maceutical students was given a prominent place in 
the discussions, and will shortly be carried to senior 
organisations by the student representatives. 


LICENSING IN NEW ZEALAND 


It has been known for some little time that the 
licensing of pharmacies in New Zealand has been 
very much under consideration. 

Licensing in the Dominion is controlled by The 
Bureau of Industrial Efficiency—a Government instru- 
mentality which undertakes rationalisation of industries 
seeking regulation and control. 

Pharmacy came within the scope of the Bureau 
round about the time that there was a move to establish 
in New Zealand branches of an overseas company of 
chain pharmacies. 

The current position in New Zealand was recently 
the subject of comment in “The Pharmaceutical Journal 
of Great Britain,” which said: 

“Although no official move has been made towards 
the proposed repeal of the licensing regulations (by 
means of which the number of new pharmacies opening 
is controlled), it is observed that of recent months 
licences appear to have been granted on a rather more _ 
liberal scale than has hitherto been the case, and the 
appearance in the current Pharmaceutical Journal of 
New Zealand of a large advertisement by a well- 
known British firm of multiple chemists, announcing 
an unspecified number of vacancies for qualified and 
unqualified staff, in an ‘expanding organisation,’ has 
given rise to much conjecture. Under existing law, 
a country-wide chain of branch pharmacies is not legally 
possible, and as there has been no announcement of 
the issue of licences to the firm in question, it is felt 
that this advertisement may be a straw in the wind 
indicating that the Government’s promised revision of 
the licensing laws cannot now be long delayed.” 


AUSTRALIANS AS WORKERS 


Derogatory remarks concerning the attitude to work 
and production of the average Australian worker are 
not infrequently heard. 

It is somewhat refreshing, therefore, to note the 
comment of a well-qualified observer who has had 
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much experience in this country, and has just returned 
from an overseas visit. 

Mr. A. K. Hobbs, Assistant General Manager of Sigma 
Co. Ltd., has recently returned from U.K., U.S.A and 
Europe, which countries he visited with the General 
Manager of the company, Mr. B. Haigh, with the job 
of studying production methods, etc. 

In a recent issue of the Sydney “Telegraph” Mr. 
Hobbs is reported as saying: “Australian workers have 
been called lazy too often. That is not true; they are 
just as good as workers in Britain, Germany or the 
United States.” 

Mr. Hobbs said productivity in the United States 
was higher than in Australia because mechanisation 
was more intense. 


ASPIRIN POISONING ON THE INCREASE 


A startling feature of reports of poisonings from 
overseas is the extent to which acetyl-salicylic acid 
features. In a recent report overdoses of this substance 
in the form of aspirin tablets accounted for the largest 
number of poisonings. 

At the time very few aspirin poisonings were 
reported in Australia, but it is now of interest to note 
that the use of aspirin as a suicide medium in Queens- 
land, if not in other parts of the Commonwealth, is 
increasing. 

This is disclosed by the Government Analyst for 
Queensland, Mr. S. B. Watkins, who also is the Presi- 
dent of the Pharmacy Board of Queensland. 

In a report published in the Brisbane “Mail” Mr. 
Watkins said the use of large doses of aspirin for 
suicidal purposes was mounting. A fatal dose would 
be between 25 and 30 tablets, depending upon a person’s 
resistance. “Anyone who tried suicide by aspirin would 
probably undergo great pain before dying,” he added. 


NIGHT PHARMACIES IN SOUTH AFRICA 
Objection Lodged. 


South Transvaal pharmaceutical chemists apparently 
are not altogether happy about the conduct of a night 
pharmacy in their area, and have petitioned in the 
Supreme Court for ar. injunction to restrain Meyer 
Maltz, a chemist of Market Street, Johannesburg, from 
carrving on a pharmacy which he proposed to open 
in Braamfontein under a title which is held by the 
petitioners to contravene the by-law of the South 
Transvaal branch under which the nature and extent 
of advertising of after-hour dispensing services is con- 
trolled. 

The four chemists have, according to a report in the 
South African Pharmaceutical Journal, submitted in 
their petition that it is prejudicial to their interests 
and the interests of all chemists and druggists that a 
pharmacv should operate ostensibly during hours which 
are not ordinary trading hours as laid down in the 
Shop Hours Ordinance. 

The petitioners claim that the new pharmacy will 
be open only from 6.30 p.m. until some hour during 


the evening, but not during the usual daytime trading 
hours specified in the Ordinance. They claim there 
will be no advantage to the public, and that the branch 
has made adequate provision for after-hour service by 
the establishment of emergency medicine depots 
operated on a co-operative basis at various key points 
throughout the State. 


A NOVEL PRIZE 


Two students from each State have recently been 
the guests of Parke, Davis & Co. Ltd. which offered 
as A prize a week’s visit to Sydney with inspections 
of the company’s laboratories and various entertain- 
ments thrown in. 


Students were nominated by the examining and 
educational bodies in the respective States. 


An interesting trip with all expenses paid, coupled 
with the thrill of associating with prize winners from 
all other States, is surely a prize worth winning. The 
memory of such an experience might well prove as 
indelible and enduring as the more orthodox prize of 
medal, certificate or books. 


AN EXPERIMENT IN PRICE MAINTENANCE 


Students of the principles of price maintenance and 
of the battle of the independent trader against the 
competition of the chain store will find much to interest 
them in an article by G. A. J. Simpson-Lee, of the 
University of Sydney, published in “The Economic 
Record,” November, 1953. 


The article deals with the New South Wales Traders’ 
Protection Association and an independent organisation 
sponsored by it—The Fair Trading Association. 

The author states that the main interests of the 
article centre on the code of business ethics of the 
typical small shop keeper. 

The record of T.P.A. is summarised by stating that 
it had no major achievement to its credit in the field 
of price maintenance, although it did manage to obtain 
some small concessions by agreement rather than by 
the force of collective bargaining. 


The New South Wales Traders’ Protection Association 
was formed in 1923 and registered as a non-profit 
making association. In 1944 it changed its name to 
the New South Wales Grocers’ and Store Keepers’ 
Association, which still functions. 

Mr. Simpson-Lee, in his article, gives prominence 
to the failure of the organisation to counter successfully 
the price cutting which was prevalent at the time, and 
he quotes the following definition of a price cutter: 
“A price cutter is a retailer who sells goods at prices 
below those at which efficient grocers could retail their 
goods with regard to overhead costs and remain 
solvent.” 

The Fair Trading Association was to be modelled 
on the P.A.T.A. We are told that the executive of the 
P.A.T.A. acting in a consuitative capacity were re- 
sponsible for launching the new association. 

“The advent of the F.T.A. is the most momentous 
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happening in the remembrance of retail distributors 
of this generation, and it gives greater promise of 
restoring sane trading than any plan previously 
attempted,” said the President of the Traders’ Protec- 
tion Association; but, alas, this optimism was far from 
being justified. 

Simpson-Lee says: “Any competent observer could 
have advanced good reasons for viewing developments 
with some degree of restraint.” He gives the follow- 
ing: (i) F.T.A. was not an attempt to govern distri- 
bution of every commodity in the trade, but merely 
to maintain the price of proprietary articles; (ii) The 
manufacturers had not committed themselves to the 
scheme; (iii) The F.T.S. could not function without 
the support of manufacturers; (iv) The manufacturers 
could not count on the retailers to push protected 
lines; (v) The manufacturer had very little to gain 
from the F.T.A. scheme—in fact stood the risk of losing 
a profitable channel of distribution, namely the chain 
stores; (vi) The manufacturers were virtually being 
asked under the scheme to guarantee the profits of the 
retailer for no return benefit to themselves. 


The article is a very interesting study of an attempt 
which failed to meet the menace of price cutting and 
organised competition which confronted independent 
retailers in the pre-war period. It repays reading. 


RETAIL SALES INCREASE 


According to the latest report on the retail sales of 
goods in Australia issued by the Commonwealth Bureau 
of Census and Statistics, Canberra retail sales in each 
of the four quarters to September, 1953, showed definite 
increases over those for the corresponding periods in 
1952. 

The figures are as follows:—

This caption to a sub-editorial in “The Pharmaceu- 
tical Journal”—usually restrained and sedate in the use 
of catch lings—caught our eye.

were implied. The words were used by Sir Oliver 
Frank in calling on British manufacturers “to find 
something pretty good in the second half of the present 
century” if progress, productivity and a rise in retail 
income was to be assured. 


That applies pretty generally to all classes of people 
in commercialised countries. The future holds little 
hope of relaxation of effort or less intense competition. 
Application of the qualities referred to in the caption 
would appear to be necessary to avoid economic ex- 
tinction. 


INDEX TO JOURNAL 


The Index to the Journal for the year 1953 is bound 
in as part of this issue, immediately preceding the 
editorial article. 
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Royal interest in science and medicine as well as in 
law and literature is recorded throughout the pages 
of history, and little more than a year ago the Duke 
of Edinburgh himself demonstrated his grasp of the 
implications and extent of modern science by his pre- 
sidential address to the British Association. A century 
ago the Queen’s great-great-grandfather, Albert the 
Prince Consort, 
stimulated work in 
scientific and engi- 
neering projects and 
was largely respon- 
sible for the success 
of the London Exhi- 
bition of 1851. The 
Royal Society itself 
was founded under 
the patronage of 
Charles II. Royal 
practitioners of the 
arts and_ sciences 
have been few in 
number, but one of 
Her Majesty’s direct 
ancestors, James IV 
of Scotland, was well 
versed in alchemy 
and the medicine and 
surgery of his time. 
Indeed he might be 
classified as one of 
the most important 
of all her ancestors, 
as it was as a result 
of his marriage in 
1503, to Margaret 
Tudor sister of 
Henry’ VIII, that 
the English and 
Scottish crowns were 
united century 
later under his great- 
grandson, James I, 
of Great Britain, 
when English 
Tudor line ended at 
the death of Eliza- 
beth I.

closely guarded doors. They include payments for 
bellows, large caldrons, small and large glass flasks, 
gold, linseed, oil, quicksilver, red and white leads, sal 
ammoniac, saltpetre, silver, sulphur, vermilion, as well 
as the alchemists’ attire consisting of a damask gown, 
velvet short hose and scarlet hose. A noted alchemist 
of continental origin, John Damian by name, was placed 
in charge of the 
laboratory, and _ to 
provide with 
income and leisure, 
he was created an 
Abbot. Incidentally, 
this same Abbot 
acquired more than 
local fame by at- 
tempting to equip 
himself with wings 
and fly from Stir- 
ling to Paris. Un- 
fortunately, he only 
succeeded in falling 
from the high castle 
wall, but escaped 
with a broken thigh. 
In the laboratory he 
was helped by an 
assistant and occa- 
sionally by a potin- 
gair (apothecary) 
from the town. Boys 
kept the furnaces 
alight under the 


keeper. In common 
with other labora- 
tories, details of the 
work kept 
secret, but there is 
evidence of con- 
siderable interest in 
the physiological ef- 
fects of aqua vitae. 
In alcohol the alche- 
mists found a com- 
bination of the 
ancient incompatibles 
of fire and water, 
and indeed some re- 
garded alcohol, many 
times. distilled, as 
the genuine Elixir of 
Life.

At his birthplace, Stirling Castle, he set up the first 
research laboratory known in Scotland. Activities were 
naturally directed towards the isolation of the philoso- 
pher’s stone and the Elixir of Life. Professor John 
Read, of St. Andrew’s, and formerly professor of 
organic chemistry of Sydney, has examined the ac- 
counts of the Lord High Treasurer for the period, and 
these throw some light on the work carried out behind

“small aqua vitae” 
at six shillings a 
quart, the “ordinary” 
eight shillings and the “thrice drawn” at twelve shil- 
lings. Four hundred and fifty years ago alcohol made 
from malt must have been a rare drug, reserved, like 
the antibiotics of today, for medicinal purposes, but 
Damian and his colleagues seemed to find uses for 
very large quantities. It is certain that the King often 
visited the laboratory and took part in its activities. 


Surgeon and Physician 


_ Perhaps even more is known of the monarch’s activi- 
ties as a surgeon, and indeed as a primitive psycholo- 
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gist. In this latter field it is recorded he placed two 
young children and a dumb woman on an island in the 
Firth of Forth to ascertain what language they would 
speak. The chronicler states that some say they spake 
good Hebrew, but as to himself, he knew not. Con- 
temporary records tell that the King kept under ob- 
servation a man child who was born with two bodies 
from the waist upwards. One body, it is said, died long 
before the other, to the great grief of the survivor, who 
died at the age of twenty-eight. 


The King also seems to have practised both as a sur- 
geon and dentist, but in contrast to modern custom, 
the operator paid the patients. One historian remarks 
of him: “In the meane tyme this nobill King James the 
fourt was weill leirnit in the art of mediecein and also 
ane cuning sorugenar that nane in his realme that wssit 
(used) that craft bot wald tak his counsall in all pro- 
ceidingis.” Like many of his successors, the King may 
have attempted operations beyond his skill for in the 
Treasurer’s accounts for 1497 there is a reference to 
twelve shillings given to the blind wife who had her 
eyes “schorne.” This may well refer to am unsuccess- 
ful attempt to treat a cataract. 


On the medical side the King had ample opportuni- 
ties for treating patients. Hygiene was almost un- 
known and it was in the early part of his reign that 
syphilis in its modern form first reached Europe and 
ravaged all the western countries. Attempts to segre- 
gate patients were made, and in 1497 regulations were 
issued. In Aberdeen, for the avoidance of the contagi- 
ous-sickness called the “grantgore,” all light women 
were charged to desist from their vices, and their 
houses emptied. Later segregation of infected persons 


was ordered and those suffering from the “strange 
seiknes of Nappillis” were forbidden to appear at the 
booths of the various tradesmen. From Edinburgh all 
suffering were ordered to leave and live in isolation 
on a neighbouring island. The royal accounts record 
the distribution of alms by the King to sufferers from 
the “grantgore” at several places in Scotland, and it is 
probable that there were in fact payments by the King 
to patients who had submitted themselves for treat- 
ment. 

In addition to having been a dilettante in medicine 
the King also maintained surgeons on his staff, and was 
a patron of the calling. In 1505 he granted a Seal of 
Cause to the barbers of Edinburgh, who were permit- 
ted to practise minor operations, and who numbered in 
their guild the relatively few surgeons in the town. 
This charter permitted the dissection of one criminal 
each year, and was the first official recognition in Great 
Britain of the need for practical instruction in ana- 
tomy. In passing it might be noted that the charter 
reserved the right to make and sell aqua vitae within 
the Borough of Edinburgh to these barbers and sur- 
geons. Successive monarchs ratified and confirmed 
many of these privileges until finally the body emerged 
as the Royal College of Surgeons of Edinburgh, which 
still holds regular examinations for those seeking quali- 
fications as a medical practitioner and whose fellowship 
is renowned throughout the world. 

Many remember James IV only as the unfortunate 
Scottish monarch who lost the battle, and died on the 
field of Flodden, but in his forty years of life and 
twenty-five of kingship he took no small part in the 
world of scholarship and must be accounted one of the 
most enlightened rulers of his era. 


Gerard's Herbal 


An Appreciation of a Great Elizabethan 


By F.H.B. 


The Herbal or General Historie of Plantes, by John 
Gerard, first published in 1597, is a fascinating com- 
pound of shrewd observation and practical application: 
part scientific and part contemporary folk lore, the 
whole so well balanced that today, over 350 years after 
the first publication, it is still fresh and full of vitality. 

It is a far ery from the synthetics of today to the 
herbal remedies in use during the reign of Queen Eliza- 
beth I, but the herbal (of which Gerard’s is probably 
the best known) is one of the root sources from which 
the modern pharmacopoeia derives. 

Origins. 

Gerard was born at Nantwich, in Cheshire, and was 
connected with the Gerards of Ince, Lancashire. He 
was acknowledged a skilled herbalist and on two occa- 
sions was appointed examiner to the Company of 
Barber-Surgeons, a group which has as its modern 
counterpart the various medical boards. He was con- 
temporary with Sir Walter Raleigh, to whom he makes 
reference in some of the monographs in his Herbal. A 
well-travelled, observant scholar, Gerard’s work in 
cultivating, collecting and identifying many hundreds 
of- plant specimens and in recording their “vertues” 
(magical though some of them are) was a major con- 
tribution to Elizabethan medicine. The imvortance of 
Gerard’s work may be evaluated from the knowledge 
that it was published in 1597, reprinted in 1599, re- 
getetee with amendments and comments by Thomas 

ohnson in 1633 and again in 1636. 
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It is interesting to note Gerard’s comments upon the 
highly toxic nature of Aconite: ‘ . if but only a few 
of the floures be chewed in the mouth and spit forth 
again presently, yet forthwith it burneth the jaws and 
tongue, causing them to swell and making a certain 
swimming or gidainesse in the head.” 

Probably the reason for the success of Gerard’s Her- 
bal was that (although some parts of it are not 
Gerard’s original work, being translated from Dodoen’s 
“Pemptades”) it was backed by sound practical know- 
ledge, for in the garden at Holborn he had growing 
ever 1000 different plants, some of know medicinal 
value and others not fully tried in medicine. Some 
were indigenous to Britain, while some had been care- 
fully grown from seed brought back from overseas by 
Elizabethan adventurers. 


As he was a Barber-Surgeon—a “Master in Chirur- 
gerie’—Gerard therefore had ample opportunity to 
prove or disprove the worth of many “remedies.” 


Complaints. 

Apparently human ailments, in the main, have not 
considerably altered since 1597, for in the Herbal we 
find recipes for the cure or alleviation of falling hair, 
baldness, corns, overweight, halitosis, toothache and 
many other everyday ailments. There are also sun- 
burn preparations, beauty treatments, depilatories, 
general tonics, black hair dyes and divers other pre- 
parations still in common use. 
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Dedication to Lord Burghley. 

Gerard superintended the gardens of Sir William 
Cecil (Lord Burghley) both at The Strand and at Theo- 
balds, in Hertfordshire, and the “epistle dedicatorie” 
with which the Herbal opens reads as follows:— 

“To the Right Honorable His Singular Good Lord 
and Master, Sir William Cecil, Knight, Baron of Burgh- 
ley, Master of the Court of Wards and Liveries, Chan- 
cellor of the Universitie of Cambridge, Knight of the

Most Noble Order of the Garter, one of the Lords of 
Her Majestie’s most Honorable Privy Council and Lord 
High Treasurer of England.” (Here follows a lengthy 
epistle of dedication.) 


The Herbal Reviewed. 


G. B. Harrison, in’ “The Elizabethan Journal” under 
the date of December 1, 1597, lists the foliowing review: 


“Mr. John Gerard, Master in Chirurgery, hath written 
a great work called the Herbal or General Historie of 
Plantes, being dedicated to Lord Burghley. This work 
is in three books, whereof the first treateth of grasses, 
rushes, corn, bulbous or onion-rooted plants in 106 
chapters. The second containeth the description, place, 
time, names, nature and vertues of all sortes of herbs 
for meat, medicine, or sweet-smelling use, etc., and hath 
511 chapters. The third of trees, shrubs, bushes, fruit- 
bearing plants, rosins, gums, roses, heath, mosses, some 
Indian and other rare plants, also mushroom, coral and 
their several kinds which book hath 167 chapters; and 
to all the chapters are there one or more cuts (wood- 
cuts) of the things described therein. Concludeth with 
a description of the Goose-tree or barnacle, found in 
the north parts of Scotland.” 


Some Quotations from the Original Herbal. 


A magnificent reprint of the Herbal (which the writer 
has been privileged to see), although a large and heavy 
volume comprising approximately 1500 folio pages, is 
a delight to read and contains many unusual recipes 
for equally unusual purposes. We have, for instance, 
the following:— 

“.. the juice of the leaves and rootes of daisies given 
to little dogs with milke, keepeth them from growing 


great.” 
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It should be remembered that 350 years ago sorcery 
and witchcraft were potent realities, so that inevitably 
some of Gerard’s recipes are touched with the beliefs 
of his age. But we also find shrewd appraisals, as wit- 
ness the monograph on poppies: “.. . a great force is in 
the knobs or heads which do specially prevail to move 
sleepe and to stay and repress rheums and come neere 
in force to Opium, but more gentle. Opium or the 
condensed juice of poppy heads is the strongest of alle; 
Meconium (which is the juice of the heads and leaves) 
is weaker. Both of them any waies taken either in- 
wardly .. . provoke sleepe. Opium somewhat too 
plentifully taken doth also bring death. (!) 

“It mitigateth all kinds of paines; but it leaveth be- 
hind it often times a mischiefe worse than the disease 
itselfe and that hard to be cured.” 


Hypertension. 

In view of the present use of the alkaloids or various 
species of Veratrum in treating hypertension and its 
associated conditions, the monograph on White Helle- 
bore (Veratrum alba) is enlightening:— 

“|. is good against phrensies, dropsies, poison and 
against all cold diseases that be of hard curation. This 
strong medicine ought not to bee given inwardly unto 
delicate bodies without great correction, but it may

safely be given to country people which feed grossly 
and have hard, tough and strong bodies.” 

In contrast to the foregoing, Sea-holly is recom- 
mended as being “exceedingly good for people that 
have no delight”; and “it is reported that 5 or 6 almonds 
being taken fasting do keepe a man from being drunke.” 


Without Comment. 


The quotations that follow are taken at random from 
the Herbal, and as Elizabethan English and Gerard’s 
style go hand in hand to form a perfect whole, they are 
quoted without comment:— 

Of Cyclamen: “. . . being beaten and made up into 
trochisches, it is reported to be a good amorous medi- 
cine to make one in love, if it be inwardly taken.” 


: 


Of Young Wenches: “. . . if you take the roots of 
Monks Rubarb (Patience) and red Madder of each half 
a pound, Sena 4 ozs., Anise seed and Licorice of each 
2 ozs., Scabious and Agrimonie of each one handfull, 
put them in a stone pot called a stean, with foure gal- 
lons of strong ale, to steep or infuse the space of three 
daies, and then drinke this liquor as your ordinary 
drinke for three weeks together at least (though the 
longer you take it, so much the better); providing in a 
readinesse another stean so prepared, that you may 
have one under another, being alwaies carefull to keepe 
a good diet; it purifieth the bloud and makes yong 
wenches look faire and cherry-like.” 

Of Cucumber: “. . . doth perfectly cure red and shin- 
ing fiierie noses (as red as red Roses) with pimples, 
pumples, rubies and such like precious faces.” 

Of Henbane (Hyoscyamus Niger): “. . . causeth drow- 
siness and mitigateth all kind of paine .. . the leaves, 
seed and juice taken inwardly cause an unquiet sleepe 
like unto the drunkennesse, which continueth long, and 
is deadly to the party.” 

Of Sweet William: “. .. they are not used either in 
meat or in medicine, but esteemed for their beauty to 
decke up gardens, the bosomes of the beautifull and 
garlands and crownes for pleasure.” 

Of Primrose (Primula Veris): “. . . take the leaves 
and floures of primroses, boil them in a little fountaine

water, and in rose and betony waters, adding thereto 
sugar, pepper, salt and butter, and give to drinke 
thereof—(a practitioner of London toun famous for 
curing the phrensie).” 

Of Deadnettle: “. . . the distilled water of the floures, 
which is used to make the heart merrie—to make a 
good colour in the face, and to refresh the vitall spirits.” 

An Elizabethan corn cure: “. . . the willow-barke 


being burnt to ashes and steeped in vinegar taketh away 
cornes and other like risings on the feet and toes.” 


Gerardia. 


“A Table of Vertues” is found at the close of the 
Herbal and gives the properties of each plant described 
in a tabulated form—in effect it is a therapeutic index, 
although some of the disorders provided for are singular 
in the extreme. But botany has recognised the value 
of Gerard’s work, and in commemoration of the life 
and name of John Gerard, Linnaeus founded a plant

species called “Gerardia,” which now includes about 30 
species of plants, mostly of North American origin. 

Gerard died in February, 1611, not many years after 
Queen Elizabeth I, whose reign he had helped to im- 
mortalise. His body lies in St. Andrew’s Churchyard 
at Holborn, near to the site of his beloved garden. 


A MODERN QUEEN 


Queen Elizabeth the Second is different from the 
seven other Queens who have sat on the English 
Throne as sovereigns in their own right since the Nor- 
man conquest, but it is likely that history will write 
her down as the most distinguished of all. The reason 
is that she is proving herself an admirable symbol of 
unity among an enormous aggregation of the world’s 
peoples known as the Commonwealth of Nations, and 
in a rapidly changing world that Commonwealth is 
likely to be a powerful factor for good. 

The first Queen to sit on the English Throne was a 
lady named Matilda, who spent her time warring with 
King Stephen (1135-54). She was Queen for only a 
few months, but she annoyed powerful barons and 
they turned against her. The next is best known as 
Lady Jane Grey, but she reigned for only 14 days in 
1553-4, and did not have a chance to prove herself. 
Mary I followed, but her five-year reign was tragic 
because of her efforts to restore Catholicism in Eng- 
land. Elizabeth I followed her, and in a reign of 44 
years saw England rise to unprecedented heights of 
power, achievement and culture. 

Two Stuart Queens were Mary II, who reigned jointly 
with William III for six years, and her sister, Anne, 
who reigned from 1702 to 1714. Both were worthy 
sovereigns, but could hardly be called distinguished. 
The last Queen was Victoria, who was Her Majesty’s 
great-great-grandmother. She was a legendary figure, 
who witnessed a stupendous growth in the power, 
wealth and influence of the British Empire. 

Queen Elizabeth is different. She moves freely 
among her subjects and has shown that she regards 
them as partners rather than subjects. 
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The long reign of the first Queen Elizabeth of Eng- 
land, from 17th November, 1558, until 24th March, 1603, 
brought many changes in the social conditions of her 
people, and during this period the craft of the chemist 
emerged as an almost separate section of the medical 
profession. 

When Elizabeth came to the throne the medical pro- 
fession was a strange mixture of individuals of many 
descriptions. Of first importance was the physician, 
who sometimes kept an open shop, and, like the apothe- 
cary, who mainly acted as his dispenser, the physician 
sold plasters and pills over his counter to his patients. 
The surgeon was still the barber-surgeon, who bled his 
patients from time to time for certain ailments. The 
apothecary was not allowed to bleed patients unless he 
was qualified as a barber-surgeon to do so. 

The alchemist continued to dabble in his experiments 
to discover the elixir of life or the secret of the Philo- 
sopher’s Stone until long after the death of Elizabeth. 

The chemist was still described as an apothecary, and 
was looked upon as the “physician’s cook”—that is, he 
dispensed the formulas and “receipts” issued by the 
physician. When Elizabeth came to the throne the 
apothecary was still classified as a grocer because he 
sold spices and herbs. In London, the apothecary was 
compelled to be a member of the Grocers’ Company, 
which had developed from the ancient Guild of Pep- 
perers founded during the fourteenth century. 

Just as the Barber-Surgeon was a member of the 
Barber-Surgeons’ Company, so the apothecary, as a 
liveryman of the Grocers’ Company, had a _ special 
livery consisting of a cap and gown of the colours 
selected by the guild. He wore his livery when en- 
gaged at his profession, and as a new outfit was issued 
each year by the Company this was worn at the annua! 
election banquet held by the guild to celebrate the 
appointment of new officials. 

The herbalists sold drugs as well as their herbs, 
which they gathered in the nearby fields, marshes and 
gardens, although, by the end of Elizabeth’s reign, most 
of these naturalists had their own herbal gardens at- 
tached to their premises. 

The chemists or apothecaries were mainly occupied 
in preparing mineral salts, which ‘vere gradually be- 
coming of greater importance. 

It will be remembered that Paracelsus had shown the 
medicinal value of such minerals, and he had used 
antimony and arsenic in the treatment of cancer and 
leprosy, and it is believed he may have used mercury 
in the treatment of syphilis. 

The shop of any trader would have a window-frame 
over which canvas was stretched, but when this was 
rolled up the shop was exposed to view—so the passer- 
by could peer in at the chemist or physician engaged 
in the mysteries of his art at the counter, and also see 
the patient waiting on a settie for the prescription to be 
dispensed. 

Just before Elizabeth came to the throne a surgeon’s 
house and shop, in 1545, were described as being “one 
of three stories and stood in a row with smaller 
houses.” This establishment had eight rooms, including 
his shop and cellars, but only three of the rooms were 
furnished—the hall, the shop and the chamber above 
it. Very little furniture was provided—one table, two 
‘joyned” stools, an easy chair, and, in the corner, 
a cupboard with four legs and a locked chest. The 
walls were covered with two old pieces of tapestry, 
and the stone floor was carpeted with rushes—into 
which, of course, the rubbish was thrown after each 
meal, and the rushes would only be renewed about 
twice a year! Another room contained an old wains- 
cot chair, a buffet stool, a round table, and a red-backed

cushion. This surgeon’s apparatus included “one lat- 
ten (bronze) and two brazen (brass) mortars,” a metal 
melting pan, “a dial of troy weights, and things (pots) 
of pewter with which to box salve.” 

A few years later another inventory, compiled in 
1551, described the premises of a physician who acted 
as his own dispenser. He had two “fair” counters, with 
locks and keys. His drugs were displayed on twenty- 
one shelves which were hung with red and yellow 
painted vallances. He had nineteen syrup pots, thirty- 
three great gallipots, twenty pottle glasses and many 
smaller glasses or bottles. He also had several large 
bottles of liquids distilled from rose leaves, dili seeds 
and other ingredients, together with bottles of various 
aromatic waters, nine dozen phials, nine pairs of scales, 
and nine spatulas for making ointments, and a “stylla- 
tory with a pewter head.” 

In 1587, amongst the items included in the inventory 
of an apothecary’s shop, in addition to several pairs of 
scales, a pestle and mortar, and a settle, were “two 
crystal stones,” which were, no doubt, used for “sky- 
ring” in the same manner that the modern clairvoyant 
uses a crystal to foresee the future for her patrons. 
Dr. John Dee, court astrologer for Elizabeth, possessed 
several “skyring” stones, and one “shew-stone” of his 
collection is now in the British Museum. Dee was a 
physician and alchemist in advance of his time yet, at 
the same time he was far too credulous. It is believed 
that most of his treatments were based on the astro- 
logical charts he constructed. He was called upon to 
compile a horoscope chart to decide the day most 
favourable for the coronation of Elizabeth Tudor, and 
the date he selected was the day she was crowned! She 
consulted him on many occasions. 

By 1576, there must have been several chemists 
operating in London, as a surgeon, George Baker, 
wrote: 

“IT do know some excellent chemists as one Mayster 
Kemmech, dwelling in Lothburie (Lothbury); another, 
Mayster Geoffray, in Crouched Friars (Crutched Friars), 
a man of singular knowledge in that way; another John 
Hoster, which is a paynfull traveyler (a careful work- 
man) in these matters as I be proofe; having used of 
their medicines to the furtherance of my _ patient’s 
healthes, and also of one Thomas Hill.” 

In 1589, the shop of Thomas Brydon, apothecary in 
Cambridge, was described as having two settles in ad- 
dition to counters, and on the “back counter” stood 
seven pairs of scales. Nearby were three half-hundred- 
weights of lead and nineteen pounds of brass weights. 
In a rack on the wall were four pestles. weighing 
twenty pounds, and, on their blocks, four ‘ ‘brazen mor- 
tars weighing nine score and ten pounds,” a marble 
mortar, a marble “grynding” stone and a muller. Bry- 
don also had “one bolteringe” and one “hanging candle- 
stick,” seven “great standing pots,” and, no doubt 
these would be at the rear of his shop, two “stylla- 
tories of lead and another styllatory of lead.” 

The thirty-two gallipots, twenty-five great boxes and 
thirty-six glasses, seven “oyle” pots, and two nests 
of boxes containing seeds, eight “rounde standing 
boxes” and thirty-four other boxes on his shelves held 
his conserves, confections and spices, which included 
barberries. conserve of cherries and roses, together 
with angelica, carawav seeds, pepper, cloves. cummin 
seed, cinnamon and other spices, prunes and “raisons.” 
Brydon’s drugs also included such items as stavesacre 
seeds, wormwood, calamine powder, red and yellow 
wax, spermacetti, oil of roses and diachylon plaster. 

If a customer hobbled in complaining that he was 
suffering from pains in the legs or other limbs, and his 
physician had prescribed “Emplastrum Gratia’—or “the 
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Plaster of the Grace of God,” then Brydon would 
supply this preparation which contained the juices of 
betony, verbena and pimpernel leaves, mixed with 
frankincense, wax and sheep’s suet. The name of this 
plaster came from a legend that “an angel brought it 
down from heaven to King Alexander for the people 
of his land when they were all near lost with deadly 
wounds of spear, dart and dagger, and with many other 
maladyes as the surgeons have long since fayned 
(found).” 

The chemist dispensed for the physician, consequently 
he was furnished with a formula by the doctor or had 
this handed to him by the patient after the customer 
had visited the physician. By the commencement of 
Elizabeth’s reign a few medical treatises had been 
printed, but so far there was no volume of recognised 
prescriptions for the guidance of the English dispenser, 
although such books had been published in Europe. 

In 1585, the College of Physicians of London con- 
sidered the publication of a pharmacopoeia, and a Com- 
mittee was appointed, but nothing was done until 1617, 
shortly after James I had granted a separate charter 
of incorporation to the Apothecaries’ Society. (This 
livery company of London is the only guild using the 
term Society instead of Company.) And it was not 
until 7th May, 1618, fifteen years after the death of 
Elizabeth, that the book was “surreptitiously and pre- 
maturely” printed and published before it had been 
properly corrected and approved. 

The apothecary or chemist would enter the prescrip- 
tions he dispensed in a large book with vellum covers, 
which he kept on a raised desk or table. In this volume 
he recorded the formulas devised by celebrated mem- 
bers of the medical profession, collecting these from 
their printed works or by hearsay. 

In the Ashmolean Collection of Manuscripts is a book 
compiled between 1588 and 1590 by a London apothe- 
cary. Each formula is headed with the name of the 
patient for whom it was dispensed, and at the side of 
the heading is the name of the physician or other 
medical practitioner who supplied the prescription. 

These headings usually contain some information as 
to the occupation or address of the patient. Typical 
entries had such headings as: 

“For Mrs. Cole in Bred (Bread) Street.” 

“For one in the Old Baylie (Bailey).” 

“For a merchant in Bred Street, Mr. Curtis.” 

“For my Ladye Stafford.” 

“For Mr. Webb in Lothbury.” 

“For Mr. Marten, my Lord Mayor’s man.” 

“For Mr. Stokes in Turnbull street.” 

“For Mrs. Sparrow in Cheapside.” 

“For Mr. Gorge at Westmstr (Westminster).” 

Amongst the entries for 1588 is the following pre- 
paration prescribed for “My Ladye Ramsey.”

Until the formation of the Apothecaries’ Society, 
some thirteen years after the death of Elizabeth, the 
chemists and dispensers of London, as apothecaries, had 
to be freemen or liverymen of the Grocers’ Company, 
and in 1562, under by-laws made by that guild, they 
were strictly required “not to use or exercise any drugs, 
simples, or compounds or any other kynds or sortes of 
poticarie ware, but such as shall be pure and perfyt 
good.” 

During Elizabeth’s reign many new drugs were 
brought to Europe from America, including balsaam 
of tolu. introduced about 1574. by Monardes. a Spanish 
physician, sassafras in 1562, jalap and copaiba in 1570 
by Portuguese physicians, and about the same time 
ipecacuanha. 

Amongst the items included in one quarterly account 
for drugs, etc., supplied to Elizabeth and her house- 
hold by Hugh Morgan, her apothecary, self-styled 
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“Pharmacopoeus,” were such items as “royal sweet- 
meat (16d.),” “rose water for the French ambassador 
(12d.),” “a conserve of barbarries for Sir Walter Raleigh 
(6s.),” and “scent to be used at the christening of Sir 
Richard Knightley’s son (2s. 6d.).””. Morgan also sup- 
plied preparations which included the horn of the 
unicorn. 

In his book, “Government of Health,” printed in 
1558, the year in which Gloriana came to the throne, 
William Bullein, physician, botanist and rector of Blax- 
all, in Suffolk, included the following instructions to 
guide the apothecary in his professional work and in his 
private life: 

“He must fyrst serve God, forsee the end, be clenly, 
pity the poor. Must not be suborned for money to 
hurt mankynde. 

“His place of dwelling and shop to be clenly, to 
please the sences withal. 

“His garden must be at hand with plenty of herbs, 
seeds and roots. 

“To sow and gather, preserve and kepe in due tyme. 

“To read Discorides, to know the nature of plants 
and herbes. 

“To invent medicines, to choose colours, taste, odour, 
figure, etc. 

“To have mortars, stilles, pottes, filters, glasses, boxes, 
cleane and sweete. 

“To have charcoles at hand to make _ decoctions, 
syrupes, ete. 

“To have two places in his shop; one must be cleane 
for the physik, and a baser place for the chirurgie stuff. 

“That he neither increase nor diminish the Phisician’s 
bill and kepe it for his discharge. 

“That he neither buy nor sell rotten drugges. 

“That he peruse often his wares that they corrupt 
not. 

“That he put not ‘quid pro quo’ without adysement. 

“That he may not open well a vein for to help 
pleurisy. 

“That he meddle only with his vocation. 

“That he delyte (delight) to reade Nicholas Myrepsus, 
Valerius Cordus, Johannes Placaton, the Lubik, etc. 

“That he do remember that his office is only to be 
ye physician’s cooke. 

“That he use true measure and weight. 

“And lastly 

“To remember his end and the Judgment of God, 
and thus I do commend him to God if he be not cove- 
tous or crafty, seeking his own lucre before other men’s 
help, succour and comfort.”

HARMONY BETWEEN MIND AND BODY 


Sir Sydney Smith, in his address delivered at the 
recent graduation ceremonial of the University of 
Edinburgh, had some practical remarks to make on 
this subject. He said: “There is no such thing as a 
diseased organ in isolation; there are no diseases to 
treat. but only diseased men. Do not forget that you 
are dealing with the whole man. not onlv the body, not 
only the mind. but the man himself. You must take 
into consideration not only his physical condition, but 
his general environment, including his work and his 
domestic affairs insofar as they may have some rela- 
tion to his physical and mental state. You must re- 
member that many patients come to vou not only suf- 
fering from damaged bodies. but with bruised minds, 
lacerated consciences, and broken hearts. You have 


not seen examovles of these in your museums, but they 
are real enough. and much of vour success as doctors 
will depend on the care and understanding with which 
you treat such matters.”

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Pharmacy and Therapeutics in the Age 
Elizabeth |

Queen Elizabeth I was born in 1533, ascended the 
throne in 1558, and died in 1603. Her reign therefore 
covered a period when, the intellectual shackles of the 
Middle Ages having been cast off by the new thought 
of the Renaissance, men were turning over new ideas 
in many fields. In medicine the authority of Galen 
had stood unchallenged for over 13 centuries; but 10 
years after the birth of Elizabeth, Vesalius had pub- 
lished the anatomical work which was the first state- 
ment in science of the results of independent obser-

vation. Though the Fabrica deals almost solely with 
anatomy, it had a direct influence for good on all 
aspects of the medical art, and in the sciences generally 
it acted as a ferment which was to beget results of 
the highest importance. 

When Elizabeth came to the throne the Physicians 
of London had had their College for 40 years, and 
the Company of the Barber-Surgeons had been in 
existence for 18. In each case the foundation of the 
new corporation had been largely due to a man of 
eminent sound sense and practical experience. Linacre, 
the virtual founder of the College of Physicians, was 
a classical scholar of the highest class; in medicine he 
was, of course, a supporter of the views of Galen. 
Thomas Vicary, who in 1540 and for some years around 
that date was the leader of the Surgeons, was appa- 
rently no scholar, but he had a wide experience of 
surgery, and, what was perhaps more to the purpose, 
an adequate access to Court circles. 


English Herbals. 


The reign of Elizabeth also covered the rise of the 
English herbals. These works were not entirely worthy 
successors of the great Continental herbals of Brunfels, 


(With acknowledgments to “The Pharmaceutical Journal”.) 
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Bock, Leonhart Fuchs and Valerius Cordus, which broke 
new ground in the fourth and fifth decades of the 16th 
century. Turner’s herbal was published in 1568, and 
Lyte’s work ten years later. The Herball of John Gerard 
—or “Gerarde,” as he less correctly spells his name 
on the title-page of this work—was first published in 
1597. This, the most admired of the early English 
herbals, does not really reflect great credit on its author, 
since it was largely an adaptation of a borrowed—and 
unacknowledged—translation of a Continental work. 
However, Gerard supplied what people wanted—brief 
descriptions of plants and indications of their habitat, 
together with simple notes on their medical uses. Herb 
gardens began to multiply, and a very pleasing illus- 
tration of such an Elizabethan garden was included in 
1597 in the ornate title-page of the first edition of 
Gerard’s herbal (Fig. 1). 

In the sphere of the preparation of drugs and the 
manner in which they were used new influences were

also at work during this period. The uncertainty of 
the thought of the time makes the field very wide, 
but in this brief note an attempt will be made to 
outline these new methods and to assess their use in 
treatment. 
The Writings of Paracelsus. 

For centumes—indeed, almost from the beginning of 
the medical art—drugs had been made from plants or 
animals by procedures which were of the simplest. The 
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drugs included all the chemical substances contained 
in the matters used. But during the Elizabethan period 
new processes of manufacture came into use. These 
had marked effects later, and most of them derived 
from the influence of Aureolus Theophrastus Bom- 
bastus von Hohenheim, who called himself Paracelsus. 

born iconoclastic, Paracelsus had aroused both 
interest and enmity during his lifetime. He died at 
Salzburg in 1541, and about 25 years after his death 
there was an unprecedented renewal of interest in his 
voluminous writings, many of which then appeared in 
print for the first time. In 1589 his complete medical 
and philosophical works were published in eight 
volumes, and in 1603--the year of Elizabeth’s death— 
his surgical works appeared. 


Many of the writings of Paracelsus deal with strictly 
chemical subjects. He developed the doctrine of the 
tria prima, or the three principles—salt, sulphur and 
mercury—which were supposed to make up all matter 
from the metals to man. But his mercury was an 
idealised “mercury of the philosophers” and not the 
metal which we know as such. In the same way his 
sulphur and salt were idealised substances. This doc- 
trine of Paracelsus continued to influence chemistry 
for generations, although he made no chemical dis- 
covery of any outstanding importance. In the sphere 
of medicine Paracelsus held similar heterodox views, 
the value of which is difficult to assess, but whose 
influence at the time was certainly great. These views 
need not be discussed in detail. It is sufficient to say 
here that he considered that many drugs contained 
“essentials,” which were the active constituents. He 
tried to obtain these “essentials” by the preparation 
of tinctures, essences, extracts and similar drugs pro- 
duced by chemical processes which he believed had 
made something new. Further, he emphasised the use 
of certain metals in medicine, especially mercury and 
antimony. These and others he exposed to the action 
of many reagents, and the resulting products were used 
widely by himself and his followers. 


Paracelsus had employed the process of distillation, 
which had been known to the ancients, and which had 
been employed considerably in the late 15th century, 
especially in relation to “The Quintessence,” namely, 
aqua vitae. It now came to be held—following the 
teaching of Paracelsus—that by distillation the “essen- 
tial” matter in a substance used as a drug could be 
obtained in a more concentrated and purer form. The 
practice of these methods now began to flourish. The 
Swiss physician and naturalist Konrad Gesner wrote 
a book on “The Treasure of Euonymus” which dealt 
with this subject, and in 1576 George Baker (1540- 
1600) published in London what was practically a trans- 
lation of Gesner’s book; it is the first really practical 
treatise on the subject in English. 

Baker’s work is entitled The newe Jewell of Health. 
In the preface he says that the reader will learn how 
by the chemical art the hidden virtues of various 
medicines are plainly revealed, and their venomous 
qualities are minimised. He invites the reader to try 
the results: he will find that the efficacy of medicines 
made by distillation is much greater than that of de- 
coctions, syrups and simple juices. The efficacy of the 
various distilled “oils” is such that the dose is measured 
in drops. Baker gives a very full discussion of the 
apparatus required for distillation, and the various 
methods in use. He then describes the substances 
distilled under three main headings: the distillation of 
waters from plants and animals; the distillation of 
“oils;” and the distillation of aqua vitae. 


The description of the preparation of waters distilled 
from plants is most detailed, and includes a statement 
of the month when the seeds, flowers, roots, or what- 
ever part is to be used, should be collected. The 
extent of the information may be judged from the 
following list—by no means exhaustive—of the plants 
with which he deals: Wallflower, pellitory, yarrow 
angelica, nettle, winter cherries, bryony, shepherd’s 
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purse, chamomile, honeysuckle, centaury, cherries, 
germander, comfrey, quinces, dodder, eyebright, fumi- 
tory, broom, gentian, cowslips, stork’s bill, hops, hen- 
bane, juniper, wood lily, rotten apples, peach flowers, 
horehound, mercury, cinquefoil, plantain, polypodium, 
willow, nightshade, valerian, greater celandine. It may 
indeed seem marvellous to us that such small quantities 
of some of these distillates should have produced any 
results at all, much less the rather astounding effects 
with which they are credited. Baker then describes 
waters distilled from animals, such as a capon, a snake 
without its head or tail, and a swallow. 

The section of Baker’s book which deals with distilled 
oils bears the illustration of a maker of these chemical 
medicines which is reproduced here. Oils had, of 
course, been known from early times, and distilled oils 
had also been used, such as triple-distilled turpentine. 
But the emphasis on the efficacy of distilled oils is new. 
This section also includes long descriptions of the pre- 
paration and uses of the oils of antimony and of vitriol. 
An unusual and surely very desirable oil is that of tile- 
stones. The preparer is enjoyned to take newly-made 
tiles which have never been in contact with water: 
they are to be powdered, burnt, and then subjected to 
the distillation process.

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Distilled Waters. 


George Baker was a surgeon, and he was much in 
favour of free translation. Hence, though the book is 
by Gesner, Baker would certainly have used the reme- 
dies described, and it is possible that he included some 
of his own results. A study of his work reveals a 
surprising number of illnesses for which the distilled 
waters may be effectively used. Take, for example, 
plantain—a plant which happened to be used and fre- 
aed illustrated from the times of the early herbals. 

ater of plantain is supposed to be good for dropsy, 
a hot cought, a flux of the belly (especially dysentery), 
and for abscesses and ulcers in the lungs. If drunk 
for 40 days it cures the falling sickness (epilepsy). It 
is good for affections of the spleen, and it kills worms. 
If taken for three days, it helps the ague, and if re- 
tained in the mouth it heals ulcers in it. It is good 
in the plague, and it expels a retained placenta. It 
kills worms, stops bleeding in wounds, heals the bites 
and stings of venomous beasts. It also helps bruises, 
piles, ulcers, and the fistula in the fundament. This 
is surely a very useful water to keep handy in the 
pocket. There is admittedly no mention of plantain- 
water being useful for such common conditions as 
the cardiac passion, for diseases of the liver or kidneys, 
for the stone, the palsy, or the bite of a mad dog. 
However, the reader has his choice of several other 
remedies for these, including water of the nettle for 
the bite of a mad dog. The leopard does not change 
its spots: neither does eyebright change is powers after 
distillation. Its water is used for preserving the sight, 
—— in the eyes, for weak sight, and even for lost 
sight. 


Very few of the plants mentioned have found a 
place in therapeutics in modern times. We may look 
with interest at two of them. The water of gentian— 
much more difficult to prepare than the modern infusion 
or tincture—is stated by Baker to be useful in expelling 
fevers caused by obstruction of the bowel, in killing 
worms in the belly, in clearing away spots on the face, 
and in purging the stomach of clammy humours. It 
is possible that gentian could be used for all of these 
purposes nowadays, though we have much more effec- 
tive remedies. Water of willow-leaves is stated by 
Baker to be useful in the stone and for intestinal 
worms. It is a diuretic, and can also be used effec- 
tively in the shingles, in the treatment of fistula, and 
to cure redness of the eyes. The water distilled from 
the flowers of willow helps the sight and heals crusts 
on the scalp. Baker—and Gesner—perhaps missed an 
opportunity by not trying out some chemical methods 
on the bark instead of on the leaves and flowers. It 
should be said that the book also discusses the Elixir 
Vitae and the Philosopher’s Stone, but consideration 
of these matters would take us outside the scope of 
this article. 

Leonardo Fioravanti. 

The making of drugs by distillation is a process 
which admits of variations. Baker several times quotes 
Leonardo Fioravanti, an Italian physician and surgeon 
who was writing about that time. Four years after the 
publication of Baker’s Newe Jewell, John Hester, a 
distiller and “spagyrical chemist” of London, published 
a translation of a work on surgery by Fioravanti. In 
1582 he translated and published another work entitled 
A compendium of the rationall secretes of ...L. Phio- 
ravante. This is a work on the treatment of diseases 
rather than on materials and methods. But sufficient 
information on the latter is given to show that Fiora- 
vanti had certainly a more practical and less philo- 
sophical attitude to distillation than had Gesner-Baker:. 
While the latter strive for the ethereal, concentrated, 
limpid distillate of the matter distilled, Fioravanti 
wants both matter distilled and distillate. Baker gives 
seven different methods of producing a distillate from 
a capon, and in each case it is the distillate which is 
used for treatment. Fioravanti, on the other hand, 
instructs us to take a great fat capon, to pound it in 


a mortar; then to put it in a distilling glass with 20 
lb. of good white wine, together with other materials 
such as salt, sugar and cinnamon, which we might con- 
sider less essential. Having carried out the distillation, 
we must next make the “dregs” left in the distilling 
glass into a syrup, and then return the distillate to 
the syrup. In all cases of distillation Fioravanti 
appears to recommend the addition of the distillate to 
the matter which has been distilled. If a capon has 
been distilled, by this method one gets at least some 
hypothetical advantage from the 20 lb. of good white 
wine. 


It should be said that John Hester carried on his 
business of a purveyor of chemical medicines at Paul’s 
Wharf from about 1579 until he died in 1593. Bayles

recently published (Chemist and Druggist, 1953, Janu- 
ary 17, pp. 62-3) a broadside advertisement issued by 
Hester in 1588, from which it is clear that Hester kept 
abreast of contemporary refinements in the preparation. 
of chemical medicines on the Continent. Hester’s list 
of drugs includes oils, waters, salts, extracts, miscel- 
laneous remedies, and a group of preparations drawn 
from the works of Fioravanti. 


Hester translated or edited several other works, one 
of which may well be referred to here. This is a small 
book, published at London in 1596 and entitled A 
hundred and fourteene Experiments and Cures of the 
famous Physitian Philippus Aureolus Theophrastus 
Paracelsus .: . Collected by John Hester. (The title 
also bears the names of a few shorter works which 
are included.) There is no means of knowing which 
of the hundred and fourteen observations were genuine 
cases of Paracelsus, but a few examples will show 
the type of methods used and the absence of details— 
quite common in the literature of the period: 


“2. A certaine woman was long sicke of the Pasion 
of the heart which she called Cardiaca, who was cured 
by taking twice our Mercurial vomit, which caused 
her to cast out a worme commonly called Theniam 
that was four cubites long.” (The result is credible.)

“9. A woman who was in manner consumed with 
the French Pox, was cured with a drinke or potion of 
Essentia Melissae, and she lived eight yeares after.” 


“11. A boy of fifteen yeares olde falling down a stone 

staires had his arme and leg benummed and void of 
mouing [? hemiplegia], whose necke with the hinder 
parte of the head, and all the backe bone I annointed 
with this Unguent. Rk of the fatte of a Foxe, 5ii. oyle 
of the earth wormes, 3i. Olewm Philosophorum ss. 
I mixt them together and annointed therewith, and in 
short space no wound nor swelling appeared in him 
so hurt.” (An excellent result so far as the local lesion 
was concerned, but Paracelsus does not tell us what 
happened with regard to the arm and leg. Earthworm 
oil was, of course, frequently used at this period.) 
A boy with his face and testicles swollen was cured 
with an extract of rhubarb. This was quite probably 
a case of mumps with orchitis as a complication; if the 
patient was kept quiet the condition would probably 
clear up spontaneously. A woman who had had a 
canker of the breast for 30 years was cured by Essentia 
Mercurialis—i.e., the distillate of mercury—with water 
of plantain added. A boy with “the Lousie evil’— 
ie., lice!—was quite rightly put on mercury; but this 
was given in the form of the. “essence” with other 
substances as pills by mouth. A man who staggered 
as though he were drunk was given pestilential pills 
and essence of mercury. He vomited 150 worms and 
was cured. Epilepsy was treated for 30 days with the 
juice of the plantain, mixed with the shavings of ivory, 
the blood of a pigeon, and the essential oil obtained 
from Craneum Humanum—i.e., a human skull. Whether 
or not these were really “cures” of Paracelsus, there 
- no doubt that many other persons made similar 
claims. 


So much for the actual remedies. Let us now 
examine whether they were used consistently. For this 
purpose some reference must be made to the actual 
text-books of medicine of the period. These are not 
very numerous, and most of them are now rare works. 
I shall consider two of them very briefly. The first 
is a genuine native product, The Method of Phisick 
by Philip Barrough, which was first published in 
London in 1583, and which went through several 
editions between then and 1652. This is a small book, 
but it is closely set and contains a great amount of 
material. The other book is quite a large folio volume 
entitled Praxis Medicinae wuniversalis: or A Generall 
Practise of Physicke. It was written by Dr. Christoph 
Wirsung (or Wirtzung, as he is called on the title-page 
of this translation), a physician who was born in Augs- 
burg in 1500, and who later moved to Heidelberg, 
where he died in 1571. The first German edition of 
his book was published in 1568, and there were many 
later German and Dutch editions. This first English 
edition was followed by two others, in 1617 and 1654. 


Juice of the Poppy. 


Wirsung’s book contains many statements which to 
us will seem rather doubtful or surprising. For 
example, he says that certain seeds may be kept for 
longer than a year, but you can always tell from the 
taste which seeds have lost their virtue. Of opium 
he says that it is “the juice of a strange kinde of 
poppie dried, being too much used, it killeth by sleepe: 
it hath a strong and unpleasant smell, which may be 
corrected as follows: take a little paire of tongs, which 
is somewhat broad before, make it red hot, hold a little 
piece of Opium in it, and lay it downe againe presently, 
and so do as much as thou will.” There is a suspicious 
ingenuousness about the lack of information here. 
While there is much that is good in the book, we are 
surprised to find interpolated matter which we might 
consider rather unsuitable for a serious medical treatise. 
For example, in the section on materia medica he in- 
cludes long descriptions of the method of preserving 
oranges and lemons, quinces and cowslips, and on the 
making of the conserve of prunes. 


Types of Remedies. 

Both these works—and several others of the period— 
are not only text-books of medicine, but also of phar- 
macy. It may be of interest to set out here the various 
types of remedies which are described by Barrough, 
and which were certainly in common use during the 
latter part of the reign of Elizabeth I. Barrough 
describes their preparation in the following order: 

(1) Suppositories. These are usually made with 
honey as a basis: it is boiled long enough to make 
it thick and hard. If other substances have to be 
added, use mouse dung, salt, or hiera simplex. But 
suppositories may also be made of white soap, tallow, 
bacon fat, candles, the stalks of beet or mercury, or 
their roots, with many additions. 

(2) Noduli. A variation of the angpemiery. 

(3) Pessaries. Made of soft wool. They may contain 
many substances, but opium is used when there is 
much pain. 

(4) Clysters or enemata. The number of plants used 
is very large.

(5) Syrups. They are used to digest the humours 
and to prepare them for medicines proper: other types 
make the humours thicker. Substances used are many. 

(6) Juleps. Like a syrup, but boiled for a shorter 
time, and not mixed with any other decoction. 

(7) Potions. A potion is given in the form of a single 
dose. Made with syrup of violets, or hydromel, or 
waters of hops, bugloss, or with a decoction of chicken, 
etc. Many substances may be added. 

(8) Boluses. “Bolys in English is called a morsell. 
It is a medicine laxative, in forme and fashion it is 
meganely whole, and it is swallowed by little gobbets.” 
Often made with cassia, but this powerful purge must 
often be tempered. 

(9) Pills. These are given to avoid choler. As cholers 
are of many kinds, so also are pills. As Barrough 
says: “Pilles that do onely void pure choler and purge 
it, there are a thousand to be found, but many of 
them hath more respect to the auoiding of filthie and 
bastardly choler, or that which is greatly mixt with 
reume.” 
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(10) Apozemes. A decoction of medicines: made like 
a syrup, except that in preparing an apozeme it is 
boiled only long enough to dissolve the sugar or syrup. 
They are used to make hot, to make cold; to make 
moist, to make dry; to loosen and open, or to restrain 
and bind; to attenuate and make thin; to make gross 
and thick. 

(11) Mulsios. Made of seeds or fruits, or both, to 
quench thirst, in inflammation of the chest or lungs, 
or in diseases of the kidneys and bladder. 

(12) Powders. Made of powdered seeds, roots and 
minerals, with sugar added. Often given in digestive 
complaints. 

(13) Electuaries, lozenges; manus Christi. Electuaries 
may be in liquid form, or solid, when they are called 
lozenges or manus Christi. A lozenge is known by 
its diamond shape. If the solid electuary is square 
it is called manus Christi. A liquid electuary is used 
when the belly is weakened by coldness and moistness. 
Solid electuaries—lozenges and manus Christi—are used 
in hot distempers of the liver or obstruction of its 
substance. There is also a large variety of lozenges 
made of “powder of Trochiskes.” 

(14) Condita or conserves. A form of electuary “made 
to strengthen the might and the primitiue and wor- 
thiest members. They rather haue respect to the sub- 
stance and matter of breathing, then to the beautie 
and soundnesse of the flesh.” Used to strengthen all 
sorts of virtues. 

(15) Pasta Regia or Mazapane. A confection, used 
specially in diseases of the chest and lungs, and against 
leanness. 

(16) Lohochs or Ecligmes. A lohoch is “a medicine 
that must not be eaten or chewed, but it must melt 
in the mouth, and distill downe to the stomache by 
little and little.’ Good in diseases of the chest and 
lungs—such as congealed rheum, and in commencing 
pleurisy. 

(17) Balnea and Semicupia. “Balneum is a baine: 
the vse thereof was common and often among old 
practitioners, but now it is rare and seldom, and not 
at all vsed almost, except it be in certaine diseases, 
as in vniuersall gout, in the palsie and in consuming 
feauers. But against the gout and the palsie natural] 
baines are conuenient, in the which, although there 
be penurie and lack of thinges, yet we may make 
things artificially, and cunningly, prepared by boyling 
together in water, herbes, rootes, seedes, flowers, and 
also many mettals, as it shail seeme requisite for the 
disease. But Semicupium, which in Latine is called 
Insessum, is a perticular bath, which is applied for 
paines of the nephresie, for the cholicke, and for the 
iliacke [passion], so that they come not by reason of 
an impostume.” Notes are given on the various herbs 
which are used in preparing these baths. 

(18) Epithema or Fotus. “Epithema is a medicine 
ordeined, to lay to the heart or liuer to coole it; and 
Fotus is a medicine nourishing or keeping warme.” 
Later on Barrough says: “But Epithema and Fotus 
be all one, yet some doe make a difference, saying that 
Epithema is onely that, which is made of distilled 
waters, and powders mixed togither: and Fotus is a 
more generall thing, which is made of the decoction of 
any kind of herbs and roots.” Anyhow, they are made 
chiefly to correct the hot distemper of the liver, but 
they are used also in many stomach conditions. 

(19) Sacculus. “Sacculus, viz. a little bagge. It is 
ministred for the same causes that Fotus be vsed for. 
It is made of herbs, flowers, seedes & other such like 
things.” The bag containing the herbs is laid on the 
skin over the affected organ. 

(20) Scutum. “Scutum in English is a target or 
buckler. Scuta are ministred to the stomach, and made 
for the same causes that ointments & Epithems be.” 
They consist of cotton, holding the medicaments, which 
is sewn between two pieces of cloth. The whole is then 
bound over the stomach. 

(21) Cataplasm. He defines this as a “plaister,” and 


what we would call a plaster is called an “emplaister.” 
They are much used in the treatment of cedema. 

(22) Emplastra. These are much employed, mostly 
for application to the stomach. Frequently made up 
with a wax, they are spread on leather, and enclosed 
between two layers of cloth. 

(23) Unguenta. Used for assuaging pain, and to dis- 
solve knobs and kernels in the liver, spleen and 
stomach. Formule are given. 

(24) Liniments. A liniment is an ointment which is 
soft and liquid, and which has in it little wax or none 
at all. 

(25) Frontalia. “Frontale or Splenium be plaisters 
made to apply to the forehead, either to cease pain 
in the forepart of the head, or to cause and to prouoke 
sleep.” 

(26) Cucufa and Semicucufa. The drugs are con- 
tained between linen cloths, sewn up; the whole is 
fixed to the head, e.g. in cephalalgia, which is a pain 
in the head coming of cold. A semicucufa is applied 
to a limited area of the head. 

(27) Suffitus. A suffitus is made of dry things to stop 
the distillations which fall from the brain. The mate- 
rials used are mostly perfumes. 

(28) Colliria. No comments are necessary on this 
group, except to note that he does not mention eye- 
bright. 

(29) Nasalia or Erthina. These are medicines applied 
to the interior of the nose, to stop bleeding, or to 
promote sneezing—e.g. to expel the child in labour, 
or to purge the brain. 

(30) Apophlegmatismi. Medicines which cause vomit- 
ing of phlegm. Used to purge the brain and to provoke 
rheum of the brain. In this section he mentions “gar- 
garismi,” but he does not appear to use the word 
“emetic.’ 

(31) Restorative distillations. It should be noted that 
Barrough is not using these substances in the same 
way as recommended by Baker. For Barrough, distil- 
lations are partly food and partly medicine, and they 
are used when the patient is too weak to digest nourish- 
ment. In making them, capons, chickens, hares and 
other animals are used. 


It may well be imagined that when a considerable 
number of different herbs and other substances are 
distributed in these 31 categories—many being found, 
of course, in several categories—the number of result- 
ing prescriptions is very large indeed. All the books 
of the period are similar in this respect. Then there 
are the medicines and methods which I have not men- 
tioned hitherto in this article. For —- bleeding— 
which was used in many conditions. hen the stock 
remedies derived from antiquity—Hiera picra, mith- 
ridate, theriac, and such like. 

In an attempt to deduce some guiding principle from 
this heterogeneous mass of material, I have tried to 
compare the treatment of a representative number of 
conditions, as given by different writers, and to see 
whether in a certain condition any one or more 
remedies were consistently used. The results of my 
reading of the books in this way are so indeterminate 
as to defy description. In the first place it should be 
said that on broad principles there are close resemb- 
lances with reference to many important diseases. This 
applies in the case of diet, necessity for bleeding, 
bathing, the use of purgatives, and similar methods. 
But when we come to details under various headings, 
it is nearly always found that the number and com- 
plexity of the remedies used makes more accurate 
comparisons useless. 


Bleeding, Clysters, and Sneezing Mixtures. 

Let us take a few examples. In the treatment of 
the “dead palsy” or “apoplexy,” Wirsung advises bleed- 
ing from the veins of the head. But if the patient 
shows a little rattling in the throat on breathing, a 
clyster should be used. This should consist of centaury, 
sage, rue, southernwood, marjory, mints and colocynth. 
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Barrough also recommends bleeding and clysters; the 
latter should contain sage, origan, bettony, rue, cala- 
mint, hyssop, pennyroyal, fennel and centaury. There 
are certain resemblances here, but so many ingredients 
are used that it is difficult to escape the conclusion 
that they are accidental. The same applies largely to 
dozens of prescriptions which I have compared in 
various books. In apoplexy the use of sneezing mix- 
tures containing hellebore is common to several authors. 
Sneezing is, of course, not the most distressing treat- 
ment which is recommended for the helpless apoplectic. 
Barrough advises the physician to work from both ends, 
as it were. Here is what he says: “Also you must 
open their mouth by force, and put into it your finger, 
or a fether dipped in oyle of Ireos to prouoke vomit, 
and to cause the grosse humors that be in the mouth 
to be cast out. Also their fundament must be anointed 
with such medicines as dissolue windinesse, as be 
rewe, commin, nitrum & honie.” 

Whatever may be thought of the efficacy of Bar- 
rough’s treatment, he seems at least to have been a 
humane man. Master Wirsung is prepared to go to 
greater lengths if the sneezings and the vomitings are 
unsuccessful: 

“Thou shalt [he says] call alowd and make a great 
noyse about this patient, also vse musicke, thereby 
to awake him out of his deadly sleepe: which if it will 
not help, then is he to be pulled, pinched, and very 
roughly to be handled. 

“Tt is also very meete, that this patient take euery 
day one drag. more or lesse of the confection Anacar- 
dina with Oxymel, thereby to bring an ague according 
as the cause requireth, for it is very hot: wherefore 
the learned dispute greatly whether an ague be a good 
or a bad signe in the Apoplexy.” 


Treatment of Epilepsy. 

The treatment of another nervous condition, epilepsy 
or the falling sickness, offers a rich choice of remedies 
to the practitioner. We can imagine that no young 
child would seriously object to conserve of violets tem- 
pered in endive or peony water, but the water of 
cowdung might be a different matter. Another remedy 
recommended by Wirsung is the water distilled from 

oung magpies. Barrough says that the root of peony 

ung about the neck helps marvellously. On this 
subject Wirsung rises almost to heights of indignation. 
He dismisses such things as red coral, the emerald, 
portions of St. John’s Gospel, pieces of the Cross, and 
such-like as beliefs of old doting women. A girdle of 
wolf’s skin comes in the same category—especially 
since, “because it is not easie for euery man to catch 
a Wolfe,” the same virtue is ascribed by some to the 
skin of an ass. However, he believes that bryony, 
thyme, hyssop, rue and southernwood may, by reason 
of their smell, have some effect. In the case of epilepsy 
in adults, these authors really let themselves go. Here, 
for example, is one of Barrough’s recommendations: 
“Then take two frying pans, make them red hot, and 
hold one of them ouer his head, till it waxeth cold, 
then take the other and do like wise, doe thus, till 
the patientes head be very hote.” 

It would be fruitless to pursue these comparisons 
further. The modern reader finds himself bewildered 
by the number of drugs and their apparent irrelevance. 
It is like groping his way through a dark wood. He 
feels dismayed at the difficulty of understanding what 
it is all about, and intensely sorry for the unfortunate 
patients who had to suffer all this nonsense. Truly, 
English medicine in the time of Elizabeth was at a 
very low ebb. 

In 1545 there was printed in Spain the first part 
of a work entitled Historia Medicinal de las Cosas que 
se Traen de Neustras Indias Occidentales, que Sirven 
en Medicina. The complete book was published in 
1574. The author was Nicolas Monardes, a physician 
of Seville who had never been to the West Indies, 
but who, dwelling as he did at a great port, was in 
a position to pick up first-hand information from 


travellers who arrived there. The book was published 
in an English translation in 1596 with the title Joyfull 
Newes out of the New-found World. On the title-page 
of this translation it is stated that the new drugs 
described “bring such present remedies for all diseases, 
as may seeme altogether incredible.” In his dedictation 
John Frampton, the translator, says that the medicines 
described were then (1596) regularly brought from 
the West Indies to Spain, and from Spain to England. 
He also says that man, woman and child “have lefte 
off and forsaken very much the olde order and manner 
of Phisicke, which was used before that this was 
knowen.” 

Of the new drugs described in this book, many are 
now either little known or are recognised as being 
commonly used for non-medicinal purposes. There 
are, however, four exceptions and there will be briefly 
= in the order in which they appear in the 
book. 

Lignum Vitae. 

Guaiacum, according to Monardes, was discovered 
when the first Indians were found in the island of 
San Domirgo. He says a Spaniard had the great pox; 
his servant was one of the native physicians, and healed 
him by giving him guaiac water. He describes the 
guaiac tree, and how the water is made and adminis- 
tered. He says that, in addition to its use in syphilis, 
it is good for dropsy, dyspnoea, epilepsy, diseases of 
the bladder and joints, and the evils of cold humors. 
We now know that guaiacum was first described in 
the West Indies by Oviedo in 1526; the wood has always 
been called lignum vitae. We know also that even 
before that date it was known in Germany, and in 
1519 Ulrich von Hutten described how he had been 
cured of syphilis by its use. For centuries it had a 
great reputation in the treatment of that disease. 

Monardes states that he had used sarsaparilla 26 
years previously, for the pox and other diseases. Pedro 
de Cieza de Leon also described the uses of the plant 
in 1553. These writers say that it was used for pox 
and arthritic diseases. China Root is also described 
by Monardes. In fact, it was known to the Portuguese 
as a remedy for syphilis at least as early as 1535. 
It was known in other parts of Europe by about 1545, 
and Vesalius published in 1546 a famous treatise on it. 
Vesalius was then an imperial physician at the Court 
of the Emperor Charles V, who had been treated with 
the drug for gout. 

These drugs have now nearly passed out of active 
use, but the same can hardly be said of the fourth— 
tobacco. Monardes says that the plant was brought 
to Spain a few years before 1571. -He gives the first 
illustration of the plant and describes it in detail. 
He says that it is used in “griefs of the head”: the 
leaves are laid on the affected area. In dyspnoea it 
is used as a decoction, and the smoke is inhaled. It 
is also used in stomach ailments, the stone, for worms, 
arthritis, cold swellings, toothache, chilblains, and for 
poisoning and poisoned wounds. He also describes 
how the Indians use it to help at their oracles. In 
actual fact the tobacco plant was described by Oviedo 
y Valdés in 1535. 

The Spanish edition of Monardes may have contained 
material which was already known in Spain. But his 
work was translated very soon into Latin, English, 
French and _ Italian. These translations helped to 
spread knowledge of the “new” plants in other countries. 
It was in this way that the knowledge reached England, 
and it helped to develop a spirit of inquiry and a 
desire for new remedies. 


Mercury and Syphilis. 

As a final example of the tendencies of that age, 
mention may be made of the treatment of syphilis. 
In 1495 and the following years there was in Europe 
an epidemic of the disease, which showed itself in a 
particularly virulent form. Mercury is supposed to 
have been used externally for treatment in the year 
1497, and it was later used internally. As I have 
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the apothecary dealt in strange substances 
and awe-inspiring preparations. The appliances of his art were picturesque but crude and 


cumbersome. The body of exact knowledge was slender, and the origin of most of th 


methods and medicines lay folk-lore and tradition.

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mentioned, guaiacum then became much favoured. 
Now, in 1576 William Clowes (1544-1604), one of the 
most outstanding of the Elizabethan surgeons, wrote 
a small book on syphilis. It was revised and re- 
published on four occasions, and all editions are very 
rare: no copy of the first edition has survived. It 
might be thought that by the time his book was 
published Clowes would have been firmly wedded to 
the treatment of syphilis by mercury and guaiacum, 
with the addition of a few other remedies for special 
symptoms. Yet in this small book I have counted 
over 100 special prescriptions—and there are probably 
others. They run through nearly the whole gamut 
of pharmaceutical preparations—pills, unguents, in- 
unctions, plasters, clysters, etc. Mercury is mentioned, 
but it has to be sought for. Then, as an appendix to 
the book, there appears a little tract on “the nature 
and propertie of Quicksiluer,” by George Baker—whom 
we have already met as the author of the Newe Jewell. 
Baker’s tract is a sort of apology for the use of mer- 
cury and an assurance that it produces no great harm 
in those to whom it is administered. 


Quacks and the Credulous. 

In the middle of his argument Clowes makes a long 
digression to prove the ill wrought by the numerous 
quacks who preyed upon the credulity of the people, 
a “rude rabble of obscure and unperfect experimenters, 
and such other prating proud peasants and ignorant 
asses” he calls them. He says that this “cankered 
crew is as easy to be known as the ass by his ears 
or the lion by his paws; for they delight most com- 
monly to proclaim their dealings in open streets and 
market places by prating, bragging and lying with 
their libels, banners and wares, hanging them out 
abroad after the like order as it is here set down.” 
(Clowes follows this with an illustration of the quacks 
and accounts of the treatment given by certain indi- 
viduals.) 

There are other works of the period which have 
not been specifically mentioned in this article, but 
which throw a similar light on the attitude of the 
practitioner to drugs. Andrew Boorde’s Breuiary of 
Healthe was published first in 1552, and went through 
four other editions up to 1598. William Bullein’s 
Bulwarke of defence againste all sicknes was first 
published in 1562, and was re-issued in 1579. It is 
a handsome work, and gives very full information 
on the nature and uses of the various herbal remedies, 
together with instructions and prescriptions for making 
up the various compounds. An English translation of 
the works of John of Vigo was published in 1582. The 
book deals also with surgery, but the medical parts 
are notable for the fact that the number of prescriptions 
is much smaller. 

This fact gives the key to the writings on materia 
medica in English during the Elizabethan Age. The 
attempted preparation of drugs by chemical means was 
to develop rapidly in the Stuart period. Soon those 
who favoured chemical remedies were to become known 
as the Helmontians, after J. B. van Helmont, who gave 
a great impetus to these studies. All this was to lead 
to the fierce battle of words between the Helmontians 
and the Galenists, which was to persist until late in 
the 17th century. 

What the Healing Art required in the Elizabethan 
Age was the selection of remedies which were really 
of value, and the discarding of those which were not. 
In other words, an official pharmacopoeia. It is not 
generally realised that a serious attempt was made 
to produce such a work towards the end of the 16th 
century. Unfortunately, the attempt failed; and Eng- 
lish medicine had to wait until 1618, when the publi- 
cation of the Pharmacopoeia of the College of Phy- 
sicians supplied the yard-stick which it so much needed.

THE PLACEBO 


Its Use and Abuse, 
(From “The Lancet.) 


According to the Shorter Oxford Dictionary, a placebo 
is*"a medicine given more to please than to benefit the 
patient.” To me this is a contradiction in terms: any- 
thing that pleases me does me good. Yet it probably 
describes well enough what we mean by the word. 
To give a placebo may be the correct treatment for a 
patient who needs a material sign that we are trying 
to help him and who, from a scientific point of view 
at any rate, is past our help. Like any other treatment, 
it may be misused; and the placebo has fallen into the 
greater disrepute because it can so easily become the 
mainstay of quackery. But its intelligent use can be 
of great help to patients and doctors alike. 

Uses. 

1. For a patient with malignant or degenerative 
disease where no adequate scientific treatment is known. 
Such diseases as progressive motor-neurone disease, 
disseminated sclerosis, and carcinomatosis often occur 
in mentally active people, and terrible depression and 
unhappiness may be caused by a plain | statement to 
the patient that “nothing can be done.” I therefore 
defend the use of vitamin E, liver, or vitamin B12 
injections and tonics in these conditions. 

2. For psychoneurotic patients who need a material 
sign to establish confidence so that they will benefit 
from the real helpful psychotherapy that follows. So 
often a patient believes that his doctor has failed 
“because he only talked to me and words can’t help 
my trouble.” For these patients I think valerian is the 
best placebo and probably better without the usual 
bromide. 

3. For patients in hospital for prolonged investiga- 
tions. I have given up using placebos myself in this 
away, because I find that patients usually accept an 
explanation that they can understand. 

Abuses, 


1. Giving a placebo instead of taking an adequate 
history and making an adequate physical examination. 
This is the major crime and the deadliest of medical 
sins, and has got the poor placebo into disrepute. It 
causes most mistakes in diagnosis and treatment—e.g., 
the tonic for the primary depressive state, bromide for 
the thyrotoxic patient, white mixture for the carcinoma 
of stomach, vitamins for pulmonary tuberculosis 

2. Giving a placebo in the belief that it is a scien- 
tific treatment. This is probably the fault of the whole- 
sale drug manufacturer as much as anyone. It instances 
the use of vitamin B in painful sciatic or other forms 
of neuritis, the use of certain vegetable extracts in 
hypertension, and the use of testosterone in psycho- 
neurotic impotence. 

3. Giving a placebo in the belief that no scientific 
treatment exists, when in fact it does. Primary depres- 
sive states may be treated for years with tonics such 
as strychnine, when the illness might be cut short by 
electroconvulsion therapy. 

4. Giving an expensive preparation as a _ placebo. 


This is not uncommon and greatly encouraged by adver- 


tising. 

5. Giving a placebo on demand. We all have patients 
who demand tonics, cough mixtures, something for 
the nerves, or physiotherapy for minor ailments. 

6. Continuing to give a placebo for a long time. I 
saw a patient not long ago who had had a urinary 
infection, possibly venereal in origin, and ten years 
later was still on methylene blue. 

Conclusions. 

The above list of uses and abuses suggests four 
general principles for prescribing placebos. 

The patient must have been properly examined, 

investigated and listened to. 

The drug prescribed should be cheap and non-toxic. 
No really effective treatment should be available. 
The treatment should not be unduly prolonged.

The King's Evil 


the time of Charles II, and on one occasion the crowd 


All swoln and ulcerous, pitiful to the eye, was so great that six or seven individuals were

Shakespeare’s description of those suffering from the 
King’s Evil, and hoping for relief by the application of 
the Royal Touch, was probably derived from a scene 
he witnessed in which Elizabeth I played the principal 
part. The great Queen was carrying out a traditional 
ceremony practised by her predecessors for almost six 
centuries in England and for almost a thousand years 
in France. Indeed healing by the laying on of hands 


is recorded from the 
earliest times, both as 
a medical and as a 
religious rite. 


Viewed with modern 
eyes the kings and 
queens of England 
and France were in 
fact conducting a 
tuberculosis clinic as 
the King’s Evil was 
scrofula or tubercu- 
losis of the glands of 
the neck. The first 
attempts to heal by 
touchings in England 
were carried out by 
Edward the Confessor, 
who died in _ 1066, 
when the ceremony 
included washing the 
affected parts. Some 
centuries later Henry 
VII, as well as touch- 
ing the patients, pre- 
sented them with a 
pierced gold coin 
which carried a figure 
of St. Michael. By 
then’ touchings were 
carried out only at 
Easter and at the 
Feast of St. Michael 
or Michaelmas, Not 
unnaturally this golden 
gift increased’ the 
popularity of the cure, 
and in the reign of 
Elizabeth I it was a 
heavy drain on ex- 
chequer funds. Physi- 
cians were required to 
certify that the 
patients were indeed 
suffering from _ the 
disease, and the ap- 
plicants were required 
to swear that they had 
not been touched pre- 
viously. Local autho- 
rities appear to have 
been willing to hel 
patients to reac 
London so that the 
sufferers came from 
all parts of the 
country. The cure 
reached its heyday in

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trampled to death. In all Charles appears to have 
touched no less than 99,000 patients. John Evelyn, the 
diarist, was present at the King’s first ceremony, and 


“His Majesty began to touch for the Evil according 
to custom, thus: His Majesty sitting under his state in 
the banqueting house, the chirurgeons cause the sick 
to be brought, or led, up to the throne, where they 
kneel; the King strokes their faces or cheeks with 
both hands at once, at which instance a chaplain in 
his formalities says, ‘He put his hands upon them, and 
he healed them.’ This is said to every one in par- 


ticular. When they 
have been all 
touched, they come 
up again the 
same order, and the 
other chaplain 
kneeling, and hav- 
ing angel gold 
strung on white 
ribbon on his arms 
delivers them one 
by one to His 
Majesty, who puts 
them about the 
necks of the touched 
as they pass, whilst 
the first chaplain 
repeats, “That is the 
true light who come 
into the world.’ Then 
follows an_ epistle 
with liturgy, prayers 
for the sick, lastly 
blessings; and then 
the Lord Chamber- 
lain and the Comp- 
troller of the House- 
hold bring a basin, 
ewer, and_ towel, 
for His Majesty to 
wash,” 


Many considered the 
healing power was 
acquired the 
monarch was anointed 
with the consecrated 
oil at his coronation. 
Father Huddleston, 
friend and adviser to 
Charles II, however, 
maintained that the 
“old noggen shirt” and 
blood-stained handker- 
chief, which Charles 
wore just before his 
flight from England in 
1651, was efficacious 
against the King’s 
Evil and other mala- 
dies. 

Charles’ brother, 
James II, continued 
the custom when he 
reached the _ throne, 
but when sue- 
cessor, Dutch William, 
came over the water, 
he would have none 
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of it, and suggested that the poor afflicted people 
should’ be given money and sent away. On the one 
occasion on which he was prevailed upon to touch a 
patient he is reported to have said, “God give you 
better health and more sense.” 

William III’s sturdy common sense, however, did not 
stamp out the widely held belief in the efficacy of the 
treatment, for in 1694 Dr. John Browne published his 
“Adenochoiradelogia, or King’s Evil’s Swellings,” in 
which he mentions the cures achieved by both Charles 
and James. 

After William came his sister-in-law, Anne, who re- 
vived the practice and had a large following. One of 
her most famous patients was Dr. Samuel Johnson, 
who, at the age of two, came before the Queen, who 
wore 2 “long black hood and diamonds.” But this had 
no beneficial effect, and Boswell records that scrofula 
persisted throughout his life. Dr. C. MacLaurin, of 
Sydney, however, in his “Mere Mortals,” suggests that 
the great lexicographer never in fact suffered from a 
tubercular infection, but that it was a swelling due to 
“something in his scalp.” The Hanoverian dynasty 
refused to continue touching, and in 1719 the final blow 
was given when the relevant prayers to be said by the 
chaplain accompanying the King were removed from 
the Book of Common Prayer. Traditions die hard and 
the Stuart kings continued to touch while they held 
their exiled courts in Paris and Rome. Paris itself 
was the scene of the last royal touching in 1824, at the 
coronation of Charles X. Today we may regard these 
ceremonies with some amusement, but even now the 
fields of psychosomatic medicine and faith healing have 
not yet been fully explored. However, as scientists, we 
must believe the last word lies with the bacillus.

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SCHOOL OF PHARMACY UNIVERSITY OF LONDON 
Sir Henry Cohen’s Inaugural Address. 


(Reprinted from The Pharmaceutical Journal, 
October 24, 1953.) 


The Inaugural Address at the opening of the 112th 
session of the School of Pharmacy, University of Lon- 
don, held at the Senate House, on October 14, 1953, was 
delivered by Sir Henry Cohen, M.D., D.Sc., LL.D., 
F.R.C.P., who had been prevented by illness from giving 
the Charter address last year. The chairman, Sir 
Harry Jephcott, welcomed what he judged to be the 
largest attendance that the School had had at an in- 
augural session. Of Sir Henry Cohen, he said that to 
suggest a need to introduce him to a pharmaceutical 
audience would be an impertinence, for his name was 
one to conjure with in pharmacy. For those who sought 
after truth he was almost a Delphic oracle, while for 
others he was a “bogy man.” 

Sir Henry Cohen, taking up this point, said that last 
year he would have basked in the benevolent effulgence 
of anticipated favours, but this year, after the publica- 
tion of the report on proprietaries, he came before 
them under the deepening shadows of its import. Yet 
there emerged from this the common task and the inter- 
dependence of their two professions—the medical pro- 
fession,. which needed the best and the safest of drugs, 
and the pharmaceutical profession, whose job it was to 
supply them. He went on to trace the development of 
pharmaceutical knowledge from the time when the two 
professions were really one, with roots in the primeval 
instinct of man’s love for his fellow man, through the 
growth that had led to increasing specialisation and 
therefore separation, to modern times, when the im- 
mense advances of medicine and pharmacy were bring- 
ing them together again. 


Pharmacy’s Contribution. 

The contribution of the pharmacist in all this advance, 
he continued, had been a major one: It was to the 
pharmacist that they had had to look for the prepara- 
tion of pure, active drugs, in forms suitable for 
administration by various routes and by safe, conve- 
nient and comfortable methods, and for the provision 
of stability in derivatives so that they could be used in 
all climates and at all times. He might, even, have 
extended his remarks about interdependence, for much 
of the work that now fell within the field of doctor and 
pharmacist was common to a number of other fields of 
knowledge—to the chemist, the physicist, the pharma- 
cologist, the bacteriologist, the virologist, the mycolo- 
gist, the pathologist, and even the engineer—all of 
whom had an important contribution to make to the 
advancement of pharmacy as such, just as the pharma- 
cist had an indispensable contribution to make to the 
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advancement of medicine and bacteriology and the like. 
There was taking place a resynthesis as it were of the 
groups of disintegrated knowledge. The interdepen- 
dence of all the sciences, and particularly of the 
sciences of medicine and pharmacy, was now widely 
acknowledged. 

Now this work of theirs was synergic in the sense 
that they had to work together to a common end. Not 
only must pharmacists, in training and in practice, 
know something of medicine, but physicians must 
know more about the conditions of pharmaceutical re- 
search and the opportunities for research within the 
pharmaceutical industry. There came a time in every 
therapeutic research when, whatever the result of 
animal experiments and whatever the apparent general 
or specific validity for man of a series of experiments, 
a human trial was essential. The problem of clinical 
trials of alleged remedies for disease had brought into 
prominence the whole question of human experiments, 
and as there were many who objected to clinical trials 
on humans certain considerations must be borne in 
mind. The first was that “no experiment” was in itself 
an experiment, fgy inaction might be more serious, 
dangerous and painful than a projected experiment. 
For example, the omission of treatment with strepto- 
mycin in cases of tuberculous meningitis or with sulpha- 
pyridine in pneumococcal meningitis entailed from the 
outset risks far greater than the risk in the experi- 
mental treatment. Let it not be misinterpreted when 
he said that every day doctors were experimenting with 
their patients. That simply meant that whenever one 
gave a drug to a patient one was carrying out an experi- 
ment that needed the most careful observation, for 
human beings were not like identical cogs in a parti- 
cular make of car or machine. Each was in some 
measure different and there had to be interpretation of 
the results. The most important consideration was that 
there was a special relationship between the doctor and 
the patient which involved not only religious and legal, 
but also ethical considerations, and these could be 
abused. On the other hand, the fact that abuse was 
possible was no argument against proper use. He be- 
lieved that clinical trials on human beings must be 
guided by certain general principles: that the results 
sought are not procurable by any other means, that 
wherever practicable the voluntary consent of the sub- 
ject of the experiment be obtained (coupled with the 
right to stop) after full explanation of its nature, dura- 
tion, objectives, risks, discomforts and possible benefits. 
Further, there must be one over-riding rule: that in 
no circumstances may any considerations of society or 
of science take precedence over the individual’s own 
rights in this matter. 

Proof of Therapeutic Value. 

It was for this reason that he thought such investi- 

gations carried out by the Medical Research Council, 
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by a group or committee, had been the most desirable. 
It was very important for such trials to be carefully 
designed and planned with regard to the number of 
cases to be observed, adequate controls, how measure- 
ments were to be taken, how the data were to be ana- 
lysed and so forth. They might wonder why he empha- 
sised this, but they would recall that in a recently 
published report [of the Joint Committee on Prescrib- 
ing of which he was chairman] there was a “category 5,” 
in which were placed drugs said not to be of proved 
therapeutic value. Some people, in reading that docu- 
ment, seemed to have confused ideas as to the interpre- 
tation of that phrase. It did not mean “proved to be 
of no therapeutic value,” but just “not proved to be of 
therapeutic value.” He would add that it was often 
very difficult to obtain proof of the value of a drug. 
There was a natural tendency for most people suffering 
from a disease to be healed spontaneously. Doctors 
and patients after some drug was exhibited in these 
diseases were apt to believe that the cure was to be 
assigned to the drug. It was the post hoc ergo propter 
hoc fallacy. It was, of course, true that in sub-acute 
bacterial endocarditis, where 100 per cent. of the vic- 
tims formerly died within a year or two, if after the 
administration of penicillin in adequate doses the death 
rate was reduced to 20 to 25 per cent., it should be clear 
to all that the penicillin had had a beneficial effect. 
Again, pernicious anaemia was named “pernicious” only 
because it had always led to a fatal issue. If patients 
were kept alive for many years by treatment with liver 
or vitamin B. that, too, obviously had a beneficial effect. 
But there were many drugs in which such a simple 
assessment was impossible. One was antibiotics in the 
treatment of whooping cough. To determine whether 
any were effective would require a careful assessment 
and not the prejudiced observations of manufacturers 
or of someone who, impressed by one or two early 
doses, allowed his judgment to be biased. For an 
illustration of the need for clinical trials he referred 
them to a copy of the Lancet of 20 years ago: most 
preparations advertised in those pages had completely 
disappeared today, although the eulogies then appended 
to them were similar to those appended to drugs today. 
Furthermore, the psychological effect of a drug had 
immense power. 


A very difficult question to which he hoped some of 
them would apply themselves was, “When should a 
drug under experimental trial be released for general 
use?” It was important because clearly some people 
would suffer from any delay in releasing a drug that 
had undoubted therapeutic value, and, on the other 
hand, many would suffer from premature use of a drug 
that had unrecognised toxic hazards. It was perhaps 
in this field that criticism was most justifiably levelled. 


Finally, he would say a word about a problem that 
had been near to him in the two or three years since 
he became so closely interested in the contribution that 
pharmacy makes to the welfare of the community: was 
pharmacy justifiably regarded as a profession? The 
ancient professions of law and medicine had a dignity 
and a prestige which other groups of workers had 
endeavoured to emulate. Some had denied that the 
pharmacist should be included among the professions. 
He, however, was convinced from what he knew and 
had learned of pharmacy in recent years that its inclu- 
sion was justified. Those just entering their training 
would recognise that pharmacy held as a common 
possession not only a corpus of scientific knowledge, but 
also a special art, and it was an art and a science that 
they would endeavour not only to transmit to others as 
they received it, but to widen in scope. They were 
admitted to that School in relatively small numbers, 
after careful choice, because of their characters and 
because they had reached a standard of general educa- 
tional culture which was recognised as acceptable, and 
they would pursue their courses and face their examina- 
tions, if not with equanimity, at any rate in the know- 
ledge that if they passed them they had achieved 
standards which justified admission to their group, 


and standards accepted by the State as a criterion of 
their professional prowess. What, however, he would 
emphasise was that, being a profession, they had a 
standard of conduct in which not their own, but the 
public good must be pre-eminent. To that end they 
were organised in a professional group not for the 
purpose of monopolistic trading, but to advance the art 
and science of pharmacy and to ensure the common 
weal. He would commend to them, as their guiding 
principle, the enunciation of professional ideals given 
by Bacon in his “Maxims of the Law”: “I hold every 
man a debtor to his profession, from the which as men 
do, of course, seek to receive countenance and profit, 
so ought they of duty to endeavour themselves, by way 
of amends, to be a help and an ornament thereunto.” 
Whether they remained a profession or became, as had 
happened elsewhere, essentially tradesmen, depended 
on their zealous pursuit of the ideas here embodied. 


Functions of a University. 

In that particular School they had an added distinc- 
tion, which carried with it an added obligation, for 
they were university undergraduates. Universities 
shared with technical and other schools the duty of 
transmitting knowledge, but they had two other major 
functions: they existed to extend knowledge and to 
“communicate a culture.” Now there was no profit in 
arguing whether teaching or research or cultural and 
social activities of the undergraduate were the more 
important, but teaching certainly was not second best. 
Universities were concerned not only with the acquisi- 
tion of technical skills, however proficient, but with 
laying the foundations of intelligent practice so that 
novel situations could be faced with discrimination and 
wisdom, and the judgment of experience and maturity 
could be brought to bear on these problems. In other 
words, a university education as distinct from a purely 
technical education should provide them with a guide to 
action in fields as yet untilled. He could not end better 
than by reading the words recently delivered by Sir 
Hector Hetherington, of the University of Glasgow: 
“The real crux of university teaching is to provide for 
all kinds of students not a professional training, but an 
education for professional service, a discipline which 
fits a man not only to meet the technical demands of 
his vocation, but to share the concerns of a civilised 
society, to accept the enjoyment, the privileges, and 
the responsibilties of the ongoing life of his community. 
The demand is not only for power and riches, it is for 


wisdom.” 


RECENT ADVANCES IN PHARMACOLOGY

Progress in antibiotic therapy continues, and two new 
preparations, erythromycin and Magnamycin, similar 
to penicillin in their range of activity but both active 
when given by mouth are now available. They are 
likely to be useful in the treatment of infections due to 
penicillin-resistant organisms. Also, a new penicillin 
compound, dibenzylethylene-diamine dipenicillin, is now 
being marketed in Britain as Penidural Oral Suspen- 
sion. It is a slightly soluble, stable, tasteless substance 
which is given as a flavoured suspension in doses of 
about 300,000 units. The compound also can be admi- 
nistered by intramuscular injection when it gives serum 
levels which are higher and more prolonged than those 
produced by any other delayed-action preparation of 
penicillin. 

Analgesics. 

Ever since the structure of morphine was determined, 
research has been carried on with the object of finding 
drugs of similar analgesic action but with fewer side 
reactions and less addiction dangers. The conversion of 
the alcoholic hydroxy! group of morphine into a ketone 
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and saturation of one of the double bonds results in 
the production of dihydromorphinone (Dilaudid). This 
is a more potent analgesic than morphine but is also a 
powerful respiratory depressant. Recently, the methyl 
derivative has been introduced in America under the 
name of Metopon, and is claimed to be the most effec- 
tive drug available for relief of pain in inoperable 
cancer. The first of a new kind of morphine-like drugs 
was pethidine, which, although it has structural re- 
semblance to morphine, does not depress respiration to 
the same extent. As an analgesic it is about one-tenth 
as potent as morphine and it also has an antispasmodic 
action. Its hypnotic and sedative effects are less than 
those of morphine; it does not depress the cough centre, 
and it is less likely to produce addiction and side- 
effects. 

The next advance was the discovery of methadone 
(amidone). Experiments have shown it to be one and 
one-third times as potent as morphine, which agrees 
with clinical experience. It is less liable to produce 
nausea and vomiting than morphine, except when given 
orally, and is much less constipating and less likely 
to cause addiction. It depresses breathing less than 
morphine but more so than pethidine. It is a powerful 
cough suppressant, but it is not a sedative or hypnotic. 
A closely related drug, phenadoxone, was claimed to be 
considerably more potent than morphine and to give 
rise to fewer side-effects, but a recent study has shown 
it to be unreliable. : 

The most recent addition to the morphine group of 
drugs, methorphinan (Dromoran), has about four times 
the analgesic potency of morphine and has a more pro- 
longed action, being effective for eight to ten hours. Its 
hypnotic action is less than that of morphine, so that it 
may be useful for relief of pain during the day. It is 
claimed to have fewer side-effects than morphine, but 
in clinical trials we have found the two drugs to be 
similar in this respect in ambulant patients. Although 
methorphinan does not produce such a pronounced 
euphoria and disorientation as occur with morphine, a 
sense of well-being is usually noted, and hence the 
possibility of addiction must be considered. Another 
interesting compound, closely related to morphine, is 
the N-allyl derivative of normorphine (Lethidrone). 
This compound was first synthesised in 1941 in an 
attempt to produce a morphine-like substance which 
did not depress respiration. Pharmacological tests 
showed, however, that it acts as a specific antagonist to 
the whole morphine-like group of drugs, although it is 
not antagonistic to the barbiturates. While the drug 
itself depresses respiration when given alone, if injected 
before a large dose of morphine, pethidine, methadone 
or related drugs it will prevent the narcotic exerting 
its depressant action. If given to a patient already 
under the influence of an overdose of one of these nar- 
cotics, it produces a dramatic stimulation of respiration 
and raises the lowered blood pressure. 


New Insulin Preparations. 

In 1951, N.P.H. insulin was introduced (N.P.H. = 
neutral protamine Hagedorn). This is crystalline, in 
contrast to protamine zinc insulin, and is issued as a 
suspension. It is neutral and does not contain excess 
of protamine as does P.Z. insulin and can therefore be 
mixed with soluble insulin if a rapid action is required. 
The time/action curve of N.P.H. insulin resembles that 
of a mixture of two parts of soluble insulin with one 
part of P.Z. insulin, with its peak effect occurring after 
eight hours. Its main advantage is its ability to contro! 
diabetes by a single daily injection. 

More important, however, is the development of the 
insulins known as Lente insulins prepared by Novo 
Laboratories of Copenhagen. Danish research workers, 
aware that different anions influenced the reaction 
between insulin and zinc, found that insulin, in the 
presence of a very small quantity of zinc (1 mgm. per 
1000 units) was less soluble at the pH of blood than 
protamine insulin, provided that anions such as phos- 
phate and citrate were not present. A phosphate buffer, 
however, is normally used to adjust insulin preparations 


to pH 7 and this may explain why more than 15 years 
of research failed to lead to the simple discovery that 
if a different buffer is used it is quite unnecessary to 
add such substances as protamine or globin to make 
insulin insolu >le at the pH of the blood. 

With the use of an acetate buffer the Danish workers 
were able to prepare a suspension of pure insulin at the 
pH of the blood in the presence of very small quantities 
of zinc. Further work led to the discovery that the 
length of action of such preparations varies with the 
form of insulin, whether pure amorphous, amorphous 
and crystalline or pure crystalline. This apparently 
minor difference in the form of the insulin can cause 
the duration of action of the resulting preparation to 
vary from 12 to 36 hours. The action of amorphous 
insulin is shorter than that of crystalline and with the 
latter the duration of action increases with the size of 
crystals. Three preparations based on this work have 
been introduced under the names of Semi-Lente, Lente 
and Ultra-Lente insulin. A preliminary trial of the 
intermediate one (Lente) carried out in this country 
supports the claim that it exerts a prolonged hypo- 
glycaemic action, lasting at least 24 hours, which is 
strong enough to control the blood sugar of moderately 
severe diabetes during the day without causing hypo- 
glycaemia during the night. 

Antimitotic Agents. 

Mustard gas and related compounds have a profound 
effect in inhibiting the proliferation of growing tissues. 
They act on the bone marrow, causing leucopenia, 
thrombocytopenia and anaemia, and on the lymphoid 
tissue, causing lymphatic atrophy. The nitrogen deri- 
vatives of mustard gas, now given the official name of 
mustine hydrochloride, have been used clinically in 
certain types of malignant disease, particularly in 
Hodgkin’s disease and polycythaemia. This drug has 
several disadvantages: Solutions must be freshly pre- 
pared before administration, it can only be given 
intravenously, and treatment must be carefully con- 
trolled. A drug with a similar action but which is 
active orally is triethylene melamine, which is available 
as enteric coated tablets. In the trials so far carried 
out, a beneficial effect has been obtained in Hodgkin’s 
disease, in chronic leukaemia and two other cases of 
reticular-endothelial disease. The drug is not effective 
in tumours of epithelial or connective-tissue origin. 

Within the last months a report has been published of 
clinical trials of another drug having an action resemb- 
ling the nitrogen mustards, although practically un- 
related to them chemically. It was discovered by 
Haddow and Timmis at the Royal Cancer Hospital and 
is known as G.T.41 or Myleran. It is a comparatively 
simple compound, 1:4 dimethylsulphonyl oxybutone 
(CHsSO.OCH:CH:CH.CH-.OSO:CH;). Myleran is active 
orally, and is interesting in having a greater effect in 
myeloid leukaemia than in lymphoid leukaemia—which 
is opposite to that found with the other drugs. Its 
toxicity appears to be considerably lower than the two 
drugs previously mentioned.

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advancement. The address of Sir Henry Cohen carried 
forward this tradition in a way which not only delighted 
his audience in the manner of its delivery, but which 
by its matter will arouse an appreciative feeling in all 
pharmaceutical quarters. Sir Henry did not hesitate to 
refer to the controversial developments with which he 
has recently been prominently concerned—in fact he 
used them as the basis of his address and made some 
penetrating observations upon the problems with which 
they are concerned. 

Referring to the interdependence of medicine and 
pharmacy he traced the development of both from the 
earliest times to illustrate his point that the original 
identity of the two was followed by a period of diver- 
gence, even of hostility, which was now giving way to 
a new stage of reunion, though by no means to the 
exclusion of other branches of scientific and profes- 
sional activity as participants in the task common to 
medicine and pharmacy. 

After discussing the importance and ethics of clinical 
trials, Sir Henry commended the group method of in- 
vestigation now being carried out by the Medical 
Research Council. This led him to emphasise that in 
the recent report of the Joint Committee on Prescrib- 
ing, of which he is chairman, the drugs in Category 5 
were not drugs, as some had supposed, which had been 
proved to be of no therapeutic value, but drugs which 
had not been proved to be of therapeutic value. Deal- 
ing with the difficulty of determining the value of a 
drug, Sir Henry showed by reference to advertisements 
in the Lancet of 20 years ago how inadequate are the 
criteria by which new remedies are judged. 

The work of the Joint Committee on Prescribing has 
brought home forcibly the need which has long been 
apparent for the adoption of methods which will ensure 
that new drugs are not put into use before the claims 
made for them are justified, and in taking the oppor- 
tunity of directing attention to and stressing this need 
at a time when circumstances are probably more 
favourable than ever before for action to be taken, Sir 
Henry Cohen has performed a public service of far- 
reaching importance.

WOOL WAX ALCOHOLS IN PHARMACY AND 
COSMETICS

Ointment Preparation. 

As pointed out earlier, a consideration of the con- 
stitution and properties of wool wax points to the fact 
that although cholesterol is the predominating emul- 
gent, the pure substance when dissolved in an inert 
vehicle does not quite produce the outstanding stable 
emulsions characteristic of the original material. In 
wool wax cholesterol is associated with smaller quan- 
tities of allied substances, and the natural combination 
produces far more elegant and useful emulsions than 
does the perfectly pure chemical. Wool wax itself has 
never been considered a suitable ointment base, it 
has far too many physical disadvantages. It would 
appear, therefore, that a concentrated form of wool 
wax containing all those agents (known and unknown) 
having emulsifying and therapeutic properties and 
eliminating the inert ingredients which cause only 
disadvantages, will be vastly superior to wool wax 
itself, and also to cholesterol. 

The substance wool wax alcohols is included in the 
British Pharmacopoeia under its Latin name: Alcoholia 
Lanae. Only samples meeting the standards of the 
Pharmacopoeia may use this title. The assay is based 
on the cholesterol content, and an official sample must 
contain not less than 28 per cent. 

In pharmaceutical practice about 5-6 per cent. of 
wool alcohols suitably blended with a mixture of 
paraffins enables comparatively large quantities of 
water to be incorporated. 

The merits of water-in-oil emulsion as ointment bases 
have been stressed often. In addition to all these wool 
wax alcohols emulsions (as also do wool wax emul- 
sions) have a further outstanding advantage, as they 
are stable towards mild acids and electrolytes. This 
is important in ointments as it is a great asset to be 
able to have an acid pH preferably the same as that 
of skin (pH 5-5.6) and very few emulgents tolerate 
this pH. This property is more especially useful when 
antiseptic or disinfectants of an acid pH have to be 
incorporated; such substances are notoriously difficult 
to present in an emulsion base. 

All the disadvantages to which wool wax (lanolin) 
emulsions are subject, are removed if wool wax alcohols 
are used as the emulgent. Moreover, since the physical 
and chemical constant of wool alcohols are standardised 
and must conform with those standards laid down in 
the British Pharmacopoeia emulsion, ointments pre- 
pared from different batches will have the same con- 
sistency and texture. Also, no objectionable odour of 
wool fat can be detected, and such ointments are free 
from the stickiness which marred wool wax emulsion 
ointments. 

So far very little has been mentioned of the special 
benefits to the skin conferred by wool wax alcohols. 
Wool fat, and its concentrates since they so closely 
resemble the constitution of the sebum, must bring 
to the skin additional benefit, supplying the damaged 
tissues with material which encourages a rapid return 
to normal. In order to appreciate their worth properly, 
it is necessary to understand the structure of the skin. 

The various layers of the skin may be enumerated as 


follows: 
Epidermis or Cuticle. 

1. Stratum corneum: consists of dead, flattened and 
horny cells. 

2. Stratum lucidum: clear cells can be detected, but 
the structure is indistinct. 

3. Stratum granulosum: this consists of flattened cells 
fixed with granules. 

4. Malpighian layer: this consists of activity dividing 
cells. 
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Dermis. 


. Papillae. These project upwards inte the epidermis 
and contain capillary blood vessels. A few contain 
touch corpuscles. 

Fibrous connective tissues. 


. Subcutaneous and more open connective tissues: this 
consists of fine elastic tissue fibres. 


The sebaceous glands are composed of simple pouches, 
opening by ducts into the hair follicles. They are 
lined throughout with spheroidal cells. The sebaceous 
secretion is known as sebum. The fatty acids of sebum 
are for the most part in combination, not with glycerol, 
but with the higher fatty alcohols, mainly cholesterol. 
The sebaceous gland fat is estimated to contain 1.5-3 
per cent. free cholesterol. 


The secretion of sebum is a continuous process. 
Sympathetic nervous stimulation causes the unstriated 
muscle fibres at the base of the hair follicles to con- 
tract, and a certain amount of sebum is squeezed on 
to the root of the hair and the surrounding skin. Thus 
the hairs are kept lubricated and the cuticle is kept 
supple, the latter is preserved from the drying effects 
of the atmosphere by preventing undue evaporation 
of water. 


To a skin which is damaged and which is not 
carrying out its natural function, the presentation of 
cholesterol in an assimilable form can only result in 
benefit. Water birds such as the goose and duck are 
particularly rich in cholesterol and its esters, and it 
would appear to be ideal for incorporation into oint- 
ment bases. 


A recognition of the value of wool wax alcohols as 
an ingredient in an ointment base (ointment of wool 
alcohols) and also as an emulsion (hydrous ointment) 
is reflected in the inclusion of these preparations in 
Pharmacopoeial ointment bases. Ointment of woo! 
alcohols (consisting of wool wax alcohols in a mixture 
of hard, soft and liquid paraffins) must be regarded as 
an oleaginous ty It affords both superficial protec- 
tive action and also some degree of penetration. 


The hydrous ointment consists of equal parts of 
ointment of wool alcohols and water. It is a creamy 
white, and when made correctly, a stable emulsion. 
It would appear that ointment of wool alcohols very 
nearly approaches the ideal in that without water it 
affords mainly protection but also some absorption, and 
as an emulsion with water (hydrous ointment) it offers 
absorption and penetration principally, but also some 
degree of protection. 


The British Pharmacopoeia prescribes the following 
formula for Ointment of Wool Alcohols:

Liquid Paraffin .. .. .. . 


Either the white or the yellow variety .of soft paraffin 
could be used. In the Seventh Addendum to the 
British Pharmacopoeia there is the proviso that the 
roportion of the paraffins could be varied, and that the 
iquid ——— could be wholly or partly replaced by 
the light liquid paraffin, in order to produce an oint- 
ment having suitable properties. The hydrous ointment 
is made by incorporating an equal quantity of water 
into ointment of wool alcohols. 


It is reasonable to conclude from a survey of the 
published work on the preparation of these new 
ointment bases that a careful technique is essential for 
successful results. Ointments made with paraffin 
samples having low melting points would be softer and 
less granular than those with samples of high melting 

oints. This would be more marked in the case of the 
hard paraffin than with the soft variety. 


Another important factor, and this only concerns the 
hydrous ointment, is the manner in which the emulsion 


is made. An emulsion made by means of a pestle and 
mortar can never compete in appearance with that 
made by means of a homogenizer or an ointment mill. 
The finer the globes of water in the disperse phase, the 
whiter and more stable will be the emulsion. It is 
realised that such machinery is neither possessed by 
all those desirous of making emulsion ointments, nor 
is it readily available should they wish to purchase it. 
On the manufacturing scale, however, it is difficult 
to imagine how large quantities of the emulsion 
ointments can be made without a mill or homogenizer. 
Nevertheless, it is still possible, now that the Seventh 
Addendum authorises the variation in the proportion 
of the paraffins and the substitution of light liquid 
paraffin for liquid paraffin, to make small batches in 
a mortar. Such preparations are not so stable to 
climatic conditions as those made by the machine, but 
nevertheless are satisfactory if precautions are taken 
to store them correctly. 


Provided that special care is taken in following the 
directions every time batches of the base are made, 
there should be no difficulty in producing a preparation 
free from any lumps whatsoever. The formula submit- 
ted is intended for ointment of wool alcohols alone, 
and for conversion to hydrous ointment when a homo- 
genizer or mortar will be used. For the preparation 
of hydrous ointment by means of an ointment mill, 
a slightly modified combination is suggested. 


The following combination produces an ointment of 
satisfactory consistency; the formula is equally applic- 
able for large or small proportions: 


Wool Alcohols .. 
Hard Paraffin .. . 
Soft Paraffin... .. . 
Melt the hard paraffin (preferably shredded or broken 
into small pieces) in a suitable container at a tempera- 
ture not exceeding 65°C. On a small scale this is per- 
formed in a dish on a water bath. A thermometer 
should be inserted into the molten mass . 


On the manufacturing scale, a steam pan, the tem- 
perature of which is suitably regulated, would be quite 
satisfactory. Add the wool alcohols in small pieces 
and continue heating at a temperature not exceeding 
65°C. until melted. Great care must be exercised to 
prevent over-heating at this stage. Mix the molten 
material thoroughly. Add the soft paraffin and continue 
heating below 60°C. until melted; again mix the melted 
materials. The liquid paraffin, previously warmed to 
about 50°C., is then added. By adding the liquid 
paraffin at this temperature, separation of the ingre- 
dients is prevented. 


Should the materials separate it will be necessary to 
heat at as low a temperature as possible (which must 
be less than 60°C.) in order to remelt. After the 
ingredients have been well mixed, transfer to the final 
containers and allow to cool undisturbed. The con- 
tainers should be slightly warm to prevent premature 
solidification round the sides and the bottom. No 
advantage is to be gained by stirring until cold, 
although such a procedure in no way affects the 
finished product. If it is decided to allow the ointment 
to cool without stirring, it is essential that the material 
should not be disturbed at all during this period and 
for several hours afterwards. In fact, it is preferable 
to allow it to stand overnight before removal. 


Hydrous Ointment. 

This is to contain equal parts of ointment of wool 
alcohols and distilled water. It was found necessary 
to vary the formula of the ointment of wool alcohols 
to be used as the base, according to the method chosen 
for the preparation of the hydrous ointment. 

The use of an ointment mill produces preparations 
vastly superior to those produced by any other method. 
The only alteration found necessary to the official

The ointment of ceil aediéle is made exactly as 
before. Whilst still warm the correct amount of water, 
at a temperature of about 40°C., is added gradually 
with constant stirring. The emulsion is then titurated 
briskly until a smooth cream is obtained. When quite 
firm but still warm, the ointment is passed through 
the ointment mill. 

An even better product may be obtained if the 
ointment is milled a second time. 

The base recommended under ointment of wool 
alcohols was found satisfactory for the preparation of 
hydrous ointment when a homogenizer is available. 
The complete formula is as follows: 


grammes. 


Distilled Water .. 

The method of eeeperstion of the hee is unaltered. 
The water should be added when the molten paraffins 
and wool alcohols are at 55°C. It is important that 
the water should be at the same temperature. Stirring 
is continued until the temperature falls to about 40°C., 
by which time the emulsion will have formed and 
the product should be thick and creamy. At this stage 
convenient portions are transferred to a warm homo- 
genizer and homogenized. The main bulk of the non- 
homogenized ointment should be kept at about 40°C. 
whilst waiting to be passed through the machine. 


For the preparation of small batches by hand, the 
molten paraffins and wool alcohols at about 55°C. are 
added with constant stirring. The emulsion so formed 
is triturated vigorously until a smooth cream is obtained. 


Cholesterol is used as an emulsifying agent in the 
preparation of suppositories or other shaped medica- 
ments, prepared with a plastic base consisting of an 
emulsion of a fat melting at body temperature with 
a glvcerin-containing aqueous solution of gelatin, or 
a vegetable mucilage capable of setting to a jelly on 
cooling. 


Reaction Products Obtainable from Wool Wax Alcohols. 


The remainder of this article deals with the products 
of chemical reaction of wool wax alcohols and one 
or two of the uses to which these products have been 


put. 

The fatty alcohols mixture obtained from wool wax 
has been found to be suitable starting material from 
which to prepare metal alcoholate. Designed in the 
first instance for inclusion in solvent gels, the alcoho- 
lates are obtainable by known methods or, in so far 
as they are now compounds, produced analogously 
to the known higher alcohols. 

The metals sodium, potassium, aluminium, barium, 
calcium, magnesium, zinc, etc., have proved particu- 
larly suitable for production of these alcoholates and 
they are worked up to gel-like compounds with 
solvents. Different metals give different qualities of 
products, of course, and some have been found useful 
as stiffening agents for waxes and many other diverse 
uses, 

Anti-Rachitic Material. 

It has been noted earlier that substances having 
anti-rachitic properties may be obtained by subjecting 
steroids—compounds containing the reduced cyclopen- 
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tano-perhydrophenanthrene ring systems, thus includ- 
ing sterols, bile sterols, heart poisons, saponins and sex 
hormones and in addition according to patent specifica- 
tions, derivatives of sterols such as esters, ethers and 
hydrocarbons—having positive Liebermann-Burchard 
tests, to the action of compositions containing sulphuric 
acid and acetic anhydride at relatively high tempera- 
tures. 

It is not essential to employ pure Liebermann-Bur- 
chard steroids such as cholesterol or ergosterol, as wool 
wax alcohols are given in example as specific starting 
materials. 

In an example, the alcohols were mixed with acetic 
acid, into which mixture sulphuric acid is gradually 
poured, followed by the anhydride, after which the 
mass is heated for three hours at 93°C., the acetic acid 
being removed under vacuum and the washed residue 
neutralised with lime, yielding a product of a potency 
of 425.A. O.A.C. UNITS per gramme. Similar results 
have been obtained by irradiating the alcohols when 
the creation of a vitamin D content is claimed. 


Condensation product in the form of water-soluble 
sulphonated derivatives of wool wax alcohols has been 
produced with the aim of overcoming many disadvan- 
tages attending the straight sulphonated alcohols des- 
cribed later. 

Essentially, the process for their production consists 
of esterifying with boric acid and subjecting the boric 
esters or borates so formed to treatment with a sul- 
phonating medium in the presence of other boric esters 
or borates. In this instance, however, aliphatic alcohols, 
e.g., sperm oil alcohols or oleylalcohol, are employed. 


The compounds formed, after neutralisation in the 
usual manner, dissolve very easily in water, giving 
weakly yellow solutions; they are excellent ‘wetting, 
washing and especially softening agents, and improve 
soaps. 

Esters. 


Of the various esters synthesised from wool wax 
alcohols, mention might first be made of the phosphoric 
acid esters. The preparation of the esters requires the 
melted alcohols to be stirred with phosphorus pentoxide 
at 70°C., then left until separation into two layers 
takes place. when the upper one is decanted and 
contains free anhydride and esters. Wool wax acetates 
and formates Have been prepared. 

Other phosphoric derivatives of wool wax alcohols 
are involved in a process for the manufacture of wet- 
ting agents by treatment of the alcohols in the presence 
of the soap formed in their manufacture by saponifica- 
tion, with phosphorus trichloride. The products are 
converted into glyceryl esters and sulphonated water- 
insoluble boric acid esters of wool wax alcohols are 
produced if the alcohols are treated with boric an- 
hydride. These are soluble in organic solvents. 

Stearic acid esters of wool wax alcohols have been 
mixed or rather emulsified with water, carbon tetra- 
chloride and alcohols and used as cleaning agents. 


On the subject of ethers of wool wax alcohols, these 
have been prepared and used for cleansing, dyeing, etc. 
In one case in a sulphonated form, and in admixture 
with ethers of alcohols with less than six carbon 
atoms. Small additions of these chemicals are said 
to improve the detergent properties of salts of the 
type of trisodium phosphate or water-glass. 

Preparations having the constitution of ethers are 
obtained when fatty alcohols, including wool wax 
alcohols, are introduced over a period of an hour, into 
ethionic acid at 40/50°C. while stirring, which is con- 
tinued until test samples are soluble in water, when 
the mass is converted into sodium or ammonia salts, 


being very suitable apparently for use as soap substi- 
tutes. 

Wool wax alcohols freed of agnosterol and lanosterol 
have been acetylated and subsequently treated with 
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sodium posunts or glycolate and the ether formed, 
separated, purified, dried and sulphonated, giving 
derivatives of excellent- cleansing power. This is 
stated to be a very smooth way of obtaining wool wax 
ethers. 

Water-soluble phenolic compounds of wool wax 
alcohols may be obtained by heating reacting propor- 
tions with the hydrohalide of sulphuric acid salts of 
complex phenolic amines (obtained by condensing 
phenol, formaldehyde and secondary amines). Such 
materials are described as emulsifying, dispersing and 
germicidal agents. 


These alcohols, the refined unsaponifiable components 
of wool wax have been used in processes resulting in 
colloidally water-soluble compounds, useful as soap 
substitutes by reacting with or without the aid of 
solvents with sodium metal, giving brown, wax-like 
substances about which the statement is made that they 
are not saponification products, since no (H)— or 
(OH) — ions are added, the main quantities of the 
metal being recoverable, and only such quantities hav- 
ing been used that the final pH value is about 9.5. 


Sulphonation. 


The sulphonation of wool wax alcohols has been 
achieved by various methods including, for instance, 
a method in which the alcohols are mixed with 98 per 
cent. sulphuric acid and gradually heated to 100°C. 
Acetic anhydride is admixed, the mixture being kept 
well stirred for several hours, after which time the 
mass is poured into ice water and the reaction products 
washed after addition of sodium sulphate, when they 
may be converted to their alkali salts. 


The applications especially outlined for such deriva- 
tives include those of emulsifying and cleansing media. 
Another process converts the alcohols first to their 
acetates; then sulphonates these compounds with oleum 
and chlorosulphonic acid. 


A third process is based on the finding that the 
sulphuric acid esters of monohydric alcohols of high 
molecular weight can be obtained in a very simple 
manner; without secondary reactions, by treating them 
with addition products of sulphur trioxide and a liquid 
—— tertiary base—e.g., pyridine. For instance, 
chlorosulphonic acid is dropped into anhydrous pyridine 
at 0-10°C. and to this mixture is added a pyridine wool 
wax alcohol blend, when the whole mixture is heated 
to 40°C. and maintained at 40-45°C. for two hours. It 
is then cooled and neutralised with caustic soda, the 
pyridine and water removed by distillation and finally 
the residue is extracted with alcohol, giving esters in 
90 per cent. of theoretical yield. 


Sulphonation products of wool wax alcohols, which 
are simultaneously esters and sulphonic acid, are known. 
These are prepared by direct reaction of the alcohols 
with poly-sulphonic acids of aromatic hydrocarbons, 
stoichismetrically, so that the products finally still con- 
tain one unesterified sulphonic group. An illustration of 
this process first prepares naphthalene disulphonic acids 
by reactions of oleum and naphthalene, which are sub- 
sequently mixed with the fatty alcohols, keeping the 
temperature below 35°C. The sulphonates so formed 
are introduced into the water and neutralised with soda 
lye. These sulphonates serve as washing agents and 
are claimed to have extraordinary stability, being 
completely stable to the hardest waters; inorganic 
and organic acids are multivalent metal salts without 
precipitation. They have also been used as starch 
dispersing agents.

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MEDICAL RESEARCH 


Outlook for the Future. 
(Abstract of paper by Sir MacFarlane Burnet.) 


“The aim of medicine in the broadest sense is to 
provide for every human being, from conception to 
death, the greatest fullness of health and length of life 
that is allowed by his genetic constitution and by the 
accidents of life.’ That provocative statement is con- 
tained in a lecture given by Sir MacFarlane Burnet in 
Melbourne, and published in the Lancet. The subject 
of the lecture was “The Future of Medical Research” 
and its author must have stirred his audience by his 
original outlook. In his opinion, infectious diseases are 
relatively unimportant, and it is unlikely that any new 
principles will be needed for their control. He con- 
siders that the greatest medical advances of the past 
100 years are: (a) the disappearance of infectious 
disease and gross malnutrition; (b) the provision of 
means for minimising defects of the body (spectacles, 
false teeth and hearing aids are examples); (c) the wide 
variety of symptomatic remedies (particularly for the 
relief of pain); and (d) improvements in maintenance 
therapy for such conditions as diabetes, pernicious 
anaemia and rheumatoid arthritis. In the application 
of surgery the four greatest discoveries, he says, are 
anaesthesia, aseptic. technique, blood transfusion and 
antibiotic control of infection. 


Mental Diseases. 


That is the credit side. Sir MacFarlane then passes 
to those medical problems which, so far, have not been 
effectively dealt with: insanity and feeble mindedness, 
functional disease of the nervous system; to these he 
adds crime, delinquency and general bad manners be- 
cause, as he points out, they are hardly distinguishable 
from medical conditions. 

_ Among the main reasons given for individuals being 
incapable of normal economic activity are manifesta- 
tions of genetic anomaly (pernicious anaemia and dia- 
betes come in this category) and psychogenic disorders. 
Particular emphasis is i on the statement that every 
human being (other than one of a pair of identical 
twins) is uniquely different from every other human 
being and the patient’s “constitution”—consisting of 
factors intrinsic to the patient—is concerned in his 
every illness. The nature of these problems is such 
that they cannot be solved at the laboratory bench, but, 
the lecturer says, they must be faced in the future, 
although considerable reorientation of ideas may be 


required. 
Definition of Science. 


Science is defined as the systematisation of methods 
for the most effective satisfaction of human desires. 
Scientists, he considers, have become more interested 
in the means than in the end and research in industry, 
agriculture, medicine and sociology ranks lower than 
“pure” science. 

What then of the future? The most important topic 
of medical research will be human genetics, and the 
rest of the lecture is developed on this theme. Genetics 
is likely to have a very great influence on the future as 
well as in the future. One of its most important prac- 
tical applications, for instance, is in the understanding 
and control of haemolytic anaemia in the new-born. 
It has potential applications in the study of tubercu- 
losis, where the methods of control are (1) prevention, 
(2) cure of established disease and (3) genetic elimina- 
tion of susceptibles. If neither the first nor the second 
were possible, would it be justifiable to neglect the 
third? A method of twin-study is suggested as a con- 
structive approach to this kind of control. 

Finally, Sir MacFarlane Burnet defines the task of 
future medical research—to plan the ways by which 
the bodily health and intelligence of human beings may 
last from generation to generation. It is a task for 
centuries rather than decades, but the sooner it is 
started the better—Pharm. J., July 18, 1953. 
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DISPENSING PROBLEMS 


The following are recent prescrip- 
tions dispensed at the Out Patient 
Department’s dispensary at the 
Royal Prince Alfred Hospital, 
Sydney. I thought they might be 
useful for the Applied Pharmaceu- 
tics Section. 


Dithranol in Lotion. 


Liq. Picis Carb. .. .. .. 6.0% 
Glycerin .. ‘ 6.0% 
S.V.R. . equal parts of each to 
Ether 5 100% 


The problem is to get the Dith- 
ranol into solution. Even after 
grinding to a fine powder in a glass 
mortar, Dithranol is quite insoluble 
in any of the constituents. After 
investigation it was found that 
Benzol was a solvent. With the pre- 
scriber’s permission Benzol was sub- 
stituted for the Ether. Complete 
solution effected. 


Procaine Hydrochloride Mucilage. 
Procaine Hydrochloride .. .. .. 2.0% 
Mucil. Methyl Cellulose ad 1 fi. oz. 
Sig. 1 fl. oz. half hour before food. 

There are several points here. 

1. The dose of Procaine Hydrochloride, although 
much in excess of B.P. 1932, was checked and found 
to be all right. 

2. The strength for the mucilage chosen was 4%. 

Methyl Cellulose is far more soluble in cold water 
than in hot. The best procedure is to put about half 
the volume of hot water required on to the teased-out 
strands to thoroughly saturate them, and then the rest 
of the water is added cold, and the whole quickly 
cooled. 

3. Use of the preparation was to anaesthetise the 
oesophagus (which was in a painful condition) before 


each mealtime. 
—S.C.W. (N.S.W.). 


The use of the hot water as described hastens the 
hydration of the Methyleellulose. 


Streptomycin Sulphate and Soluble Calcium Salts. 


Could your column enlarge on the B.P. footnote to 
Injection of Streptomycin-Calcium Chloride, viz.: 


“Injection of Streptomycin-Calcium Chloride is in- 
compatible with Injection of Streptomycin Sulphate” 
and the corresponding footnote te Injection of Strepto- 
mycin Sulphate. 


The viewpoints that I am particularly interested in 
are: 


(a) A patient under continuous treatment can have 


any number of successive prescriptions dispensed at 
various pharmacies for 


“R/ Injection of Streptomycin” 
and according to the B.P. footnotes under each separate 
monograph any dispenser may di Injection of 
Streptomycin Hydrochloride, Injection of Streptomycin 
Sulphate or Injection of Streptomycin-Calcium Chloride. 


Consequently it is not unreasonable to foresee that 
the patient could receive the Sulphate from one dis- 
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penser and the Calcium Chloride 
form from the next dispenser and/or 
vice versa, with no apparent indi- 
cation to the second dispenser as 
to whether the patient has ever had 
Streptomycin previously or in what 
form. 

(b) In the case of the following 
prescriptions, which were dispensed 
by us recently. 


No. 1 R/ 
Para-aminosalicylic Acid 


Sig. Caps. i 4 in die sumend. et. 


No. 2 R/ 
Streptomycin 1G. 
Mitte 5. 

Repeat thrice. 


what notice is due to the dispensing 
of these as the Calcium salt of 
P.A.S. to be taken by the patient 
orally in conjunction with the Sul- 
phate form of the Streptomycin 
parenterally. 


(c) Consequent upon comment upon (b), the alert 
dispenser who dispensed the concurrent prescriptions 
ante is perhaps to be commended for dispensing the 
Calcium Chlor:form of Streptomycin together with the 
Calcium salt of the P.A.S. BUT what of the patient’s 
future prescriptions dispensed elsewhere written as 
the enclosed, and with the possibility of the later dis- 
pensers seeing no incompatibility between ORAL CAL- 
CIUM (P.A.S.) and PARENTERAL SULPHATE (form 
of Streptomycin) and supplying Streptomycin Sulph. 
to the patient (who has been using Streptomycin Cal- 
cium Chloride)? 

We did take the precautions at the time of dispensing 
to:— 

(a) Advise the prescribing doctor verbally that we 
were supplying the Calcium Chloride form of Strep- 
tomycin. 

(b) Advise the patient verbally that, of the three 
forms available, we were supplying the Calcium form. 

—A.L.H. (Vic.). 


The following comments are offered:— 

(i) The B.P.’s comment admits of three types of 
Streptomycin where no particular one is speci- 
fied. This means that the three products are 
accepted for most purposes as clinically equi- 
valent. However, this is not to say that a 
special type of Streptomycin may not become 
desirable on pharmaceutical grounds. The 
example quoted is a good one to illustrate this. 


(ii) The time interval between doses minimises 
the incompatibility in the case of the same 
patient obtaining successively a supply of In- 
jection of Streptomycin Sulphate and then a 
supply of Injection of Streptomycin Calcium 
Chloride. However, as Streptomycin is often 
given four-hourly, and as there can be appre- 
ciable amounts of Streptomycin in the blood 
at eight hours after parenteral injection (and 
for even longer periods in “delayed absorption” 
preparations), it appears wise pharmaceutic- 
ally to do all possible to assure the patient of 
a uniform type of Streptomycin product. 

(iii) Soluble Calcium salts together with Strepto- 
mycin Sulphate should be avoided as the cor- 
respondent suggests. 

(iv) A note on the prescription together with advice 
to the prescriber is highly desirable. This 
should render advice to the patient unnecessary. 
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The hectic rush of Christmas has always been a time 
when billfolds and purses are looser than usual, and 
when retail sales hit a high peak. But, Christmas 
doesn’t last forever, and once over, the average con- 
sumer again assumes the “you’ve got to show me why I 
should buy” attitude. When the rush dies away the 
retailer must rely upon his own and his employees’ 
positive selling to keep up the volume. And that, 
according to some authorities, is the biggest retail prob- 
lem today. For example— 

“The only remaining shortage,” asserts Fortune 
Magazine, “and the most serious shortage, is the short- 
age of creative salesmanship. Until this is corrected, 
we will continue to be long in many goods.” 


Creative Salesmanship. 


By creative salesmanship is meant that type of indi- 
vidual approach by the sales clerk to the customer 
which creates in that person a desire to purchase. 


It is aggressive but not pushing; friendly but not 
familiar; helpful but not patronising; and, most im- 
portant of all, it is positive from the word “go.” 


The practice of this type of selling has been sadly 
neglected by many clerks. Indeed, the operating diffi- 
culties experienced by some retailers stem directly from 
this single vital factor. 

Consumers today look twice at their hard-earned, 
devalued money before investing in any type of pur- 
chase. This consumer reluctance, in many cases, can 
be attributed to the hope of many that prices will fall, 
and that it is only common sense to wait a little longer 
for that new purchase. 


Such a consumer attitude can only be met successfully 
by a more concentrated, more imaginative approach to 
selling on the part of the retailer anc his staff. Attrac- 
tive displays and effective advertising may bring a man 
or woman into a store, but the final responsibility rests 
squarely on the person whose job is the actual sale of 
the merchandise. If this one link in the merchandise 
chain breaks down, the work done by the other links, 
extending from manufacturer to consumer, goes for 
nought. 

Analyse Customer Approach. 


It is, therefore, good business for any retailer to re- 
examine his sales operations. This involves analysing 
the method of customer approach employed by each of 
his sales people—and not least, by himself. 

It means unobtrusively listening in on sales conver- 
sations between assistants and customers to determine 
the degree of courtesy, helpfulness, co-operation, know- 
ledge of merchandise and willingness to be of service 
exhibited by each assistant. 


Sales Staff Selection and Training. 


The careful selection and training of sales personnel 
has never been of greater importance to the retail field 
than it is today. Sales volume in any retail store is 
related in an uncanny way with the calibre of sales 
personnel employed. 

It is essential that the retailer be particularly careful 
when selecting new employees to make sure he is secur- 
ing men and women who will be an asset to his busi- 


After Christmas—What Then? 


Here are Some Constructive Thoughts on How You Can Make 
More Money in 1954

ness. There is usually no difficulty in spotting a “fly- 
by-night” candidate to whom any job is merely a stop- 
gap; the man who is slovenly in dress and attitude; the 
loud, too-familiar type. The alert, wide-awake, well- 
groomed, courteous applicants stands out equally well. 
He may not possess extensive sales experience, but su 

men (and women, too) usually prove to be easily trained. 


Sales training either on the job or after hours has 
been proved by many retailers to pay real dividends in 
employee competence and increased sales and profits. 
The current new year is the logical time to start such 
a programme which should include training in the 
desirable approach to customers, in how to sell to vari- 
ous types of customers, in related selling, knowledge 
of merchandise, etc. 


Sale of Additional Items. 


The technique of related selling is one aspect of 
retailing which has been neglected by many dealers. 
Too many customers in the past have left retail stores 
with single purchases, when with a little extra effort 
and imagination sales people could have sold them 
additional merchandise. 

Nor does this merchandise need to be directly related 
to the customer’s first purchase. Once one sale has 
been made the customer is usually in a buying mood— 
and additional items will help to swell the total sales 
volume. 

Sales During 1953. 


For the retailer who knows how to analyse past results 
carefully, looking back can be a great help in going 
forward. A study of sales figures for 1953 will almost 
certainly provide a handy key to the problem of 1954 
operation. To some extent it will indicate to the indi- 
vidual retailer when a rise or drop in sales of particular 
merchandise lines at specific periods of the year may 
be expected; it will forewarn him as to when he should 
intensify his merchandising and sales promotion; and 
how he may take full advantage of peaks of interest in 
certain types of merchandise as made apparent by con- 
sumers in his market area. 


The 1953 figures may also give a clue as to the need 
for an intensified advertising and merchandising pro- 
gramme and where his sales people may have fallen 
down in doing an efficient job. 


Advertising in 1954. 


The retailer’s attitude towards ae will cer- 
tainly have a bearing upon the success of his overall 
operations during the next 12 months. Most dealers 
and retailers, even those located in smaller centres of 
population, realise how important a factor effective 
advertising of their merchandise is in their retail pro- 
gramme. 

Such advertising need be neither costly nor con- 
tinuous. Economically planned newspaper ads. or hand- 
bills, or even radio spot commercials, when used effec- 
tively to hit consumers at the right time, can result in 
a higher proportion of sales all year round, 


Upon these basic points and their practice by the 
individual retailer depends his success in 1954—a year 
which will undoubtedly bring its share of retail prob- 
lems, but also its share of retail opportunities. 
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Australian Poisoning Statistics 
Year 1950 


Australian Demography Bulletin No. 68, for the year 
1950, was prepared under the supervision of Mr. S. R. 
Carver, Acting Commonwealth Statistician, and our 
copy was received last year from the office of the 
Commonwealth Bureau of Census and Statistics, Can- 
berra. For a number of years past the statistics of 
causes of death have been based on the Fifth Revision, 
1938, of the International List of Causes of Death. 
In the issue now reviewed, and from which relevant 
statistics of interest to the Pharmacy Boards throughout 
the Commonwealth have been abstracted, the headings 
and classifications have been amended in accordance 
with the International Classifications of Disease, 
Injuries and Causes of Death (Sixth Revision, 1948, 
of the International List of Causes of Death). Because 
of different classification under some headings, the 
alterations made by the Sixth Revision will call for 
a different basis of comparison in future, although, 
for the present, sufficient information is available under 
the headings of the Fifth Revision to enable us to 
continue, for the year 1950 at least, the comparative 
tabulations which have been featured in these perio- 
dical reviews. 


Total deaths from poisonings over the decade 1941- 
—— provide the material for the first tabulation, as 
ollows:—

Both suicides and accidental poisonings rose in 1950 
to the highest totals for the decade, thereby further

The above figures show a _Progressive decline in the 
incidence of suicide by poison and a roughly com- 
parable rise in accidental poisonings. The general 
picture presented is that the combined totals have 
remained fairly constant over the past six years, during 
which the ten-year averages have moved between 
upper and lower limits of 191.3 and 188.7 respectively. 
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These are crude averages, however, and are not 
weighted to take into account the growth of population. 


In the next two tables State totals for suicides and 


accidental poisonings are shown separately for the 
quinquennium 1946-1950, as follows:—

It will be seen that, compared with the previous 
year (1949), the experience under the heading of suicide 
by poisoning was less favourable in New South Wales, 
Victoria and Tasmania, whilst improvement was shown 
by Queensland, South Australia and Western Australia. 
On the other hand, in the section dealing with acci- 
dental poisonings, South Australia was the only State 
to show improvement. 


Our next approach will be to examine the trend of 
suicide by poisoning in relation to total suicides. 
Figures for the years 1944-1950 are given in the follow-

Suicides by poisoning having increased and _ total 
suicides having declined during the year under review, 
the experience in 1950 was an increased percentage 
of suicides by poisoning; but two other years, 1944 
and 1945, showed higher percentages. 


When the incidence of suicide by poisoning is related 
to the figures month by month throughout the year, 
it is found that in the year 1950 double figures were 
reached in every month. The highest monthly total 
was 20 in August.

Hitherto we have given an occupational classification 
of male suicides, but due to the compressing of the 
statistics in this section, several of the sub-headings 
having been grouped, we cannot quote comparable 
figures for the year 1950. For the same reason, age 
groupings of suicides are no longer strictly comparable. 


Accidental Deaths from Poisoning. 


We remarked earlier that some of the figures given 
were crude averages, and had not been weighted to 
take into account the increase in population. As 
regards accidental deaths from poisoning, we can give 
a more accurate picture by relating such deaths firstly 
to the population of the State or Territory in which 
they occurred, and secondly to the total deaths within 
the State or Territory; figures for the Commonwealth 
as a whole are also shown. For the purpose of com- 
parison, we have given the corresponding figures for 
the year 1949. They are as follows:—

Experts—psychologists, business analysts, consumer- 
representatives, salesmen and manufacturers—recently 
voted colour as the most important factor in wrapping 
papers. 

Their finding, the result of a long and comprehensive 
panel investigation, might, at first sight, surprise. But 
their reasons for their judgment are compelling, and 
indicate that wrapping itself has moved far away from 
the merely utilitarian and the formal, and has taken 
on new significances. 

First, however, it should be said that the expert 
panel made it clear that colour in paper was cold 
and lifeless without quality in paper: it would, perhaps, 
be more correct to indicate that their first factor of 
choice in the wrapping of all goods, from mattresses 
to needles, was colour-quality. Conversely, they claim 
that quality without colour loses a great deal of its 
sales value, and from the seller viewpoint that is a 
matter of prime significance. 

But look at the case the panel makes out for coloured 
wrappings—it seems that the psychologist has had a 
good deal to say, and that his statements. were per- 
suasive enough to woo his colleagues-in-investigation 
to a unanimous finding: 

“Colour has become, within the last ten years or so, 
a more vital part of life. Perhaps the first impulse 
toward a real and generalised colour-appreciation, an 
appreciation more than that of the simple reaction to 
a blue sky, a green field, or a red sunset, was in the 
widespread adaptation of colour to magazine and 
general publication printing. 

“Experiments in this field, together with new pro- 
cesses, brought colour in advertising, in picture, and 
in letterpress to millions who would otherwise never 
see colour in a range of uses and combinations. 

“Millions were schooled in colour’ appreciation 
through these relatively cheap media, although they 
did not know that their education was being advanced 
in this field. 

“They found in colour a relief from the drabness 
and monotony of years of tension, often accompanied 
by financial stress. Colour brought a new brightness, 
a new form of escape, into many homes. 

“Technicolour pictures added to, and enlarged, the 
process. Newspapers became colour-conscious in their 
daily issues. In a word, a tremendous mass of colour 
was building up, and is still building up: the eyes of 
younger generations are now accepting it as part of 
their ordinary, ,Workaday life. Glance at their gar- 
ments for see at their choice of colours for cars, 
at their art. . Colour has become dominant. 


Colour 


(By a Special Correspondent) 


“In this survey, devoted, prosaically enough, but 
with all practicality, to the effect of colour on mer- 
chandising, we can find only this: Stores that have 
used coloured wraps, with colours designed to suggest 
even approximately the character of the goods they 
enclose, are reporting a sales increase far greater than 
that of stores which are still clinging to formal whites 
and browns and tans. 

So much for the experts. But, carrying their report 
to the shops and stores themselves, it is easy to discover 
that their findings are well based. 

Within the last few weeks I have visited many 
establishments that have concentrated on finding ways 
of “marrying” coloured wraps to particular goods, and 
proprietors and salesmen and saleswomen all say the 
one thing: Wherever suitable colour is used, combined 
with good quality and suitable papers, customer appre- 
ciation, and, consequently, sales, rise. 

In a provincial variety store I found a claret-coloured 
light wrapping paper used for covering red wines, 
and a honey-coloured wrap for white wines, whiskys, 
and so on. 

“Surely colour is not so important when it is a 
matter of selling liquor?” I asked. 

“I thought that once,” the manager said. “We had 
tried wrapping butters in yellow paper, flowers in green 
and sometimes in gold, and so on. The experiment 
was so successful that it became practice. 

“Then our licensed counter salesman asked that he 
be given some colour too. We weren’t hopeful of the 
idea, but we tried it. Well, analyse the result as you 
will, you can’t find a single explanation for it—but 
sales rose. Soon we discovered that women passing 
the counter, noticing that bottles were being wrapped 
in what they obviously thought of as pastel shades, 
began to buy themselves. Sometimes they even took 
the job of restocking the liquor cupboard or the cocktail 
bar over from their husbands, and bought largely, 
we think, because the idea of colour appealed to them. 
We don’t know the answer: I’m merely giving you 
the result.” 

Another factor that seems to have operated strongly 
in bringing success to stores that have tried out colour 
—the trying out or experimental stage has long passed— 
is that the public, increasingly value-conscious because 
of money’s dwindled purchasing power, consider that 
traders who show initiative and care in their wrapping 
believe that they have something good to wrap and 
to sell. 

“Tf a store is particular of how it sells, it must be 
particular of what it sells,” one operator told me. 
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“That, at any rate, is the way our customers look at 
our wrapping procedures. 

“We've had the evidence of it. New customers have 
appeared, have been given goods colour-wrapped dis- 
tinctively—we use a pink for bacon, yellow for butter, 
green bags for vegetables and some fruits, and so on— 
and they have been sufficiently impressed to come back 
again. They’ve told assistants so. More importantly, 
we notice it in our turnover.” 

Some stores using the coloured wraps—and they 
declare they will never revert to the old, monotone 
practice—have their papers cut to studied pattern: 
that is, to a pattern that has been found suitable for 
packages of various size, such as those made by 3 lb. 
of butter or 2 lb. of sugar, or larger quantities of 
commodities in regular demand. This procedure, they 
say, reduces wastage and facilitates the wrapping of 
“well-dressed” parcels. 

It saves store assistants’ time, additionally, so that, 
in sum, most users of coloured papers believe that 
they actually save expenditure by comparison with 
their former brown or white wrap techniques. 


Many of the coloured papers that I have seen have 
been attractively overprinted with the firm’s name and 
selling slogan prominently displayed. This again is an 
assurance to the purchaser that the seller is sufficiently 
proud of his goods to wish to be associated with them 
in the mind of the buyer, and whether that impression 
be conveyed to the purchaser consciously or sub- 
consciously, its effect is quite constant. Again turnover 
benefits. 

It is strange to think that an article of common 
household use, say, butter, can achieve a certain indi- 
viduality by being colour-wrapped. But a census of 
shoppers who bought from an establishment specialis- 
ing in the wraps shows that it does. 

“I can tell at a glance when I look at my string 
bag if I’ve forgotten to buy butter at So and So’s,” a 
a woman shopper said. “He wraps it in a golden 
paper. If there’s no golden paper in my bag, there’s 
no butter—and it’s the same with other goods that 
So and So wraps in colour.” 

Such inquiries establish that it is not merely the 
goods bought that acquire individuality, but the store 
selling them. 

Generally, though, with retail trading becoming more 
competitive almost hourly, it seems it will be but a 
little while before colour-wrapping will be common 
practice. By oversea standards, Australian shops have 
been relatively slow off the mark in this field, a fact 
that may have been due to shortages of suitable papers. 

Now, however, coloured wrapping is available in a 
wide range of shades and qualities, and its use is 
certain to extend. 

The association of artist, typographer, salesman and 
manufacturer in the design of overprinting is becoming 
stronger—some retailers believe that the time will 
come when the manufacturer himself will want a selling 
slogan on the wraps, with the retail store name appear- 
ing in a subsidiary position. 

However that may be, it is certain that the coloured 
wrap appeals more and more, from both the practical 
and the aesthetic viewpoints. 

And that it 1s good business is demonstrable from 
trading records. 


WHAT’S IT WORTH? 


What is it worth to keep your word? That’s a ques- 
tion, isn’t it? Most of us have told polite lies when 
we have had to make excuses not to keep an appoint- 
ment, or to go to a function that we do not want to 
attend, or to avoid a disagreeable situation, or to be 
considerate of our fellow men and women. But in 


doing so, have we always realised how important is 
our word? Have we always realised how much is 
placed on our personal, community and national reputa- 
tion is placed on the promise? , 


Possibly one of the worst comments on the minor 
failings referred to is: “I would never make an appoint- 
ment to meet that bloke on a street corner. i know 
he wouldn’t be there on time.” Silly, isn’t it, but I 
know a person who has done himself a great deal of 
harm by making the mistake of having appointments on 
street corners and being full of voluble reasons when 
he does not turn up to keep them. People no longer 
believe him, and refer to him as “Unreliable So-and- 
So.” It has cost him a lot of money. 


On the other hand is the chap who will go to any 
extreme to keep his word. He compels our respect and 
trust, and thereby enhances his reputation. This is 
to his own benefit, as well as to that of the people 
to whom he gives his word. 


One should not lightly give one’s word, but, having 
given it, see that it is honoured. Quite a deal of the 
world’s business is done on this basis. Huge deals are 
put through by means of the spoken word. Even a 
nod may mean the changing of hands of large sums 
of money. Which shows the value of giving one’s 
word and honouring it. 


“Pharmacy and Medicine in Old Edinbugh,” by C. G. 
Drummond, M.P.S. Published by the Pharmaceutical 
Press, 17 Bloomsbury Square, London, W.C.1., pps. 35, 
with 15 black and white plates. Obtainable from the 
publishers, price 2/6 (sterling). 


This small book is the text of a paper read at a 
meeting of the Pharmaceutical Society in Edinburgh, 
on January 21, 1953, with the addition of illustrations 
and reproductions of old prescriptions. 


The paper, a condensed version of which appeared 
in the February 21 issue of the “Pharmaceutical Society 
of Great Britain,” was (through the good offices of Mr. 
H. A. P. Emonson) reprinted in full in the “Austra- 
lasian Journal of Pharmacy,” part one appearing in 
the March, 1953, issue and part two in the journal for 
the following month. 


In neither of these two versions, however, did the 
illustrations appear; the present publication, containing 
as it does about a dozen reproductions of prescriptions 
written in the early 1700’s, gives to the work a tangible 
reality which unadorned words sometimes fail to con- 
vey. 


The account is based upon a file of old prescriptions 
which were unearthed—and almost burned as rubbish— 
when an old property acquired by the Carnegie Trust 
was undergoing structural alterations for conversion 
into the Scottish Central Library. The translation of 
and comment upon the prescriptions is admirably co- 
related to the general history of the period—a very 
desirable feature which is often overlooked... This was 
the time of the notorious Deacon Brodie, of Bonnie 
Prince Charlie, it was before Robert Burns was born, 
it was the time when Jesuit’s bark (Cort. Cinchona) was 
starting to work its miracle on fever-ridden patients. 


Mr. Drummond has given life to “a few old scraps 
of paper which so narrowly escaped destruction,” and 
in so doing has filled in yet another blank in the story 
that is pharmacy. 


We commend this booklet to all pharmacists for 
whom the history of their profession holds special 
appeal.—F.H.B.

EDITORIAL IN “THE PHARMACY STUDENT” 


Dear Sir,—I would like to bring before the notice of 
readers the editorial in “The Pharmacy Student—Aus- 
tralia, 1953,” recently published. 

As a student in my final year, I was disgusted to think 
that the leaders of our student affairs hold such ridicu- 
lous ideas about their chosen profession. 

It seems that the editor of that publication has a 
poor conception of his future profession, possibly due 
to the fact that he or some of his fellow students have 
been trained in pharmacies where the standard of ethics 
was far below that which we regard as normal. 

His criticism of the official business organisation 


shows lack of understanding of the objects of the 
organisation. 1! would like to point out that in my first 
year’s course, we learned the objects of each phar- 
maceutical organisation. The editor of “Pharmacy 
Student” seems to think that the Guild was formed by 
a few master pharmacists who were greedy for money. 
We learned that it was formed by a few self-sacrificing 
members of the profession to safeguard our interests, 
both professional and commercial, that were being 
threatened at that time by a large overseas organisation 
with unlimited capital. 


In recent years, while negotiating with the Federal 
Government, the Guild has fought for the principle of a 
professional fee in accordance with our status. The 
fact that the fee is not as large as some desire is not 
the fault of the Guild, but the result of Federal Trea- 
sury policy. We can now see the wisdom and foresight 
of the founders of the Guild. It might be of interest 
to Mr. Editor to learn, as we learned, that about 99 per 
cent. of retail pharmacists are members of the Guild. 
Such membership being purely voluntary and under the 
democratic constitution of the Guild, there cannot be 
any dictation by a pressure group. 


As a student, my editor friend should have been 
aware of the set-up of his chosen profession before he 
finally decided upon pharmacy as his career. He sug- 
gests that we should forget all about the commercial 
aspect of pharmacy and bring it up to the same profes- 
sional status us doctors and dentists. To try to prove 
how successful this can be, he gives examples from 
Great Britain and the United States of America of the 
existence of “prescription only” chemists. There are 
relatively few of these businesses and they can only 
be economical if the population is large enough to 
support them. Such conditions are available in Great 
Britain and the U.S.A. In Australia the population is 
scattered and only a small fraction of that of those two 
countries. A “prescription only” business in Australia 
would not be economical unless we charged a profes- 
sional fee of 15/- or £1/1/-, like the doctors. This 
would make pharmaceutical service a luxury which 
only the rich could afford. Under Australian price 
control legislation it would be quite impossible. 


The editorial further slanders the profession by say- 
ing that every pharmacy carries its “Chlorodyne 
addicts.” I have been brought up in a pharmacy where 
there are no addicts and I know of many other students 
in the same position. Apparently the editor is not one 
of these. Further, I work in a pharmacy where the 
“no smoking rule” applies. I am not suggesting that 
all pharmacies are conducted on the highest ethical 
plane, but one rotten apple in a case does not mean 
that the whole case is rotten. The editorial continues 
its slur by inferring that most chemists are rogues in 
its reflection on the honesty of the profession. With 
the very high wages in pharmacy today, the proprietor 
is entitled to a salary equal to wages of a manager 
plus an amount equal to_a dividend on the capit 
invested in his business. He is very lucky if he gets 
this minimum return, but unless he does he runs the 
risk that he will finish up bankrupt. 


Without the blending of commercial and professional 
pharmacy as we find it in Australia, ——— would 
not be an economic proposition and the public would 
not receive the present high standard of service, in 
city and country alike. Pharmacy in Australia does 
occupy a very high niche in the life of the community 
and the respect which it receives from the public is 
very real and speaks highly of its professional status. 


If the editorial in the “Pharmacy Student” represents 
the adolescent thinking of the leaders of our student 
affairs, then it is time that membership in student 
organisations was on a voluntary basis and not on 
the present level of compulsory unionism.

Her Majesty Approves Charter 

Among the last public acts performed by Her 
Majesty Queen Elizabeth II before setting out on her 
Empire tour was to preside at the Privy Council on 
November 19, when approval was given to the grant of 
a Supplemental Charter to the Pharmaceutical Society. 
The Charter itself is dated December 31, and came into 
operation on that day. The new by-laws of the Society 
became effective on the following day, January 1, 1954. 
The Charter objects of the Society are now: 

To advance chemistry and pharmacy. 

To promote pharmaceutical education and the appli- 
cation of pharmaceutical knowledge. 

To maintain the honour and safeguard and promote 
the interests of the members in their exercise of the 
profession of pharmacy. 

To provide relief for distressed persuns, being 

(1) members; 

(2) persons who at any time have been members or 
have been registered as pharmaceutical chemists 
or as chemists and druggists; 

(3) widows, orphans or other dependants of deceased 
persons who were at any time members or regis- 
tered as aforesaid; or 

(4) students. 

Fellowship of the Society 


As a consequence of these two instruments, Fellows 
of the Pharmaceutical Society now exist, and the 
Council have decided that the appropriate abbrevia- 
tion of a Fellow is F.P.S. For the first time since the 
original Charter was granted in 1843, the objects of the 
Society no longer include “the protection of those who 
carry on the business of chemists and druggists.” The 
new Charter is appropriate for a body which includes 
owners, assistants, hospital pharmacists, factory staff 
and also university professors and other teachers. 


Changes in Payment 


The payment on account made to contractors within 
three weeks of the month in which prescriptions were 
dispensed, has now been reduced to 80 per cent. of the 
estimated value. At one time the figure was 90 per 
cent., but during 1953 it was reduced to 85 per cent., as 
the Pricing Offices were overtaking arears. The new 
figure was fixed in anticipetion of a further three 
weeks gain in arrears within the next few months. The 
fundamental principle of payments on account has been 
to place contractors in the same financial position, as 
if all accounts were settled within six weeks at the 
end of the dispensing month: this was the practice in 
pre-war days. As a result of the Bureaus catching up 
on arrears, it was estimated that the amount owing to 
chemists at the end of October was about £900,000 less 
than was owing at the end of February, 1953. 

A further lowering of the percentage payment may 
be anticipated as pricing becomes nearer up-to-date. 
There is, however, a strong feeling that chemists 
should not be expected to finance the National Health 
Service to the extent of six weeks’ prescriptive values, 
and it is hoped that the Ministry will agree to continue 
to make payments on account, although it may be at a 
reduced figure. 

Cohen Categories 

Frequent references have been made in earlier News 
Letters to the reports of the Joint Committee on Pre- 
scribing. Since the report enumerating proprietary 
medicines in various categories, doctors have been at a 


loss to know exactly what would happen to them if 
they prescribed drugs in categories 5 and 6, particularly 
those unofficial preparations which have not been 
proved of therapeutic value, and those which combine 
standard preparations and are not superior to official 
preparations. Now the Ministry of Health has given 
an absolute assurance to the British Medical Associa- 
tion that prescriptions for drugs in these categories 
will not be referred for investigation solely on these 
grounds. ©mly when an individual practitioner’s pre- 
scribing costs are substantially above the average for 
the area and consequently are the subject of an in- 
quiry, prescribing of such drugs may be one of the 
factors which will be taken into account. 


Synthetic Atropine 

A short article in the Pharmaceutical Journal -for 
January 9, from the laboratories of Messrs. T. and 
Smith Ltd., states that Tropane Alkaloids are now being 
manufactured synthetically on a commercial scale. 
Synthetic processes have been known for over fifty 
years, but have not been economic in large-scale work. 
The new starting point is Furan. 


Approved Names 

A supplementary list of Approved Names has re- 
cently been issued by the General Medical Council. 
These names are devised or selected by the British 
Pharmacopoeia Commission, the intention being that if 
any of the drugs to which Approved Names are ap- 
plied are eventually described in the B.P., then the 
Approved Name should become the official title. The 
issue of an Approved Name does not imply that the 
substance will necessarily be included in the B.P. or 
that the Commission is prepared to recommend the use 
of the substance in medicine. The list is as follows:

Chloramphenicol Cream 

The following cream has now been included in the 
Drug Tariff: Chloramphenicol 1 gm., Propylene Glycol 
50 gm., Macragol 4000 (i.e., Polyethylene glycol 4000)

This formula, states an amendment to the Tariff, 
is to be used for the dispensing of prescriptions order- 
ing chloramphenicol cream where no formula has been 
given by the prescriber. 


Deterioration of Penicillin Tablets 


The analyst for the City of Birmingham, Mr. H. Bag- 
nall, in a recent report, has focused attention on loss 
of potency in oral tablets of penicillin. Samples of 82 
tabiets of three different potencies were taken. Of 
these 19 did not comply with the B.P. standard of not 
less than 90 per cent., 12 contained less than 80 per 
cent., 4 showed a deficiency between 22 and 27 per 
cent., 4 between 33 and 62 per cent., and 4 of 90 to 100 
per cent. From these figures Mr. Bagnall has inferred 
that the patient had a one-in-ten chance of getting a 
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tablet seriously deficient in penicillin, and a one-in- 
twenty chance of receiving therapeutical useless tab- 
lets. Of the samples only 22 were supplied in original 
sealed containers, and of these 3 showed deficiencies of 
22, 33 and 42 per cent. respectively. Accordingly, Mr. 
Bagnall advises that doctors should be encouraged to 
prescribe tablets in numbers equal to those contained 
in a single package, thus rendering it unnecessary for 
the pharmacist to break bulk. Twenty-seven samples 
were supplied in stoppered containers, and two of 
these were deficient to an extent of 93 per cent., and 
eight of the remaining 33 samples, all from cardboard 
containers, were deficient. He urges that regional 
laboratories should be set up with a view to examining 
the wide range of new drugs now official, and which 
under the present localised system will never be tested. 
With reference to general sampling, Mr. Bagnall sug- 
gests that the approach should be altered fundamen- 
tally, for there is no longer deliberate adulteration of 
common foods and drugs. Investigation, however, is 
required on storage and on the prevention of unsus- 
pected deterioration or decomposition. 


Death of Mr. G. A. Mallinson 

Mr. G. A. Mallinson, O.B.E., one of the outstanding 
pharmaceutical figures of the first half of the century, 
died at the end of December. Mr. Mallinson carved 
his own niche in pharmaceutical history by being the 
first Secretary of the National Pharmaceutical Union, 
and continuing in that office for almost 30 years. When 
the National Health Insurance Act came into operation 
in 1913, he was already a proprietor pharmacist of 
eight years standing, and a Fellow of the Spectacle 
Makers’ Company, and he was appointed the first sec- 
retary of the committee which made arrangements for 
taking up insurance work in Manchester. In 1916 he 
joined the headquarters’ staff of the Pharmaceutical 
Society as superintendent of the N.H.I. Central Check- 
ing Bureau, and he was also Secretary of the Local 
Associations’ Executive Committee. Two years later 
he became Assistant Secretary of the Society, and re- 
mained there until 1921. In that year the Jenkin case 
defined the limitations of the Society’s activities, and 
the business side was separated from the professional 
side by the setting up of the Retail Pharmacists’ Union, 
which later became the National Pharmaceutical Union. 
The growth of this body to its present powerful posi- 
tion was almost entirely due to Mr. Mallinson’s per- 
sonality and abilities. 


Before he became Secretary of the N.P.U., Mr. Mal- 
linson, among his many activities, found time to study 
for the Bar, and he was honoured six years ago by 
being made an Officer of the British Empire. In 1946 
he received a cheque for £4650 on the occasion of the 
Silver Jubilee of the Union, and he immediately in- 
vested it in the Business Purchase and Guarantee Fund, 
which he had established with a view to maintaining 
businesses in private hands. 


Sir Hugh Linstead, in an appreciation, states: “On 
one or two occasions I took part with him in discus- 
sions over the remuneration of chemists, and saw him 
as a tireless and single-minded negotiator. He felt 
under no obligation to see any other than the point 
of view of those for whom he spoke, and chemists owe 
to his pertinacity success in many a _ hard-bargaining 
debate at the Ministry of Health. But his greatest 
achievement and his lasting memorial will be found in 
the group of organisations he created in Queen Square. 
There he had no opposition to placate or convert. He 
could drive ahead, sure of the support of his executive 
and members. And he made the fullest use of the 
opportunities, creating for the chemist in business a 
series of companies and associations which provide a 
service for pharmacists probably unexcelled in any 
other country. There was his life’s work.” 

Pharmacists throughout the country echo the words 
of his former assistant and successor, Mr. H. Noble: 
“There cannot be a pharmacist engaged in business who 


has not benefited from the work of George Arthur Mal- 
linson. He strove ardently over many years to promote 
the ideal of mutual protection among retail pharma- 
cists. This was the mainspring of his work for the 
profession.” 

Antibiotics for Animals 

An advisory leaflet issued by the Ministry of Agri- 
culture for the benefit of farmers and livestock owners 
who propose to supplement their animals’ food with 
antibiotics, makes the following recommendations: 

(a) Antibiotics should be used only for growing and 
fattening pigs for slaughter as pork or bacon, growing 
chicks for killing as table poultry by the time they are 
44 months old, and goslings and turkey poults to be 
killed for table. 

(b) Antibiotic supplements should be used only at 
the recommended rates of addition; care must be taken 
poner they are thoroughly and evenly mixed with the 
ood, 

(c) For the best results antibiotics should be used 
with properly balanced foods, and compounds and con- 
centrates containing antibiotics should be fed only to 
the type of stock for which they are intended. 

(d) Antibiotics should not be used in the food of 
ruminant animals (cattle, sheep, goats, etc.), breeding 
pigs or breeding and laying poultry.

Dr. H. Herxheimer, T. D. Whittet and Professor An- 
drew Wilson—Mr.. Whittet is a pharmacist, and Pro- 
fessor Wilson qualified in pharmacy before he took up 
medicine—have discussed what they consider to be 
undesirable trends in present-day prescribing in a 
recent issue of “The Lancet.” On the subject of dosage 
they point out that although there is a dosage range 
for every drug, it is not often that much attempt is 
made to find the dose most suited to a particular patient 
or to prescribe it in the rhythm which the action of 
the drug demands. Criticising the practice of com- 
bining as many effective remedies as possible in one 
tablet or bottle, they state that there is little evidence 
of synergism with drugs in doses commonly prescribed. 
They also comment on the price differential existing 
between some proprietary preparations and their indi- 
vidual constituents. The examples quoted include 
promethazine chlorotheophyliinate as another example 
of the confusion which exists. Although there is no 
adequate evidence that this combination of prometha- 
zine and chlorotheophyllin is superior to promethazine 
alone, they state, large amounts of it are used in hos- 
pitals. Also it costs, until recently, more than twice 
as much as the simple substance promethazine pro- 
duced by the same firm. Although the price has now 
been reduced, it is still about 75 per cent. more than 
that of promethazine. The authors also feel that an 
excessive amount of money is being spent on 
advertising by some firms, and that this is partly respon- 
sible for the high cost of many proprietary prepara- 
tions. In support of a suggestion that the present 
unsatisfactory state of affairs might be remedied in 
co-operation with the industry, they point out that much 
important work has already been accomplished through 
joint committees of the pharmaceutical and medical 
professions. 


Calomel in Teething Powders 


Pharmacists have been interested in a coroner’s in- 
quest on the death of an infant, when the verdict 
returned was that “the cause of her death was broncho- 
pneumonia due to pink disease, due to mercury poi- 
soning, following the innocent over-dosage of teething 
powders.” The mother said that the child had been 
given powders from the time she was three months old 
until shortly before her death at the age of ten months. 

The amount of Mercurous chloride was found to be 
26.3 per cent., and the average weight of a powder 
was 0.178 gm.

SOUTH AFRICA 


Pharmacy Bill Held Over. 


Spring is upon us, and Parliament has recessed until 
next year, with the long-hoped-for Pharmacy Bill still 
not on the Statute Book. Important things first is the 
motto, but few things are more important to the pro- 
fession of pharmacy than the advances which the Bill 
will bring. 

At this late stage several pharmaceutical firms and 
interested organisations have intimated that they pro- 
pose to enter protests and thus prolong the birth pangs 
of the Bill, which everyone thought was now in its 
final form. The Bill represents the concentrated efforts 
of years by five members of the Pharmacy Board, 
who now go out of office. The elections will be held 
soon, and there may be changes, since there are many 
new candidates for office. The new Minister of Health 
has, however, nominated the former nominees, so the 
new Board will have a considerable leaven of old 
members, and the old ideals may still be pursued. 


Restriction of Credit. 


There has been a little tenseness in pharmaceutical 
circles in Johannesburg created by some wholesalers 
who suddenly clamped down on credit. Strictly 30 
days’ credit was enjoined on the 300 chemists who 
buy through the Pharmaceutical Development Corpo- 
ration. This corporation is in reality a Buying Group, 
that is, a number of retailers joined together for the 
purpose of buying on wholesale terms. These groups 
exist in every town, and it is more than likely that 
the wholesalers’ opposition will spread. It is possible 
that the chemists will retaliate by suppressing all 
selling action on the products of these particular firms. 
It has been said that the retailer plays no actual part 
in the creation of ethical sales, being no more and 
no less than a passive distributor. Perhaps the question 
of the retailers’ role in the sale of these products will 
at last be solved! 

More than that may be solved, however, since the 
limited number of wholesalers has prevented many 
retailers from threatening to change their accounts 
or to limit their purchases; because of this, retail 
chemists have for some time talked of sponsoring their 
own wholesale and manufacturing house. Time will 
tell if this idea will cease to be more than just an idea! 


Government Dispensing Contracts. 

In the past, the Government Dispensing Contracts 
have been given to individual chemists, who have 
rendered their accounts direct to the Health Depart- 
ment and received cheques in due course. Now the 
Government Contract is given as a whole to the Phar- 
maceutical Society, who will hand sub-contracts to 
their members, thus achieving country-wide acceptance 
of the open panel system. 


Price Control, 

Negotiations have also been going on with the 
relevant Government Department with regard to the 
removal of price control on certain classes of goods 
sold by chemists, but so far without avail. Hope is, 


however, not dead, and the Society still pursues the 
hope of getting price control removed in toto. 

The Society has also been considering the matter 
of dispensing charges, presently based on a factor of 
15/- per hour. Taking all recent advances into account, 
they have decided to ask for permission to increase 
the professional time factor to 20/- per hour, and to 
publish a new Dispensing Tariff. 

So despite concerted efforts no progress has_ been 
made with the status of pharmacists in the Union 
Armed Forces. A special committee of ex-service men 
has been formed to see if any progress can be made 
with a situation which has been long irksome. So 
far the powers that be have been adamant, and the 
bulk of dispensing in peace time is sent to private 
chemists. In war time a new organisation is built up 
each time. Pharmacists who served in the last war 
have vivid recollections of the unsatisfactory conditions, 
and would like to see built up at the present time 
a shadow organisation on a territorial basis. 


Pharmaceutical Magazines. 


It seems that this year is the year for producing 
new pharmaceutical magazines! A new magazine now 
makes its appearance—one of the Home Doctor type, 
to advance health propaganda on a popular basis. To 
the chemist, especially those marketing remedies on 
a national basis, it will offer untold scope for adver- 
tising. 

The Pharmaceutical Journal is currently organisin 
one of its periodic photographic competitions whi 
in the past have been so productive of excellent work. 
It is interesting to find that in the turmoil of modern 
life our professional brothers can find time to become 
technically efficient in photography. Photography is 
fast becoming one of the major hobbies in the Union, 
and many private people are producing films of a high 
order of excellence. Quite a few people are becoming 
interested in photography as an extension of their 
ordinary hobbies, and I have recently seen excellent 
sets of colour films illustrating the local flora and 
also depicting the local fish population. In the latter 
field interest is being shown in underwater photo- 
graphy by a group of “frogmen”—a sport which is fast 
becoming popular and which is joined in by quite a 
few young chemists. 


Pharmacy in Country Areas. 


A letter written to the Editor of the “S.A.PJ.” is 
symptomatic of many pharmacists’ troubles. Written 
by a country chemist, he says: “One really cannot 
blame any qualified chemist for not wanting to settle 
in the country districts. We have five doctors, all of 
whom do their own dispensing, and I am the ‘mug’ 
for the odd dated article.” It seemed a short while 
ago that there was some possibility of doctors being 
limited in their dispensing, but the clause in the Phar- 
macy Bill which would have effected this was quietly 
withdrawn. Those who have fought for years to 
achieve this now see their labour fruitless, and must 
face the future knowing that the whole battle must 
start again! 

In this area we have been conducting a survey 
of dispensing, and many chemists have submitted 
revealing memoranda on their particular areas. Dis- 
pensing is obviously becoming a major part of some 
doctors’ practices, and it becomes equally obvious that 
in many cases the dispensing is done by the chauffeur, 
the gardener or the nurse—rarely by anyone who has 
any training or knowledge in the subject. 


Any movement to curb such irregularities will have 
to come from inside, and the profession seems loth 
to give up what is obviously a profitable part of their 


business. 
Chemical Industry. 


_ Chemical industry in South Africa seems to be flour- 
ishing. Near the town where I write a huge salt 
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industry is rearing its towers; with a daily production 
capacity of 100 tons, it will make South Africa a salt- 
exporting country. Strangely enough, no salt veins 
have been located, but it seems that these must exist, 
and that sooner or later South Africa will be able 
to develop all those ancillary industries which centre 
around salt. 

Again in the field of pharmacy another new industry 
is being developed: a refinery is being built to distil 
essential oils. Roses and jasmine will be processed 
first, and it is proposed to take over farms and extend 
the business. Avocado oil is being processed, and this 
will give a fillip to the growing of this fruit. 


“Ethicals” Causing Trouble. 


One problem which has been worrying retail phar- 
macy is the subtle manner in which “ethicals” appear 
in all sorts of shops when they are supposed to be 
restricted to pharmacies. It would seem that the only 
way to restrict them is to add a little poison to all 
“ethicals” and thus make them legally restricted. 
Actually if in the next Parliamentary Session the 
Monopolies Bill goes through, there will be no possi- 
bility of restricting ethicals or proprietaries to any 
channels at all! 

Marihuana. 


One of South Africa’s major troubles is dagga— 
marihuana, hashish, Indian hemp—call it what you will. 
Unfortunately, it grows wild here, and the natives have 
in the past become accustomed to smoking it. The 
native sees nothing wrong in the habit, provided it 
is not indulged to excess. Unfortunately, many natives 
do indulge in it to excess, and combined with the 
drinking of weird and wonderful alcoholic concoctions, 
it renders them useless as workmen and a social 
menace to boot. An interdepartmental Committee has 
been considering the problem, and has come to the 
conclusion that complete suppression is impossible, but 
that an education programme will eventually eradicate 
its illicit use. 

It is strange to read that several undergraduates 
of one of our prominent Universities have been con- 
victed of dagga selling. They have been disciplined 
by the University authorities. 


End of Controls Forecast. 


Reverting to Import Control and Price Control, the 
current President of the Association of Chambers of 
Commerce of South Africa expressed the view that 
both would be ended within two years. 


This viewpoint does not coincide with that of the 
Minister of Economic Affairs, to whom a series of 
questions was addressed in the Senate recently. He 
was asked: 

1. What is the function of the Pharmaceutical Ad- 

visory Committee? 

2. Who are its members? 

‘3. Which firms do they represent? 

4. Whether applications for the importation of drugs 
a chemicals are submitted to the Committee? 

so, 

5. Whether import permits are granted subject to 
the approval by the Committee of such applica- 
tions? 

6. What amounts of ee a exchange were allocated 
for the importation of drugs and chemicals for 
each of the years 1949-1953. 

7. What portion of the total amounts for these years 
was allocated to the firms represented by the 
members: of the Committee? And 

8. Whether he will lift import control in respect of 
drugs and chemicals. 


It is easy to deduce what has been running through 
the mind of the Senator who asked these questions. 
The answers given were in best Parliamentary style. 
To question (6) the following figures were quoted:— 


£1,636,000 


1949 (second half) .. 


1950 6,356,000 
1953 5,788,000 


This on a population of 124 million, of whom only 
24 million are white! 

To the last question the Minister gave a flat “No” 
in reply. 

Prescribing Without Indicating Dosage. 

A case before the Courts recently concerned a 
doctor who prescribed an anticoagulant for a patient 
without specifying the dosage. The patient consulted 
the B.P. and gave 100 mgm. tablets. When the patient 
died, the doctor on being sued threw the onus on the 
chemist. The judgment will be‘a great comfort to all 
pharmacists. 

I quote: “A doctor should not prescribe for a patient, 
more especially a dangerous drug, without specifying 
the dose which the patient is to receive. If the pre- 
scription had not been made out in that negligent 
manner there would have been no opportunity for the 
chemist to make any mistake. . . I must say thaf to me 
it appears to be a very alarming suggestion that a 
doctor, who is supposed to have a superior knowledge, 
should be entitled, if he issues a faulty prescription, 
to shelter behind the chemist who makes it up.” 

Chemists are becoming more and more aware of the 
poor quality of the prescriptions received by them. 
Poor both in therapeutic value and in pharmaceutical 
worth. 

What is the reason? Any pharmacist with a wide 
clientele knows that graduates of certain universities 
write perfect prescriptions in which proprietaries 
rarely feature. Other graduates seem to be entirely 
unfamiliar with the Pharmacopoeia. In some pharma- 
cies I have seen it is hardly worth while stocking 
such mundane things as Ext. Cascara, Tinct. Digitalis 
and Lotio Calamine! 

My own contacts lead me to believe that the fault 
does not lie wholly with the doctor’s attitude to his 
profession, but with his training in medical college. 
Does not the syllabus embrace too much to be en- 
compassed within the space of time allowed? And are 
the Universities’ terms not becoming so short that less 
than six months’ effective study can be obtained out 
of one academic year? 

It might be said with some justification that these 
things do not concern a pharmacist; on the other hand, 
when the chemist has to act as a buffer between the 
medical profession and the public, they do—and, of 
course, the chemist is also a member of the public! 


Shortage of Qualified Chemists and Teachers. 


As I write this letter some 200 students are sitting 
the Intermediate and another 200 the Final Dip. Pharm. 
Examinations. Even if the pass list is as low as 30 
per cent., some 60 new names should appear on the 
Register. However, they will be quickly absorbed. 
I have on my desk many letters from chemists who 
are seeking qualified help, but unfortunately I must 
write all in the same strain—the modern chemist seeks 
his employment in the city, and short of having a 
marriageable daughter you have no hope! 

With the ever-increasing numbers of students, it 
becomes more and more desirable to have increasing 
numbers of teachers, but it seems impossible to attract 
people to the teaching life. Importation from abroad 
is also difficult, since pharmaceutical education in 
South Africa has not reached the level that it has in 
Great Britain and the Continent. 

Pharmacists in retail practice take little part in 
teaching, although some do on the examining side. 

Within a three-year course (in the offing) it seems 
that a condition of stalemate will arise unless it is 
somehow possible to increase the number of teachers 


, of pharmacy in the Union by at least 75 per cent., 


and likewise to increase the teaching facilities.

Market Report 


LONDON MARKET REPORT 
9th January, 1954 


At the end of the year many firms are engaged in 
stocktaking, and consequently the business trans- 
acted is small in volume. Over the last few weeks 
gum acacia has been the most active commodity. The 
current rate is fully 112/6 per cwt. for clean Kordofan 
sorts, and shipment rates have risen to 97/6 per cwt. 
This is a rise of approximately 20 per cent. since the 
last report. Tragacanth sagged slightly, but prices 
have returned to their former level with select ribbon 
worth up to £115 per cwt., and other grades in pro- 


portion. Agar has gone done to 15/3 per lb., and the 
replacement value for delivery in March is 14/-. Re- 
ductions have also taken place in ipecacuanha; Nicara- 
guan is availab!e at 54/- to 55/- per Ib. in London, and 
is 52/- c.i.f. The Colombian variety is 2/- per lb. below 
these figures. Ergot has been weak, and holders of spot 
stocks are willing to accept 16/- per lb., and shippers in 
Portugal 13/6. Little interest has been shown in 
strophanthus, and sales of 100 per cent. Kombé seed 
have been made at 12/- per lb., and of Gratus at 18/- 
per lb. This is the lowest level since the war ended. 
The small remaining quantities of 1951 cascara peel 
have been sold, and last year’s bark is worth 287/6 to 
290/- per cwt., duty paid. Little material is now avail- 
able for shipment from the U.S. Stocks of buchu 
leaves have been cleared and importers are now await- 
ing new crop prices from the Cape. Papain levels are 
lower, and Ceylon for shipment has gone down to 
25/- per lb. Menthol has fallen still further. Chinese, 
duty paid, has been sold at 31/6 per lb., with replace- 
ment values around 27/-. Cape aloes are now 170/- 
per cwt. and 160/- c.i-f. 


Among the spices, ginger has been very firm. African 
is 92/6 per cwt., and the forward rate is 82/6. Jamai- 
can has gone up to 115/- per cwt. for No. 3, and No. 2 
is worth fully 125/-. Cardamoms are very scarce, for- 
ward rates are about 12/- per lb. for Aleppi greens, and 


Aleppi seed is 19/6 per lb. c.if. For the first time for. 


many months pimento has shown a change, the spot 
value is firm at 2/4 per lb., and shipment is 240/- 


per cwt. 


The majority of essential oils have been steady. Ani- 
seed has settled down at 7/9 per lb., but Chinese pep- 
permint has dropped to 21/- per lb. spot and 18/- c.i-f. 
Palmarosa is easier at 37/6 to 40/- on the spot, and 
31/- per lb. c.if. Eucalyptus is still scarce. 


On the chemical side, industrial alcohol has been 
reduced by 2d. per proof gallon for bulk sales. No 
change, however, has been made in lots under 30 
gallons on account of the high freight and handling 
charge. As a consequence of the production of tropane 
alkaloids synthetically on a commercial scale, atropine 
prices have been reduced. The new rates per oz. for 
l-oz. quantities are: Alkaloid, 30/6; sulphate, 24/7; 
hydrochloride, 32/3; methylbromide, 25/1; methylni- 
trate, 34/1. In each case the price for 16-oz. lots is 6d. 
per oz. below the above figures. Homatropine methyl- 
bromide also is lower at 41/6 ver oz. Bromides have 
gone up in price, potassium and sodium by 23d. per 
lb., and ammonium by 3d. per lb. The basic rate for 
potassium bromide is now 2/103 per Ib. in 5-cwt. lots, 
with ammonium bromide 14d. above and sodium bro- 
mide 1d. below this figure. Single Ib. quantities are 


4/53 per lb.

NEW PUBLICATIONS 


Medical Diary and Therapeutic Index, 1954. 
(Bayer Pharma Pty. Ltd.) 

The Medical Diary and Therapeutic Index for 1954, 
issued by Bayer Pharma Pty.

4. Obstetric tables, proportionate dosage tablets, 
weights and measures conversion tables, thermometric 
equivalents, table of therapeutic indications and a list 
of Bayer preparations available as pharmaceutical 
benefits. 

We recommend the diary as a handy reference book 
for the busy doctor or pharmacist. 


The Lilly Digest for 1952. 

American pharmaceutical publications just to hand 
contain references to the Lilly Digest for 1952 which 
always carries most informative data concerning the 
commercial and economical aspects of pharmacy in 
U.S.A. For the purpose of the 1952 survey a total of 
1305 unselected retail drug stores was taken. These 
stores were located in all parts of the United States 
and represented a cross-section of the retail drug trade. 

Outstanding fact emerging was that the average sales 
volume for the stores was the highest on record. 

Another feature of especial interest was the gross 
margin result. 

In 1952 it amounted to 33.1 per cent. of sales—the 
highest figures recorded since 1938. Prescription income 
continued to increase during 1952, in which year it 
reached a total of 23.7 per cent. of sales. 

The 1952 average prescription income, says “The 
Indiana Pharmacist,” was at the highest level ever re- 
ported. This journal then goes on to state that oppor- 
tunities to build up the prescription department exist 
in drug stores of all sizes and types because the pre- 
scription business is spreading out and is no longer 
considered in a relatively small number of stores. 

The Lilly Digest for 1952 reveals that 96 per cent. of 
all prescription income was obtained by 81.9 per cent. 
of the stores. 

In the previous year prescription income was less 
widely dispersed—94.7 per cent. being obtained by 77.9 
per cent. of the stores. 

A year ago 73.7 per cent. of the 726 stores reporting 
prescription department data had prescription income 
in 25 per cent. of their total sales. In 1952 the per- 
centage in this group had jumped to 61.9. 

The Calendar of the Pharmaceutical Society of Great 
Britain 1953-1954. Pps. 300, published by The Phar- 
maceutical Press, 17 Bloomsbury Square, London. Price 
in Great Britain 12/6 sterling. 
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Whilst this publication chiefly concerns pharmacists 
in Britain, a few notes may be of interest to Common- 
wealth chemists generally. 

The Calendar, the first publication of which was in 
1867, over the intervening years has almost doubled 
in size (the 1953-1954 edition contains 300 pages). It 
gives a comprehensive view of the administrative work 
of the Society, the principal dates in the year, and 
historical notes on various “pharmaceutica,” e.g. the 
Royal Charters, the museum, the B.P. and the con- 
ferences. 

The regulations governing the conduct of examina- 
tions and the award of scholarships and prizes are 
included, together with most of the Statutes and Regu- 
lations which affect the practice of pharmacy in the 
United Kingdom today. 


LADY CHEMIST ENJOYS BIG GAME FISHING 


Miss M. E. Laffer, who conducts a pharmacy at 
Streaky Bay, South Australia, recently joined the Big 
Game Fishing Club of South Australia, and has been 
initiated into the technique of landing the big fish. 
Recently, using a 24-thread line, Miss Laffer hooked 
a large white pointer estimated at between 1500 and 
1600 Ib.

A local press report said that, after playing the fish 


for only 15 minutes, the shark threw the hooks. About 
two hours later the big fish again took the bait. This 
time Miss Laffer played the fish for an hour and 20 
minutes, and the cutter was being manoeuvred pre- 
paratory to gaffing, when the shark again tossed the 
hooks and escaped. 

Mr. Jim Veitch, holder of the 24-thread world record 
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with a 2071 lb. white pointer caught at Port Lincoln 
in 1951, who was fishing from the same cutter, said 
Miss Laffer had done a champion job, and it was 
unfortunate that she had not succeeded in landing the 
big shark. He had never seen a man or woman who 
had so quickly settled down to the task of playing 
a big fish or anyone more calm and collected. If Miss 
Laffer had succeeded in landing the big fish it would 
have won her the women’s world title. Mr. Veitch 
said Miss Laffer had tons of courage. She had hit the 
big shark over the head with the deck broom in an 
effort to prevent it from taking a seal lure shortly 
before it was given the bait. 

The accompanying illustration shows a 648-pounder 
hooked by Miss Laffer. This shark was 11 ft. in length 
and its girth measured 5 ft. 4 in. 

On reading of Miss Laffer’s exploits, we communi- 
cated with her with the object of learning something 
= the conditions under which she practises at Streaky 

ay. 

In replying Miss Laffer tells us that she has been 
keenly interested in big game fishing ever since the 
purchase of her pharmacy at Streaky Bay. as the 
surrounding waters are the natural habitat of the white 
pointer shark, the biggest of the game fish. Two 
things militated against Miss Laffer engaging seriously 
in the sport—firstly the lack of boatmen willing to 
take on the game and secondly the difficulty of obtain- 
ing the services of a reliever to manage the pharmacy 
in this remote part of the State. In regard to this 
Miss Laffer asks, “Are they frightened to leave the 
bright lights of the city, or have the young men and 
women lost all desire to see Australia?” However, it 
would appear that both of these difficulties were over- 
come, and Miss Laffer has been able to indulge in her 
hobby. A boat became available when Mr. Ray 
Larson, owner-skipper of the 38 ft. cutter “Marietta,” 
agreed tc set up his boat for game fishing. Miss 
Laffer states that, since the boat has been available, 
many big game fishermen have tried their hand at 
Streaky Bay, the most successful being Mr. Alf Dean, 
of Moorabbin, Victoria, who since he has been fishing 
in that area has broken three world records. 

Speaking of pharmaceutical conditions, Miss Laffer 
states that Streaky Bay is 465 miles from Adelaide. 
The surrounding districts are all either mixed farming, 
i.e. barley, wheat or sheep, or purely grazing pro- 
perties. When she first bought the pharmacy she was 
told how foolish it was to come over to “the drought- 
stricken west coast,” as that part of Eyre Peninsula 
was then known. Apparently the pessimist’s view 
was not justified. Miss Laffer obviously is convinced 
that the area has good prospects. She says “with good 
prices and better farming methods, as far as I can 
see, this country will never look back.” The closest 
pharmacy te Miss Laffer is at Ceduna, 75 miles away 
to the west. Port Augusta is the closest in an eastern 
direction, being 265 miles distant, and Port Lincoln 
in the south 185 miles away. However, there are 
doctors who do their own dispensing at Wudinna and 
Elliston. 

A large part of Miss Laffer’s business consists of 
mail orders, and sometimes she has to procure many 
items from the grocer and draper; for example, on 
the day of writing, Miss Laffer had received an order 
requesting her to procure six tennis balls and six 
buttons. 

Very little cash business is done under these circum- 
stances, and although, in common with most farmers, 
payments are slow, they are sure. 

Miss Laffer has just completed the conversion of 
an old building in the main street into a modern 
chemist’s shop. 

It would seem that Miss Laffer has her eye on that 
record, because in conclusion she says she had just 
received word from a Mr. Colin Parker of Adelaide 
that he was willing to come over and act as locum 
for her so that she could “give it a go” again.

“received.” The Director-General had also advised that 
it was not considered that a sufficiently strong case 
could be made to invoke the Medical Advertisements 
Act and prohibit the advertising of hypnotics for the 
relief of insomnia. There was some dissatisfaction re- 
garding the department’s response to the Board’s sug- 
gestion to prohibit advertising. 


Sir Hugh Linstead—Letter of Congratulation.—A 
letter from Sir Hugh Linstead thanking the Board for 
its congratulations on his being honoured with a knight- 
hood was “received.” 


Letter from Stock Remedies Board re Use of the Title 
“Veterinary Chemist.”—After full discussion the Board 
decided that it would not be competent for it to ques- 
tion the use of the title “Veterinary Chemist” as had 
been urged by the Stock Remedies Board. The Regis- 
trar was instructed to inform the Stock Remedies 
Board accordingly. 


Complaint from New Zealand Veterinary Association 
regarding Advertising of Veterinary Services by a Phar- 
maceutical Chemist.—Consideration was given to an 
advertisement — by a firm of chemists. Whilst 
the Board could not see that any breach of the law was 


involved, it was resolved that the chemists be informed 
of the nature of the complaint made by the Association 
and that the latter be advised of the action taken. 

The Beard adjourned at 12.55 p.m. and resumed at 
2.30 p.m., when an apology for non-attendance was 
received from Mr. T. P. Cleary. 


Membership Fees in Arrears.—The Registrar was 
authorised to remove eight names from the Register 
of Pharmaceutical Chemists for non-payment of mem- 
bership fee for 1953. 


Apprentices’ Notebooks. — Considerable discussion 
took place in regard to methods by which apprentices 
could be placed under compulsion to keep adequate 
notebooks. It was finally resolved that consideration 
be given to introducing into the oral pharmacy paper 
one question which would be asked by the local ex- 
aminer from the apprentice’s notebook presented to 
him at the actual examination.

CHEAPER DRUGS. 
New Lists by Chemists. 


Prices of a big range of commonly used drugs would 
fall throughout Australia within the next few months, 
the President of the N.S.W. Branch of the Pharmaceu- 
tical Guild of Australia, Mr. L. W. Smith, said in Syd- 
ney, according to a report in the “Sydney Morning 
Herald” on January 2 

Mr. Smith said the Guild was preparing to introduce 
a uniform price list for drugs throughout Australia.

“This should and will be reslected in Australia. 

“The uniform list will result in a general lowering 
of the prices of drugs.”

PRICE OF DRUGS LOWERED. 


The Prices Commissioner, Mr. A. K. Weir, has an- 
nounced reductions in the wholesale price of drugs 
which will result in the public paying less for com- 
pounded medicines. 

He said that the new price schedule had been circu- 
lated to chemists by the N.S.W. branch of the Fede- 
rated Pharmaceutical Service Guild of Australia. 

The schedule would operate from January 1. 

He said that typical reductions of commonly required 
drugs were (old prices in parenthesis) :— 

Bismuth carbonate (Australian), 5/2 oz. (6/4); bis- 
muth carbonate (imported), 5/10 oz. (7/4); infusion 
senegae concentrate, 2/10 oz. (4/5); Codeine phosphate, 
14/1 dram (29/8); Phenazone, 6/- oz. (8/11); compound 
tincture cardanons, 1/3 oz. (1/6); compound tincture 
carminitivia, 2/4 oz. (3/4); potassium bromide, 9d. oz. 
(1/-); sodium bromide, 10d. oz. (1/-). 

“True New Prices.” 

Mr. Weir said that the reductions had been brought 
about by bringing local prices into line with falling 
prices overseas. 

The Treasurer of the N.S.W. Branch of the Federated 
Pharmaceutical Service Guild of Australia, Mr. W. F. 
Pinerua, said that the Guild co-operated with the 
Prices Branch in establishing true and new basic prices. 

“The new list is the result of a conference among the 
Prices Commissioner, the New South Wales Branch of 
the Guild and wholesale drug houses,” he said. 

“This has brought about a stabilisation of prices 
generally, and they are, almost without exception, on a 
lower level than they were before.”

TESTING OF SCALES—CHEMISTS’ LIABILITY 


It is desired to draw the attention of chemists to the 
requirements of the Weights and Measures Act, par- 
ticularly to that section which requires that all scales, 
weights and measures such as those in general use in 
chemists’ shops for the compounding of prescriptions, 
etc., shall be retested and restamped by an Inspector 
of Weights and Measures once at least in each two 


years. The only exception being those graduated glass 
measures which, having been once stamped, need not 
again be restamped. 

The requirements of the Act apply to the whole State 
of N.S.W., and has been in operation for many years, 
but due to a shortage of staff and the difficulties as- 
sociated with travel in remote areas of the State, In- 
spectors have not been able, as yet, to visit certain dis- 
tricts to ensure compliance with the law. Nevertheless 
the onus of complying with the law is on the trader, 
and it is his responsibility to ensure that he makes 
every possible endeavour to face up to such responsi 
bility. 

Appliances which have not been reverified and re- 
stamped within two years are deemed to be unstamped, 
and the possession thereof could and does lead to legal 
proceedings being taken against the person found to 
have them in his possession for use in trade. 

Many chemists, particularly in the metropolitan area, 
have entered into contracts with scale repairing firms, 
one of the terms of which is that the scale repairer 
will regularly submit the chemist’s scales and weights 
to the Weights and Measures Office. Should such firm 
fail in its obligation the chemist is not absolved from 
his responsibility so far as the Weights and Measures 
Act is concerned, and he may find himself confronted 
with a summons to appear at Court. 

However, it is desired to make perfectly clear that 
every trader has the right to submit his own appliances 
himself direct to the Weights and Measures Office for 
the necessary restamping, and it is onlv in instances 
where faults are disclosed on test by an Inspector that 
the services of a scale repairer become essential. 

The Metropolitan Weights and Measures Office at 209 
Sussex Street, Svdney, is open daily (Monday to Fri- 
day) between 8.30 a.m. and 4 p.m. (lunch 12-1 p.m.), 
and prior arrangement for a reasonably prompt service 
may usually be made by telephone. 

The Weights and Measures Office serving Newcastle 
and suburbs is open every Monday (except holidays) 
from 9 a.m. to 3.30 p.m. (lunch 1-2 p.m.), and chemists 
in that area may submit their appliances to such office 
for the necessary attention. 

At many outer suburban and country areas temporary 
offices are organised approximately each two years, and 
after notification chemists mav submit their scales and 
weights at such office in lieu of submitting them to the 
Sydney or Newcastle offices. 

Any trader whose premises are being visited by an 
Inspector of Weights and Measures has the right to 
reauest such person to produce his Warrant Card or 
Authority in order to prove his bona fides.

VITAMIN E 
IN MEDICINE 


BUTTURINI U. Treatment of Dupuytren’s 
contracture with a-tocopheryl acetate. 
Minerva. Med. 41, 1235-7 (1950). 


Of 6 cases with Dupuytren’s contracture, 5 
had completely favourable resuits with reso- 
lution of the fibrosclerotic process, and 1 
case had partial improvement. Treatment 
consisted of oral administration of 100 to 
300 mg. tocopherol daily for 3 to 6 months 
or longer. 
deGRACIANSKY P. and BOULLE S&S. Treat- 
ment of sclerous hypodermitis of the legs 
with tocopherol. Bull. soc. franc. dermatol. 
syphilig. 57, 213-4 (1950). 


Ten of 13 patients treated with vitamin E, 
300 mg. of tocopherol daily for 60 to 100 
days, were definitely improved. Collagenous 
infiltration stopped, ulcers healed, pliability 
of the skin and subcutaneous structures 
returned, and adhesions disappeared. Im- 
provement usually occurred by the 15th day, 
but in some patients 4 to 6 weeks were 
required. Oral administration was preferred 
because intramuscular injection induced un- 
desirable local reactions. 

KESSLER M. M. Vitamin E therapy in 
treatment of myopathies. J. Med. Soc. New 
Jersey 48, 164-5 (1951). 

Traumatic myositis (22 cases) yielded most 

satisfactory results. Improvement occurred 
within one or two days. Treatment con- 
sisted of vitamin E applied topically with 
or without diathermy. Tenosynovitis (3 
cases) also showed improvement in three 
days. Acute cases of bursitis (3 cases) 
showed prompt reduction of swelling and 
increased range of motion. Fibromyositis 
(28 cases) was favourably influenced hy 
tocopherol treatment; spasm and pain were 
reduced, and also time lost from work was 
about halved compared with results of con- 
ventional treatments. Patients with arthritis 
(5 cases) and sciatica (2 cases) were also 
benefited. Subsequent experience with 
vitamin E indicated that oral administration 
plus topical application was superior to 
topical treatment alone. 
CRANE J. E. Treatment of multiple scle- 
rosis with fat-soluble vitamins, animal fat 
and ammonium chloride. Conn. State Med. 
J. 14, 40-1 (1950). 

Administration of 200 mg. tocopherols 
daily, in addition to other fat-soluble vita- 
mins and fat supplements, markedly im- 
proved the condition of 18 of 24 patients 
with multiple sclerosis. Five patients showed 
no improvement, and one became worse.

DR. F. H. SHAW APPOINTED PROFESSOR 
AT UNIVERSITY. 
Dr. Frank Herbert Shaw, aged 42, has been appointed 
rofessor of pharmacology at the University of Mel- 
een from January 1, 1954. He has been associate 
professor since 1947. : 

Professor Shaw graduated in science, with honours in 
physiology and biochemistry, in 1933. He was later 
awarded the degree of Master of Science with honours, 
sharing the exhibition with Dr. G. L. Lennox, of 
C.S.1.R.0. 

Research work he did on the chemistry of adrenalin 
at the University College, London, earned him the 
degree of Ph.D. 

He returned to Melbourne University department of 
physiology on a research scholarship and was appointed 
lecturer in pharmacology in March, 1940. He was ap- 
pointed senior lecturer in 1943. Professor Shaw has 
carried out an active programme of research on drug 
substances. 

In 1945 he was awarded the Syme Prize for research 
with Dr. J. S. Anderson, recently appointed to the 
chair of chemistry. His research has brought him 
world-wide recognition, and he was invited recently to 
be one of 12 contributors to an international symposium 
in America. 

During the war he helped to develop drug substances 
in Australia. He is a member of the committee on 
patent medicines and the food additives committee of 
the Commonwealth Department of Health.

MEDICAL REGISTRATION BILL. 

A Bill relating to the registration of medical practi- 
tioners was introduced in the Legislative Assembly by 
the Minister of Health, Mr. W. Barry, on December 9, 

assed all stages and subsequently passed through the 

egislative Council without amendment. 

Mr. Barry, in introducing the Bill, said it was de- 
signed to overcome a difficulty concerning the registra- 
tion of medical practitioners in Victoria who had 
obtained medical degrees and qualifications in other 
parts of the British Commonwealth. 

The Medical Board was entitled to-register persons 
who had received proper training in Victoria or in a 
country which by agreement and without any further 
examination registered medical practitioners who 
graduated in Victoria. 

The Government of Great Britain in 1950 amended 
this legislation which now required medical graduates 
before full registration was granted to acquire 12 
months’ post-graduate experience in medical and sur- 
gical work. 

This law came into force in Great Britain on Janu- 
ary 1, 1953. 

Similar legislation had been passed previously in 
South Africa, New Zealand, Queensland and New 
South Wales. 

The Victorian Crown Solicitor had advised the 
Medical Board that in requirements by another country 
that medical practitioners graduating in Victoria and 
registerable in that State should undertake a period of 
service in hospital before full registration interfered 
with the reciprocal registration provisions of the exist- 


ing. Act. 
or that reason the present amending Bill was intro- 
duced. Its purpose was to overcome immediate difficul- 
ties and it would merely enable the Medical Board to 
continue to register medical graduates from other 
countries in the British Commonwealth in the same 
manner as it had done for many years past. 
__ Mr. Sheehan (Ballarat) asked the Minister of Health 
if it was intended by the Government to review the 
position of migrant doctors. 

Mr. Barry: “Not under this Bill.” 


PROPRIETARY MEDICINES REGULATIONS 1954. 


Amendments Published in Government Gazette 
20/1/54. 

1. These Regulations:— 

(a) May be cited as the Proprietary Medicines 
Regulations 1954 and shall be read and con- 
strued as one with the Patent Medicines Regu- 
lations 1948 and all Regul cions amending the 
same; and 

(b) shall come into operation on publication in the 
Government Gazette. 

2. The Patent Medicines Regulations 1948 and the 
Amending Patent Medicines Regulations 1948 are 
hereby amended as follows:— 

(a) The titles of the Regulations wherever appear- 
ing shall be respectively the “Proprietary Medi- 
cines Regulations 1948” and the “Amending 
Proprietary Medicines Regulations 1948.” 

(b) For the words “patent medicines” wherever 
appearing there shall be substituted the words 
“proprietary medicines.” 


(c) For the Second Schedule to the Proprietary 
Medicines Regulations 1948 there shall be sub- 
stituted the following Second Schedule:— 
“SECOND SCHEDULE 

Particulars to be recorded in the Register:— 

(a) Serial number. 

(b) Date of registration. 

(c) Distinctive name of preparation. 

(d) Prescription or composition as stated in ap- 
plication for registration. 

(e) Active constituents. 

(f) Purposes for which medicine may be sold. 

(g) Remarks.” 

3. For the expression “Registered Victoria” followed 
by a serial number or other symbol or symbols denot- 
ing the registration of the proprietary medicine, re- 
quired by sub-section (1) of section 9 of the Health 
(Proprietary Medicines) Act 1942 as amended by the 
Health (Proprietary Medicines) Act 1953 to be shown 
on the outer container in which a proprietary medicine 
is exposed for sale and sold by retail, there may be 
substituted the expression “Reg. Vic.” followed by such 
serial number or symbol or symbols. 


PRESCRIPTIONS FOR SPECIFIED AND DANGEROUS 
DRUGS. 


Chemists report that they are now experiencing less 
difficulty in obtaining prescriptions for Specified and 
Dangerous Drugs which comply fully with the 
Dangerous Drugs Regulations. 

Several official communications have been sent to all 
doctors in the State, pointing out that the Regulations 
require certain definite particulars in such prescriptions, 
and that failure to write a prescription which complies 
in every detail with the Regulations renders a pre- 
scriber liable to penalties. 

Letters by individual chemists to doctors are helping 
also to make the requirements better known, and 
emphasis is being given to the importance of careful 
observation of the requirements by chemists refusing 
to dispense a prescription which is not properly written. 
In doing this they are obeying the law. 

We have received from Mr. Nigel C. Manning, who 
has a pharmacy on the Flinders Street Railway Station, 
a copy of the following letter which he has been 
sending to medical practitioners who have written pre- 
scriptions which in some respects are defective from 
the point of view of legal compliance with the Regu- 
lations:— 

Dear Sir, 

I should like, with respect, to bring to your notice 
the legal requirements for writing prescriptions for 
Sixth Schedule Drugs. This schedule includes all 
“Dangerous” and “Specified” drugs, and covers an 
extremely wide range of proprietary forms, many of 
which may not be immediately obvious to prescribers, 


The law requires, inter alia, that the prescription 
should :— 

(i) Be written in ink. 

(ii) Bear the patient’s name and address. 

(iii) Bear the prescriber’s full signature and his 
address. 

(iv) If repeats are required bear the number of 
repeats AND the time intervals for such 
repeats. 

(v) Bear the date. 

These basic requirements are being rigidly policed, 
and both prescriber and pharmacist leave themselves 
open to serious charges and penalties by non- 
compliance. 

It has been argued that such technicalities are 
trivial; but it should be stated in fairness to the 
people making the regulations that it is almost im- 
possible for the pharmacist to detect forgeries unless 
the above provisions are observed in full.

HOSPITAL BENEFITS ASSOCIATION. 
New Arrangements. 


New arrangements for the collection of menies from 
chemist agents have been agreed upon by the Guild 
and the Executive of the Hospital Benefits Association, 
and will operate this year. 

The new conditions are as follows:— 

1. Before the 15th of each calendar month the Chemist 
Agent shall remit to the H.B.A. the contributions 
received by him during the preceding month, less 
commission, together with duplicate of receipts and 
other documents. 

2. The commission to be calculated at 10 per cent. on 
the first £100 collected each calendar month plus 
5 per cent. on any amount in excess of £100. 

3. If the Chemist Agent does not remit promptly each 
calendar month, his commission shall be reduced to 
5 per cent. overall. 

4. The new terms will apply to all collections received 
on and after February 1, 1954. 

Method of Making Returns, 

1. Total the amounts of the receipts on each page as 
completed 

2. Cancel any unused receipts on the last page on which 
receipts have been used at the end of the month. 
Cancelled originals to be attached to the duplicate 
receipts.

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Mr. J. J. COCKING—AN INTERESTING CAREER. 


On November 24, colleagues of Mr. J. J. Cocking, of 
Bendigo, tendered him a dinner to mark his completion 
of 50 years of service as a pharmaceutical chemist in 
Bendigo. (“A.J.P.” Dec., 1953, p. 1244.) 

Here, in Mr. Cocking’s own words, are a few of 
the highlights of his long and interesting career in 
pharmacy :— 

I am a Victorian born, and I attended the St. James 
Grammar School in Bourke Street, a stone’s throw from 
Menzies Hotel, for seven years. 

My next move was to become an apprentice to 
pharmacy. I always had a flair for prescribing, and 
this manifested itself in the following way:— : 

Some 60 years ago it happened that the principal 
of the pharmacy where I was apprenticed asked me 
to stay on duty whilst he had a day off. I readily 
assented, and off he went to a ramble in the hills of 
Fern Tree Gully. It was a public holiday, and he did 
not expect anything much in the way of business. But 
during that day I had four or five cases of prescribing. 
With the ardour and confidence of youth, I promptly 
tackled them all. On his return he asked me how I 
had got on, and I said, “All right,” but on further 
inquiry he discovered more details of my prescribing 
exploits, and nearly had a seizure. “What did you 
give?” he demanded, in great alarm. “The same as 
you give yourself,” T replied. “Here it is.” That 
settled my holidays! I was asked to stay on every 
holiday after that, under promise of being given time 
off to compensate for it. I never received any time 
off, nor did I receive any salary the whole of the four 
years. 

I opened my own pharmacy here in this city of 
Bendigo on October 19, 1903, with a ay capital saved 
out of the salary of £3 per week (which was the pre- 
vailing wage at the time, and: out of which there was 
my board and clothing to pay). 

I had had experience in homoeopathy with Mr. 
George Pleasance, and so I was not altogether a stranger 
to the work 

The hours were until 9 p.m., but there was a mid- 
week break on Wednesday afternoons, and we opened 
again at 6 p.m. Saturday was a long day, for we were 
open till 10 p.m., and then we opened again on Sunday 
morning and Sunday evening. 

The local chemists here were Mr. Vale at Howard 
Place; Mr. Anderson, View Street; Mr. T. R. Jones in 
Hargreaves Street; Mr. W. L. Williams also in Har- 
greaves Street; Mr. Tom Cooper in Mitchell Street; 
and Mr. Donegan at Charing Cross with Mr. London, 
in the Mall. They have all passed away. 

It has been my good fortune to have practised through 
a historic half century in which pharmacy has con- 
stantly advanced both on the professional and the 
commercial sides. For that we must thank the fore- 
sight and unselfishness of our leaders. I was privileged 
to take a modest part in our organisational work. I 
acted as Secretary of the Bendigo Chemists’ Association 
for five years, resigning that post to Mr. A. W. Mc- 
Gibbony, and it was that event which marked the birth 
of the Federated Pharmaceutical Service Guild of Aus- 
tralia, with all its consequential blessings to pharmacy. 
Let us recall some of them. The Guild stabilised our 
prices, protected us from avaricious manufacturers, 
welded us into a compact body, and took many poor 
pharmacists out of the hands of the wholesalers. 

During my term of office as Secretary I was instru- 
mental in getting the local chemists to reduce their 
hours from 9 p.m. to 8 p.m. Having accomplished this, 
I next moved to try to reduce it still further to 7 p.m. 
I failed here because one member held out. Then the 
Act came into force, and we all had to close at 6 p.m. 
This was wonderful, but we didn’t know what to do 
with our time! For the first time in their lives chemists 
were in a strange new world in which they could have 
their evenings at home with their families. Although 
at first like fish out of water, they soon settled down 
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to it, and have been happier and more prosperous than 
ever before; for long tiring hours cramped our initiative 
and dulled our intellects. 

My memory takes me back to a pharmacy in Mel- 
bourne in which we sold opium in ounce tins freely 
to the Chinese. We had perhaps half a gross of ounce 
tins in open display. I remember selling two ounces 
of Tinct. of Opium to a young and not unattractive 
woman who told me “it would last her a couple of 
days.” Her story was a sad one. As a mere child 
she had suffered from toothache, and her sister’s young 
man brought her some laudanum to put in her tooth. 
It relieved her promptly, and he brought her more. 
Her next move was to obtain it herself. She managed 
to do this for some time, but eventually her parents 
found out, reprimanded the chemist, and sent the girl 
to the country. She wrote to the chemist, and he 
posted it to her. She was now using larger quantities, 
and as this required finance, she eventually took up 
with a Chinese, with whom she was now living. 

We treated venereal disease in all its various forms. 
Keeping stock piles of mixtures ready, we referred to 
them as “Tommy Dodd” mixtures. 

My salary in that Melbourne pharmacy in those 
days when this century was young was half a sovereign 
in gold, paid at the termination of each day (10 p.m. 
week days, 11.30 p.m. Saturdays). 

Among the amenities I enjoyed was a loaded revolver 
for my use when I slept on the premises, and I dined 
with the family. 

Now back to Bendigo. One of the most important 
events in my pharmaceutical career was that which 
happened in the doorway of the late Mr. Lewis Wil- 
liams’ pharmacy, now Mr. Maurice Pease’s. I was 
handing over the secretaryship of the Bendigo Chemists’ 
Association to Mr. A. W. McGibbony when I remarked 
to that gentleman, “What a wonderful thing it would 
be for pharmacy if this movement which has proved 
such a boon to Bendigo could be spread over the whole 
of this State and even further.” Mr. McGibbony did 
not answer, but dropped his head as if in deep thought. 
I claim that this was the real beginning of the Guild, 
and you all know the rest. 

I travelled quite a lot with Mr. Mac in his car when 
he interviewed chemists in many parts of the State 
on that successful crusade when he stirred them up 
to appreciate the wonderful possibilities within their 
reach, if they would only combine and help each other. 
He fired their imagination, got them moving, and had 
as his able lieutenants Mr. Eric Scott and Mr. E. C. 
McClelland. 

Mr. McGibbony has brought the greatest blessing to 
pharmacy in all its history—more, he has saved phar- 
macy, for at the beginning of the Guild in 1928 matters 

harmaceutical were at a very low ebb. We had long 
ours; we received pitifully small margins on what 
we sold; and we were often antagonistic to one another. 
Many chemists were heavily (and some hopelessly) in 
debt to the drug houses, and had big interest bills 
to pay. I knew one chemist who had to pay 8 per 
cent., and died before he could clear his business. I 
did hear 10 per cent., but cannot vouch for it. 

At the dinner given in Melbourne to Mr. McClelland 
on October 26, Mr. McGibbony was generous enough 
to give me credit, in front of several prominent Guild 
officials, for having helped him to frame the constitu- 
tion of the Guild. This was done at Mr. Mac’s own 
home, where we worked together at night. 

I came to Bendigo half a century ago. Why? Because 
the lady I hoped to make my wife was here. There 
was available only one tiny shop in High Street, and 
that was half ful] of cobwebs, spiders and dirt. It had 
been unoccupied for some time, and it certainly looked 
it. With a little capital I had saved in Tasmania, I 
went to Feltons to purchase some stock. My orders 


consisted of twelfths of a dozen of the popular patents 
—I couldn’t afford any more. Feltons offered me any 
credit I needed (a former employer had recommended 
me to them), but I firmly refused any more stock than 
I could pay for at the time. 

My first week’s takings were, I think, in shillings; 
but I had taken my rent (12/6), so that was something. 

From then on business snowballed, and after three 
years I moved to Bath Corner, and business trebled. 
After ten years at Bath Corner I moved to my present 
location, where (barring the depression) the business 
steadily increased. 

I have nothing but praise for Bendigo and what it 
has done for me—Health, Friends and Happiness. My 
experiences before coming here were many and varied, 
and even in Bendigo I have had some trying 
experiences. I had to attend an inquest on a baby 
who died while taking my medicine, but the child’s 
death was entirely unavoidable, and the doctor and 
the Coroner entirely absolved me from any blame what- 
soever. The baby had been in a flooded part of the 
north where a doctor was not available. So I took 
the mother’s description (which, by the way, was 
erroneous and misleading), and simply did the best I 
could, but the baby died almost before taking my 
medicine. 

I once acted as judge at a baby show—but never 
again. The two best babies seemed very close. What 
could be done? I was no Solomon. So we upended 
them. The result: One was spotless and dainty, the 
other the reverse. 

My largest patient was an elephant. A new circus 
hand got up early and fed him, and when his ordinary 
attendant brought him his usual breakfast—a bale of 
hay—he would not look at it, so I was consulted. I 
would have liked to have given him a bucketful of 
Mag. Sulph., but did not have that amount in stock, 
and so turned my patient away. So much for remi- 
niscences. 

Now, in the autumn of my years, I look back with 
pride, gratitude and a certain quiet satisfaction upon 
a lifetime in that great profession—pharmacy. To all 
my —— I say, “Thank you, and long may the Guild

REPORT OF GOVERNMENT ANALYST. 


The Report of the Government Analyst for Queens- 
land discloses that the number of samples examined in 
the Government Chemical Laboratories for the year 
1952-53 was a record. 

In all 26,014 samples were dealt with. 

These included 14,762 for the Department of Health 
and Home Affairs. 

Fifty-eight of these were disinfectants and 104 drugs 
or medicines. 11,196 samples of tobacco were investi- 
gated for checking of the leaf for arsenic contamination. 

Details of drug analyses are not given, but the report 
states: “The vast majority of the foods and drugs mar- 
keted in Queensland are in sound, clean condition and 
conform with rigid standards regarding purity.” 

Fruit and Vegetables.—Most of the fruits and vege- 
tables marketed were found to be in clean, sound con- 
dition, free or reasonably free, of spray residues. 

The samples, however, included a cauliflower show- 
ing the presence of parathion; a lettuce heavily plas- 
tered with lime; apples from a southern State containing 
1/25 grain of arsenic per pound (four times the maxi- 
ae eaten. a batch of potatoes heavily dusted with 
D.D.T. 

ChlorophylL.—-The report refers to “the Chlorophy]! 
craze,” which, it alleges, still continues, “no doubt led 
by manufacturers for sales purposes.” 

It is stated that a number of tooth pastes, toilet soaps, 
etc., claiming the presence of chlorophyll was examined 
and the samples contained negligible traces only of this 
substance. The comments continue: “Chlorophyll has 
no magical healing, deodorising or cleansing value, and 
in the small proportions present in pills, tooth pastes, 
mouth washes, soaps and the like does not enhance to 
any significant extent the therapeutic value of the 
product.” 

Coloured Pencils.—The paragraph reveals that of 82 
coloured pencils examined for lead, 37 contained lead 
compounds, either on the surface paint or in the 
coloured centre piece of the pencil. Green and yellow 
colours were chiefly at fault owing to the presence of 
lead chromate as the colouring agent. 

No Serious Errors in Dispensing. A number of medi- 
cines associated with complaints from the public was 
checked for accuracy of dispensing and it was reported 
that no serious errors were found. 

(It will be recalled that earlier reports of the Govern- 
ment Analyst revealed some serious deficiencies. This 
report appears to indicate much improvement.—Ed. ) 

Reference is made to a proprietary line of pheno- 
barbitone gr. } tablets as being misdescribed as malonal 
tablets. Malonal, it is pointed out, is a synonym for 
barbitone, a much less potent drug. 

Poisons.—Poisoning statistics based on st-mortem 
aaa are given. Details are as follows:— 


Arsenic .. . Nicotine 
Strychnine Zinc Chloride 
Aspirin Potassium Bromate 
Cyanide Parathion . 

Chloral 


Special reference is made to the appearance of aspirin 
in the list of poisonings. The report indicates that the 
use of large doses of this drug for suicidal purposes 
appears to be increasing. It is stated that although 
popular for this purpose overseas, aspirin hitherto has 
been little used in Queensland.

She had had 32 
operations. 

Hughes admitted six previous convictions in New 
South Wales for attempts to obtain drugs.

The defendant was remanded until December 18 to 
enable her counsel and the prosecutor to confer on

- Mr. A. E. Bowey was apprenticed to Mr. C. H. Free- 
man, of Prospect, in 1933 and went straight through the 
course of studies to receive the certificate of The 
Pharmacy Board and the diploma of the University

in February, 1937. He obtained the top place in the 
credit list and so received the award of the President’s 
gold medal. After periods of relieving work in the 
city and suburbs, Mr. Bowey took a permanent post with 
Mr. A. H. Virgent, of Colonel Light Gardens, where he 
stayed until he joined the 2/8th Field Ambulance in 
July, 1940, with the rank of Staff Sgt. Dispenser.

During the greater part of 
this four years’ internment he was engaged in camp 
administrative and general medical work, gaining ex- 
erience in medical stores, optometry and _ clinical 
aboratory routines, and earned two mentions in des- 
patches for his application to a wide variety of duties.

During his stay in England, Mr. Bowey married, but 
had to return to Australia alone in 1946.

PHARMACY BOARD Meeting 


The Pharmacy Board of South Australia met at 25 
King William Street, Adelaide, on January 14, at 7.45 
p.m. 

Present.—Messrs. K. S. Porter, E. F. Lipsham, G. L. 
Burns, B. F. Mildren, A. E. Bowey, L. A. Craig, D. C. 
Hill, and the Registrar. 

Triennial Elections.—Registrar read a letter from the 
Returning Officer declaring Messrs. Porter, Bowey, 
Mildren, Lipsham, Burns, Craig and Hill to be members 
of the Pharmacy Board for the ensuing three years. 

Election of President—Mr. G. L. Burns proposed 
that Mr. K. S. Porter should be elected as President 
of the Board for the ensuing three years, and in doing 
so paid a tribute to Mr. Porter for the work which 
he had done in the interests of pharmacy over a period 
of many years. The voting at the recent elections had 
shown that the registered chemists appreciated the work 
of Mr. Porter. Mr. B. F. Mildren seconded the nomi- 
nation, which was supported by Mr. Lipsham. 

Mr. Porter, in accepting the appointment, stated that 
he was proud to be the President of the Pharmacy 
Board for a further period, and assured members that 
he would continue to do his best for pharmacy. 

Mr. Porter then occupied the Chair, and welcomed 
to the meeting Messrs. A. E. Bowey and L. A. Craig, 
the newly-elected members. Mr. Porter said that he 
had no doubt that the new members were imbued with 
the correct spirit, and would have in mind that the 
main funetion of the Board was the carrying into 
effect of the Pharmacy Act. Primarily this meant that 
the interest of the public was the first consideration, 
and in protecting the public it was generally felt that 
pharmacy was also receiving proper consideration. He 
felt sure that the new members would obtain pleasure 
from their association with the Board, and he looked 
forward to contributions from them. Differences of 
opinion must of necessity arise, but it was expected 
that all decisions of the Board would have the full 
support of the members. 

Election of Honorary Treasurer.—Mr. E. F. Lipsham, 
in nominating Mr. G. L. Burns, said that Mr. Burns 
had capably carried out his duties as Honorary Trea- 
surer for the past six years. The nomination was 
seconded by Mr. B. F. Mildren, and the President 
declared Mr. Burns duly elected. 

Correspondence.—Report of Mr. Porter on conference 
with Mr. McCarthy in connection with proposed amend- 
ments to scheduling by Victoria. Mr. Porter advised 
that, as Mr. McCarthy had been on annual leave and 
with the intervening Christmas vacation, it had not 
been possible to arrange for a discussion. 

From Pharmaceutical Association of Australia, for- 
warding copy of letters from Pharmaceutical Council 
of Western Australia and a copy of letter addressed 
to W.A. Council from Chamber of Pharmacists, Malta, 


re recognition of the Malta University Degree in Phar- 
macy. It was resolved that a letter should be for- 
warded to the Secretary of the Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation of Australia requesting him to write for full 
details of the pharmacy course at the Malta University, 
and requesting that copies of examination papers be 
forwarded for distribution and consideration by the 
various Pharmacy Boards. It was also decided that 
the Secretary of the Pharmaceutical Association of Aus- 
tralia should endeavour to ascertain from the Phar- 
maceutical Society of Great Britain the extent to which 
the Malta University Degree in Pharmacy is recognised 
in Great Britain. It is assumed that the tuition in the 
Malta University Degree in Pharmacy is given in the 
English language. 

Poisons Schedules.—The members of the Board ex- 
pressed the opinion that efforts should be continued 
with the object of bringing about uniformity in the 
framing and administering of Poisons and Dangerous 
Drugs Laws. 

Inspector's Report.—Apprentices not present at phar- 
macies where apprenticed. The Inspector submitted a 
report, and it was decided that the masters concerned 
should be required to comply with the regulations 
forthwith, and to notify the Board when the necessary 
adjustment had been carried out. 

Labels.—Correspondence was directed to several 
registered pharmaceutical chemists asking for correc- 
tions to be made in labels, and for co-operation in the 
matter of advertising, in order that the terms of the 
Brisbane resolution may be fully complied with. Labels 
were received from several pharmacists which were 
quite satisfactory. 

Finance,—Statement for the month of December was 
submitted and adopted, and accounts totalling £8/0/6 
were passed for payment. 

Audited finance statement for year ended December 
31, 1953, was submitted and adopted. 

Practising Certificates——Correspondence has been 
received from the Pharmaceutical Society of Great 
Britain acknowledging Certificate of Identity in favour 
of Mr. J. K. Everett. 

Applications were received and approved from 21 
pharmaceutical chemists. Five other applications were 
received and further action deferred pending completion 
of the necessary formalities.

The above dates for Set 1 are similar to those used 
in 1953, allowing apprentices seven weeks to do work 
instead of normal four weeks for the 10 samples re- 
quired. 

The dates for Set 2 allow apprentices two weeks 
more than has been the custom, as experience shows 
this set to be, in general, badly done; that is, nine 
weeks are allowed for 11 samples.

Mr. Russell reported on the Bill relating to the pro- 
vision of Pharmaceutical, Sickness and Hospital Bene- 
fits, etc., as follows:— 

The F.P.S.G.A. has been named in the Act as the 
official negotiating body; this was not in the Bill. 

Section 92 controls the supply of Pharmaceutical 
Benefits for doctors’ bags, which is to be from the 
pharmacist; the Act does not specify this, but an 
assurance has been given by the Minister that it will 
appear in the Regulations which have as yet not been 
gazetted. The ten drugs which will be dispensed with- 
out dispensing fee when ordered for the doctor’s bag 
have not yet been listed, but this will be done by a 
tripartite committee consisting of representatives of 
the British Medical Association, Guild and Government. 

The new Act approves a pharmaceutical chemist to 
dispense P.B.A. and P.M.S. jointly and not separately 
as In the previous legislation. Therefore to withdraw 
from one a chemist would withdraw from both. 

Clause 6 (4) strengthens the position of pharmacists 
in the Department, and ensures that they cannot be 
supplanted by laymen. 

Repeat authorisation fees: The Government has 
agreed that these fees are in no way a dispensing fee, 
but merely a payment for the clerical work involved. 

Mr. Russell also reported on the Therapeutic Sub- 
stances Bill. 

Lectures in History of Pharmacy.—Preliminary report 
was submitted on the arrangements for the meeting 
of lecturers which is to be held on January 28.
